PROCEEDINGS 


The  one  hundred  and  first  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  ( Original )  Free  Will 
Baptist  Conference  convened  with  the  Johnson's  Union  Chapel,  Johnston  County, 
North  Carolina,  November  3  and  4,  1955. 

Thursday  Morning  Session,  November  3 

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  opened  its  annual  session  at  10:00  a.  m.,  Thursday 
morning,  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "All  Hail  the  Power." 

Rev.  M.  E.  Godwin  conducted  the  morning  devotions,  reading  from  the  8th 
chapter  of  Romans,  Verses  28  through  39,  followed  with  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  C. 
Griffin.

Realizing  the  great  responsibility  that  has  been  placed  upon  me  as  a  teacher  or 
officer,  and  that  the  church  has  placed  its  confidence  in  me,  I  humbly  and  prayer- 
fully sign  the  articles  of  this  covenant  and  will,  with  God's  help,  be  faithful  and 
true  to  my  office: 

1.  I  will  now  rededicate  my  life  to  God  and  ask  Him  to  use  me  as  His  servant. 

2.  I  will  prayerfully  and  faithfully  study  each  Sunday  school  lesson.  I  will  use 
the  Word  of  God,  also  my  experience  and  knowledge,  as  a  means  of  improving 
the  spiritual  lives  of  my  students  and  lead  the  lost  to  Christ. 

3.  I  will  attend  all  services  of  my  church  and  encourage  my  pupils  to  do  likewise. 

4.  I  will  cooperate  with  the  pastor  and  superintendent  in  all  things.  I  will  attend 
every  Sunday  school  council  meeting.  I  will  attend  any  training  classes  that 
are  offered  to  make  me  a  more  efficient  teacher  or  officer. 

5.  I  will  notify  the  superintendent  and  my  assistant  teacher  or  officer  when  I  am 
sick  or  on  vacation. 

6.  I  will  visit  my  pupils  as  opportunity  presents  itself  and  will  try  to  get  new 
ones  in  my  class. 

7.  I  will  cooperate  with  the  extension  superintendent  in  helping  him  get  the  lesson 
to  those  who  are  sick. 

8.  I  will  abstain  from  all  worldly  amusements  and  will  do  nothing  that  will  be  a 
reproach  to  my  Christian  testimony. 

9.  I  will  use  only  the  teaching  material  that  has  been  approved.  I  will  learn  the 
doctrines  and  beliefs  of  my  church  and  will  teach  the  same  to  my  pupils. 

10.  I  will  teach  and  practice  stewardship  principles  as  taught  in  the  Bible  with 
respect  to  my  money,  time  and  talents. 

11.  I  will  resign  if  at  any  time  I  am  unable  or  unwilling  to  cheerfully  carry  out 
the  articles  of  this  pledge. 

Note:  It  is  suggested  that  this  pledge  be  signed  once  a  year  by  every  teacher 
or  officer.    This  can  effectively  be  done  at  an  annual  installation  service.

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Report  of  the  Cape  Fear  Mission  Board 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  acknowledge  limited  activities  on  the  part  of  the 
mission  board  during  the  past  year.  However,  there  have  been  several  meetings 
held,  one  of  which  was  a  joint  session  with  the  board  of  education.  Out  of  this 
special  meeting  came  plans  for  co-ordinated  effort  for  the  doing  of  limited  promo- 
tional work.  This  plan  called  for  a  secretarv  to  be  employed  to  do  promotional 
work  by  means  of  correspondence.  In  this  effort  considerable  emphasis  was  placed 
on  reactivation  of  the  dollar  a  month  plan  and  investigations  were  made  looking 
toward  the  opening  up  of  some  mission  points,  together  with  the  employment  of 
a  conference  evangelist. 

After  having  launched  into  these  activities,  it  was  brought  to  our  attention  that 
there  were  considerable  objections  to  the  plans  being  followed  on  the  part  of  a 
number  of  brethren,  and  your  board  met  in  special  session  to  give  specific  study  to 
the  entire  setup.  In  this  meeting  we  voted  to  discontinue  with  the  plan  for  this 
promotional  work  until  we  could  he  more  certain  of  the  wisdom  therein  and  of  the 
wishes  of  the  conference. 

During  this  period  of  this  special  session  our  expenditures  amounted  to  $192.82, 
and  a  special  appeal  came  to  us  for  an  allocation  for  the  Goldsboro  Church  to 
assist  in  the  rebuilding  of  its  sanctuary  which  was  lost  by  fire.  A  vote  was  taken 
and  an  allocation  of  $500  w  as  made. 

The  income  to  this  mission  board  has  amounted  to  $559.81  for  this  year,  and 
the  present  balance  in  the  conferenc  •  treasury  for  missions  is  $1,147.82. 

We  are  beginning  to  feel  we  have  approached  the  point  for  rethinking  missions 
for  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  feeling  very  deeply  the  need  for  taking  our  eyes 
off  conference  boundaries  and  beginning  to  see  the  larger  field  as  our  obligation. 
We  recognize  the  fact  that  each  of  our  conferences  in  the  state  are  too  weak  to 
launch  a  fruitful  program  within  either  of  them,  therefore  we  recommend  an  ap- 
propriation out  of  our  present  fund  to  the  st.de  program  of  $100. 

We  further  recommend  ihat  each  church  show  consistent  missionary  zeal  by 
the  pn  sen!  ition  o\  study  courses  in  evangelism,  the  establishment  of  mission  Sunday 
schools  and  the  appropriation  of  funds  according  to  the  financial  plan  of  the 
church  to  all  phases  of  our  missionary  cause. 

We  estimal  d  that  the  cost  of  promoting  the  work  of  our  department  for  the 
ensuing  year  will  be  $60  since  it  is  understood  that  our  efforts  will  consist  of 
correspondence  and  administrator  sessions  of  the  board.

The  next  session  will  convene  with  the  church  at  Shady  Grove,  Sampson 
County,  North  Carolina,  on  Thursday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November, 
1957,  at  10:00  a.  m.  The  Shady  Grove  Church  is  located  11  miles  south-

I  will  learn 
the  doctrines  and  beliefs  of  my  church  and  will  teach  the  same  to  my 
pupils. 

10.  I  will  teach  and  practice  stewardship  principles  as  taught  in  the  Bible  with 
respect  to  my  money,  time  and  talents.

The  boards  then  adjourned  for  separate  sessions  after  which  a  final  joint 
session  convened  with  business  as  follows: 

Matter  of  co-sponsoring  pastors'  and  deacons'  conferences  was  discussed. 
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Matter  of  co-sponsoring  Bible  and  mission  conferences  was  discussed. 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  unanimously  that  the  two  boards,  mission 
and  education,  go  on  record  as  co-sponsoring  the  above  mentioned  confer- 
ences. 

A  motion  was  passed  unanimously  that  the  chairman  of  the  mission  board 
was  to  write  to  Rev.  Herman  L.  Herscy  and  get  the  records  of  the  "Dollar-a- 
Month  Club"  and  reactivate  this  club. 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  unanimously  that  the  chairman  of  the 
mission  board,  Rev.  A.  B.  Bryan,  go  to  work  toward  establishing  a  church 
work  in  Dunn,  North  Carolina,  and  that  he  use  such  means  as  necessary  to 
do  so.

Report  of  the  Cape  Fear  Woman's  Auxiliary  Conference 

The  Cape  Fear  Woman's  Auxiliary  Conference,  now  in  its  24th  year, 
continues  to  grow.  At  the  spring  conference  at  Tec's  Chapel,  Johnston 
County,  the  total  number  of  auxiliaries  reporting  was  20,  with  an  increase  of 
S4  members,  the  total  membership  now  exceeding  500.  The  program  for 
the  clay  was  dedicated  to  Evelyn  and  Fred  Hcrscy  who  at  present  are  the 
only  missionaries  on  the  foreign  field  from  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
theme  for  the  day  was  "Go  Ye." 

The  auxiliaries  which  make  up  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  are  doing  a 
very  definite  work  in  their  churches  and  communities.    Last  year  they  spon- 
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sored  13  Bible  schools,  several  girl's  auxiliaries,  one  boy's  auxiliary,  and  many 
leagues.  Study  courses  were  held  by  the  individual  auxiliaries,  and  a  clinic 
was  held  in  Smithfield  in  March  for  the  entire  woman's  auxiliary  member- 
ship of  the  conference.  This  clinic  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  Hattie  Adcox, 
state  field  worker,  and  Mrs.  L.  E.  Ballard,  state  vice-president. 

At  the  spring  conference  a  percentage  budget  was  adopted  in  order  that 
the  money  coming  into  the  conference  might  be  allocated  on  a  more  even 
basis  to  all  phases  of  the  work.  This  budget,  however,  does  not  interfere 
with  special  collections  taken  at  the  conference.  A  motion,  that  had  been 
passed  by  a  previous  conference,  limiting  the  term  of  office  for  all  officers  of 
the  convention  was  rescinded. 

At  the  fall  meeting  at  Johnson's  Union  Church,  22  auxiliaries  reported. 
Theme  for  the  day,  "He  That  Winneth  Souls  Is  Wise,"  was  carried  out 
by  every  speaker  on  the  program.  This  fall  meeting  is  the  inspirational  meet- 
ing of  the  year. 

The  conference  voted  to  have  a  Founder's  Day  program  in  1957  to 
commemorate  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  State  Auxiliary  Convention.  Life 
membership  in  the  auxiliary  can  be  purchased  by  and  for  deserving  members 
for  $25.00.  The  conference  also  voted  to  give  $75.00  to  the  home  mission 
board  on  the  purchase  of  a  tent  to  be  used  in  the  establishment  of  new 
churches.  Each  auxiliary  is  to  give  $10.00  at  the  next  conference  for  the 
improvement  of  Cragmont. 

The  conference  was  invited  to  Prospect  Church  for  the  spring  meeting 
in  1957.

These  minutes  respectfully  dedicated  to  the  memory  of 
Reverend  H.  R.  Faircloth 
February  15,  1882— October  20,  1957 


On  February  15,  1882,  in  LaGrange,  North  Carolina,  a  son  was  born 
to  Mary  Ann  Whitley  and  Benjamin  Franklin  Faircloth.  This  was  their 
first  born.  A  daughter  born  later  completed  the  family.  They  named  the 
child  Herman  Rudolph  Faircloth,  a  name  that  was  to  be  loved  among  many 
Free  Will  Baptists. 

Herman  grew  up  in  LaGrange  and  received  his  education  in  the  local 
schools.  When  he  became  old  enough  he  found  employment  at  a  local 
buggy  shop  where  he  became  an  expert  buggy  maker.  During  those  years 
he  met  Lula  Gray  and  they  were  married  in  1902.  From  this  union  there 
were  nine  children,  three  boys  and  six  girls  born.  There  were  twins  born 
but  died  at  birth,  and  one  daughter,  Doris  Lee,  who  died  at  the  age  of  two. 

In  1912,  at  Bethel  Church  in  Johnston  County,  he  was  ordained  to 
the  ministry.  This  began  a  life  of  unusual  devotion  and  work  to  the  call 
of  the  ministry.  In  his  work  he  organized  two  churches,  LaGrange  and 
Smithfield  in  1928,  and  was  pastor  of  twenty-five  churches.  His  first  pasto- 
rate was  Daly's  Chapel,  and  his  last  was  Old  Field. 

He  moved  to  Johnston  County  in  1920  in  order  to  be  near  the  churches 
that  he  served.  It  was  in  1945  that  he  retired  from  active  pastoral  work, 
but  he  continued  to  conduct  revivals  and  do  supply  work.  On  October  12, 
1952,  God  saw  fit  to  call  home  his  dear  companion.  Then  on  October  20, 
1957,  he  went  to  join  his  beloved  and  be  with  the  Lord. 

Those  who  knew  him  best  loved  him  for  his  humility  and  his  love  for 
lost  souls.  They  praise  him  for  his  ability  to  adjust  to  any  situation.  He 
was  a  fearless  preacher  who  traveled  by  horseback  and  buggy  to  preach  Christ, 
and  in  the  last  days  of  his  life  in  a  modern  age  was  found  faithful  to  the 
Christ  he  loved.  Isaiah  61:1,  2  was  truly  a  description  of  his  life's  work: 
"The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  GOD  is  upon  me;  because  the  LORD  hath  anoint- 
ed me  to  preach  good  tidings  unto  the  meek;  he  hath  sent  me  to  bind  up 
the  brokenhearted,  to  proclaim  liberty  to  the  captives,  and  the  opening  of 
the  prison  to  them  that  are  bound;  to  proclaim  the  acceptable  year  of  the 
LORD,  and  the  day  of  vengeance  of  our  God;  to  comfort  all  that  mourn."

3.  Student  Loan  Fund 

We  have  loaned  to  Miss  Eula  Mac  Martin  from  our  Student  Loan 
Fund  the  sum  of  $125.00.  The  loan  is  secured  by  note  with  good  endorse- 
ment. According  to  the  terms  of  the  note  it  bears  1%  interest  while  the 
student  is  in  training  or  until  September  1,  1958,  at  which  time  a  new  note 
is  to  be  made  bearing  interest  at  6%,  with  payments  of  $15.00  per  month 
on  principal  until  the  note  is  fully  paid. 

Miss  Martin  is  in  training  for  a  missionary  nurse.  She  is  the  daughter  of 
our  Rev.  W.  A.  Martin. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  board  of  education  we  transferred  $200.00  to 
the  Student  Loan  Fund  account.  We  want  every  member  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference  to  have  a  share  in  building  up  this  fund.  Money  for  education 
of  our  youth  is  needed. 

Each  church  is  being  asked  to  conrtibute  the  sum  of  20c  per  member 
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to  the  Student  Loan  Fund.  This  is  a  small  amount  from  each  church;  but 
it  would  give  us  an  additional  $900.00  in  this  fund.  Each  church  should 
raise  their  quota  of  20c  per  member  as  soon  as  possible. 

4.  Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  Governing  the 
Board  of  Education 

We  recommend  that  bylaw  1 3  read  as  follows : 

"The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administration 
of  a  Student  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  securing  an 
education." 

We  recommend  that  bylaw  14  read  as  follows: 

"The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and  condi- 
tions: 

"A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  the  board. 

"B.  A  promisary  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  comple- 
tion of  training  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with  monthly 
or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  discharged." 

We  recommend  that  the  present  bylaw  13  become  No.  15. 

5.  Program  For  1957-58 

A  number  of  things  have  been  assigned  to  the  work  of  the  board  of  educa- 
tion. We  here  submit  a  month  by  month  summary  of  activities  sponsored 
by  the  board  of  education. 

November,  1957 — Pastors'  and  Deacons  Conference — An  excellent  pro- 
gram has  been  prepared.  I  will  be  held  in  our  Smithfield  Church,  Tuesday, 
November  4,  beginning  at  7:30  p.  m:  An  interesting  talk  will  be  given 
by  one  of  our  laymen  on  "The  Problems  of  Youth  Today,"  and  Rev.  Ronald 
Creech  will  preach.  This  is  one  conference  pastors  and  deacons  cannot  af- 
ford to  miss. 

November,  1957 — Church  and  Sunday  School  Libraries — Bulletins,  book 
lists  and  complete  instruction  regarding  the  operation  of  church  libraries 
will  be  mailed  the  latter  part  of  the  month. 

January,  1958 — Music  and  Worship  Workshops — These  will  be  held  on 
an  area  institute  basis,  two  nights  in  each  area.    Topics  to  be  taught  are: 

1 .  History  of  Church  Music 

2.  What  is  Worship? 

3.  Arranging  Orders  of  Service 

4.  Training  the  Amatuer  Choir 

5.  Effective  Song  Leading. 

Bulletins  will  be  mailed  as  to  time  and  place  in  January. 
February,   1958 — Study  Courses  for  Children — One  of  the  talented 
women  of  our  conference  is  writing  a  study  course  entitled,  "What  My 
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Church  Believes."  A  complete  teachers  guide  will  be  prepared  and  a  training 
class  for  teachers  will  be  held.  These  teachers  in  turn  will  teach  this  course  to 
the  children  of  their  church. 

February,  1958 — League  Emphasis — Training  classes  and  reactivating 
our  present  leagues. 

March,  1958 — Sunday  School  Teacher  s  Training  Month — One  of  our 
capable  ministers,  Brother  Chester  Phillips,  is  writing  a  study  course  on  Free 
Will  Baptist  Doctrine  using  the  treatise  as  a  guide.  This  course  will  be  taught 
in  five  areas:  Raleigh,  Smithfield,  Lee's  Chapel,  Goldsboro  and  Kinston. 

April,  1958 — Sunday  School  Workshop — A  giant  Sunday  school  work- 
shop is  being  planned  for  a  Sunday  afternoon. 

May,  1958 — Pastors'  and  Deacons'  Conference — Program  to  be  an- 
nounced. 

June,  July  and  August,  1958 — Vacation  Bible  School  Emphasis! 

June,  July  and  August,  1958 — Personal  Evangelism  Study  Courses — The 
Personal  Evangelism  Manual,  written  by  Herman  L.  Hersey,  will  be  reactivat- 
ed and  taught  on  a  local  church  basis.  This  Manual  belongs  to  the  board 
of  education  and  is  available  at  50c  a  copy. 

September,  1958 — Sunday  School  Training  Month — Plans  for  this  will 
be  announced. 

October,  1958 — Area  Bible  Conferences — This  will  be  the  greatest  pro- 
ject ever  undertaken  in  our  conference  program.  We  will  meet  in  three 
areas  (Lee's  Chapel,  Smithfield  and  Goldsboro)  for  two  nights  in  each  area. 
On  these  nights  we  will  have  outstanding  Bible  teachers  to  speak  to  us.  We 
will  expect  to  have  overflow  attendance  at  these  area  Bible  conferences.

Bylaws  Governing  the  Board  of  Missions 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for 
three  years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter, 
for  a  term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  offices  may  be 
combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the  executive 
secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  at- 
tend to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply 
to  the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with 
mission  funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point,  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to 
place,  plans  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conference,  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
it  ma}'  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws. 
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11.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments  and  revisions,  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  the  vote 
is  taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  at  least  twice,  and  provided 
that  such  amendments  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote.

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Constitution  and  Bylaws 


Of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 

Of  North  Carolina 

ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  by  this  name  shall 
it  be  designated  in  all  its  work,  government  and  fraternal  relations. 

ARTICLE  II 

Composition — This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  and 
licensed  ministers  who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  confer- 
ence, all  general  officers  of  the  conference,  the  members  of  standing  boards, 
or  committees,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization,  and 
the  following  churches  together  with  those  that  may  subsequently  be  ad- 
mitted. 

Bethel  (Johnston),  Bethel  (Lenoir),  Casey's  Chapel,  Corinth,  Daly's 
Chapel,  Goldsboro,  Hopewell,  Johnson's  Union,  Lanwood,  Chapel,  Lee's 
Chapel,  Oak  Grove,  Pleasant  Grove,  Powhatan,  Prospect,  Riverside,  Robert's 
Grove,  Raleigh,  Shady  Grove,  Smyrna,  Smithfield,  St.  John,  St.  Mary's 
Grove,  St.  Paul,  Steven's  Chapel,  Tee's  Chapel,  West  Clinton,  Wooten's 
Chapel,  Yelverton's  Grove. 

ARTICLE  III 

Purpose — The  general  purpose  of  this  conference  shall  be  the  exaltation 
of  Christ,  the  great  head  of  the  church;  the  edification  of  its  members, 
through  effective  teaching  and  mutual  encouragement  in  the  use  of  the 
manifold  means  of  grace;  the  unification  of  the  methods  and  programs  of 
its  affiliated  churches  and  subordinate  organizations;  and  the  coordination 
of  persistant  efforts  in  church  extension,  Christian  education,  benevolence 
and  evangelism. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation- — Every  church  affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
shall  represent  in  its  annual  sessions  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  each  subordinate  general  organiza- 
tion shall  represent  with  three  delegates.  Reports  of  approved  delegates 
shall  be  rendered  by  each  church  and  subordinate  organization  at  the  yearly 
session  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  V 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  conference  shall  be  a  moderator, 
an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years.  The  term  of  office 
for  all  general  officers  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session  at  which 
they  arc  elected. 
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Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers  may  be  elected  at  the 
option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  essential. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Boards  and  Subordinate  General  Organizations — It  shall  be  the  method 
of  this  conference  to  simplify  its  work  by  the  assignment  of  specific  func- 
tions to  representative  units  of  authority  which  shall  hereafter  be  known 
as  standing  boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations.  A  board  of 
trustees,  a  board  of  education,  a  board  of  missions  and  an  ordaining  council 
consisting  of  five  members  each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for 
members  of  these  boards  shall  be  five  years  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to 
terminate  the  tenure  of  office  of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1. — Standing  boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations  shall 
have  authority  to  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer  their  respective 
programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and  appro- 
val of  the  conference. 

Section  2. — The  executive  board  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  offi- 
cers of  the  conference,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization 
and  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  education,  the  board  of  missions,  and  the 
board  of  ordination.  Membership  on  this  board  shall  be  contingent  upon 
and  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  offices  held  by  its  members. 

Section  3. — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  option  of 
the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Finance — Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  program  $10 
annually  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  All  funds 
shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  for  the  purposes  and  objects  ap- 
proved by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Admission  of  Churches — Any  properly  constituted  church  that  gives 
evidence  of  adherence  to  the  doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Free 
Will  Baptists  and  a  desire  to  conform  to  the  policy  and  program  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  may  submit  its  petition  for  membership  through  an  offi- 
cial delegation  at  any  annual  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for 
membership  be  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship 
to  the  delegates  and  declare  them  duly  seated. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Fraternal  Delegations  and  Visitors — Fraternal  delegations  and  visitors 
shall  be  extended  all  the  privileges  of  the  conference  except  that  of  voting, 
serving  on  committees  or  holding  elective  offices. 

ARTICLE  X 

Meetings — The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  of  November.  The  host  church 
shall  be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session,  or  by  the  exe- 
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eutive  board.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed 
by  an  act  of  the  executive  board  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

ARTICLE  XII 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present,  provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  not  be  found  in  con- 
flict with  the  general  policy  of  Free  Will  Baptists. 

Bylaws 

Section  1. — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 
to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference;  to  appoint  temporary  committee,  delegates  and  representatives; 
to  fill  irregular  vacancies  that  may  occur  between  the  general  sessions  of  the 
conference;  to  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  subordi- 
nate general  organizations;  to  sign  official  documents  that  require  the  sig- 
nature of  the  moderator;  encourage  amicable  relations  among  ministers  of 
the  conference;  the  co-operation  of  the  churches  and  subordinate  general 
organizations  in  the  promotion  of  the  program  and  work  of  the  conference. 

Section  2. — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  those  of  the 
moderator  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct  or  when  he  is  absent. 

Section  3. — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  pro- 
ceedings in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  He  shall  prepare  and  cause 
to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference;  hold 
in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same  at  the 
direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and  sign 
such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  his  signature;  and  act  as  ex- 
officio  member  of  the  executive  board. 

Section  4. — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  those  of  the 
secretary  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct,  or  is  absent. 

Section  5. — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs  to 
the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
board,  or  any  standing  board  or  subordinate  general  ordanization  invested  of 
the  authority  to  authorize  the  disbursement  of  funds.  Fie  shall  keep  an  ac- 
curate account  of  all  funds  received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report 
according  to  the  conference.  He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  exec- 
utive board. 

Section  6. — The  executive  board  shall  have  power  to  act  in  the  behalf 
of  and  for  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  from  one  regular  session  to  another. 
It  shall  organize  at  will  and  discharge  the  administrative  duties  assigned 
to  it.  It  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  union  meeting,  plan  its  programs, 
and  allocate  to  the  objects  approved  by  the  conference  all  undesignated  funds 
both  of  the  conference  and  the  union  meeting. 

Section  7. — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust,  all  personal  and 
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real  property,  gifts  and  bequests,  and  convey  or  expend  said  property  or  assets 
as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8. — Standing  boards  shall  have  power  to  organize  at  will,  to 
write  their  own  bylaws,  and  to  carry  out  the  general  purposes  for  which  they 
are  constituted.  They  shall  remain  subordinate  to  the  conference  and  re- 
port their  accomplishments  at  its  annual  sessions. 

Section  9. — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  an- 
nually by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the 
conference:  Obituary,  temperance,  resolutions,  credentials,  nominations  and 
letter  digest. 

Section  10. — The  general  officers  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  said  term  shall  begin  immediately  follow- 
ing the  session  at  which  they  are  elected. 

Members  of  standing  boards  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  five  years 
and  said  term  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  conference  at 
which  they  are  elected.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  the  first  member 
elected  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  a  term  of  two  years, 
the  third  for  a  term  of  three  years,  the  fourth  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  the 
fifth  for  a  term  of  five  years;  and  that  successions  in  office  thereafter  shall  take 
place  as  order  requires — each  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Section  11. — All  reports,  resolutions  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  12. — The  voting  sign  shall  be  "Aye"  and  "Nay,"  or  any  other 
sign  the  moderator  may  deem  appropriate  to  the  question. 

Section  13. — No  minister,  officer  or  delegate  shall  be  at  liberty  to  re- 
tire from  the  building  during  a  session  of  the  conference  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  moderator. 

Section  14. — These  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
favorable  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  session  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference. 
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UNION  MEETING 


Cape  Fear  Conference  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  1 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an  ef- 
fective agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully 
promote  its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches  affil- 
iated with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  ministers 
who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all  gen- 
eral officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference 
and  the  union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  repre- 
sent in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues, 
and  auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  per  cent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive 
of  funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  per  cent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  conference, 
but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular  session 
or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  modera- 
tor, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session  of  the 
union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
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by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  promoting 
their  work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  execu- 
tive board  of  the  conference  and  this  composit  committee  shall  constitute 
the  executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular 
sessions.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare 
and  supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undes- 
ignated funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed,  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  pro- 
vided that  the  proposed  amendment  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

Bylaws  Governing  the  Board  of  Education 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secretary, 
assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  charge 
of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two 
•offices  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided  further, 
that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this  board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when 
duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  reports  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in  session  and 
interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch 
of  the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of  the 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  co-operating 
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with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of 
general  Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  leagues  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  programs  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programing  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference-wide  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our 
people  when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference, 
state  or  national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise  all 
training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities  as- 
signed to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with 
bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administra- 
tion of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  secur- 
ing an  education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and 
conditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  comple- 
tion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with  monthly 
or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  discharged. 

15.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further,  that 
such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two  thirds  vote.

1958  Session

1.  Activities  of  the  Past  Year 

A.  Board  meetings:  The  board  of  education  held  two  regular  meetings 
and  attended  to  all  routine  matters  claiming  our  attention. 

B.  Pastor's  and  deacon's  conferences:  Two  conferences  for  pastors  and 
deacons  were  held  during  the  past  year.  The  first  conference  was  held  in 
November,  1957,  with  a  total  attendance  of  14  pastors  and  39  deacons.  The 
theme  for  the  program  was  "Visitation  Evangelism."  The  second  confer- 
ence was  held  in  June,  1958. 

C.  Sunday  school  and  church  libraries:  The  executive  promotional  sec- 
retary of  the  board  prepared  a  kit  on  Sunday  school  and  church  libraries.  The 
following  items  were  included  in  the  kit: 

Fourteen  page  book  on  the  Sunday  school  library. 
Steps  of  procedure  for  beginning  a  library. 
List  of  basic  books. 
Suggestions  for  securing  books. 
Report  form. 

Samples  of  library  material. 
Letter  of  explanation. 

This  kit  was  mailed  to  every  pastor  and  Sunday  school  superintendent. 
Every  Sunday  school  teacher  and  auxiliary  president  received  a  copy  of  the 
above  material  except  the  booklet  and  samples.  A  total  of  316  pieces  of 
mail  was  posted. 
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D.  Music  and  worship  clinics:  Music  and  worship  clinics  were  held  in 
three  area  conferences  during  January  and  February,  1958.  Four  informa- 
tion bulletins  were  prepared,  mimeographed  and  distributed  at  the  clinics. 
The  total  attendance  was  234,  and  a  total  of  $60.30  was  received  in  offerings. 
The  staff  included,  Rev.  Herman  L.  Hersey,  director,  Rev.  R.  P.  Harris,  Rev. 
Thomas  E.  Beaman  and  Mrs.  Chester  Phillips.  Five  topics  were  taught  and 
discussed  as  follows: 

1.  History  and  development  of  church  music.

3.  Arranging  orders  of  service. 

4.  Effective  song  leading. 

5.  Training  of  the  amateur  choir. 

E.  Study  course  on  Free  Will  Baptist  doctrine:  Rev.  Chester  Phillips  has 
written  a  course  based  on  our  Treatise.  It  has  been  edited  and  mimeo- 
graphed. It  contains  10  lessons  on  all  phases  of  our  doctrine.  See  Part  3 
of  this  report  for  further  details. 

F.  Study  course  for  children:  "What  My  Church  Believes"  is  the  name 
of  the  six  lesson  study  course  for  children  which  has  been  prepared.  See 
Part  3  of  this  report  for  further  details. 

G.  Student  loan  fund:  A  letter  was  sent  to  every  church  reminding  them 
of  the  quota  of  20c  per  member  authorized  last  year  in  the  conference.  Three 
churches  have  responded  with  a  total  of  $54.51.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS  TO  THE  CAPE  FEAR 

CONFERENCE 

The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  have  seen  the  necessity  of 
providing  for  a  board  of  missions,  whose  responsibility  it  is  to  awaken  and 
arouse  our  people  to  the  needs  and  opportunity  of  missions  and  evangelism. 
While  your  board  of  missions  wishes  to  express  its  deep  gratitude  for  what- 
ever assistance  and  co-operation  it  has  received  from  our  constituency  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  it  must  declare  that  this  assistance  and  co-operation  has 
not  been,  in  every  case,  what  it  might  have  been.  Some  of  our  people  have 
been  most  wonderfully  co-operative,  while  others  have  revealed  little  or  no 
interest  whatsoever.  The  following  is  our  report  of  the  past  year's  activity 
together  with  our  plans  and  proposals  for  the  coming  year. 

I.  Missionary  RaJJy  in  the  Lee's  Chapel  Area 

A  missionary  rally  was  held  in  Lee's  Chapel  Church  on  March  24  with 
a  very  limited  degree  of  success.  The  aim  of  this  rally  was  to  encourage  our 
churches  to  reach  the  unsaved  for  Christ  in  each  local  church  community,

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with  the  hope  that  the  missionary  zeal  might  spread  to  include  several  of 
the  neglected  areas  within  the  conference  boundary.  The  board  worked 
and  planned  for  several  months  in  advance  of  this  meeting  in  order  to  make 
it  a  blessing  to  the  churches  of  the  area,  but  was  disappointed  with  a  very 
small  attendance.  The  small  attendance  was  partly  due  to  the  extremely 
bad  weather,  and  partly  due  to  the  neglect  of  the  churches  of  the  area.  How- 
ever, we  believe  that  some  lasting  good  was  accomplished  by  the  effort. 

II.  Work  in  the  City  of  Dunn 

The  city  of  Dunn  has  afforded  a  challenge  to  the  Cape  Fear  Confer- 
ence for  several  years.  It  was  the  hope  and  plan  of  the  board  of  missions 
to  begin  a  work  there  during  the  past  year.  This  hope  and  plan  has  not  been 
fully  realized  to  date,  but  much  of  the  ground  work  has  been  done.  The 
city  has  been  surveyed  and  a  location  for  the  new  work  decided  upon — the 
new  subdivision  on  West  Cumberland  Drive.  Three  attempts  were  made 
by  the  board  to  take  a  census  of  the  section,  but  each  failed  for  lack  of  work- 
ers.   Dunn  still  holds  a  real  challenge  to  our  conference. 

III.  Work  in  Fayetteville 

A  survey  was  made  in  the  city  of  Fayetteville  which  revealed  many  pos- 
sibilities. There  are  several  families  who  are  now  ready  to  open  a  Free  Will 
Baptist  work  in  that  city  and  two  lots  have  been  offered  free  of  charge  upon 
which  to  begin  the  new  work.  This  field  has  not  been  attempted  by  the 
board  however,  because  of  a  lack  of  time.  We  urge  the  conference  to  prayer- 
fully consider  this  field. 

IV.  Foreign  Missionary  Itinerary  and  Conferences 

A  foreign  Missionary  Itinerary  was  conducted  by  Miss  Laura  Belle  Bar- 
nard at  the  invitation  of  our  board.  This  project  proved  to  be  a  marvelous 
success.  Miss  Barnard  was  well  received  and  the  churches  contacted  raised  a 
total  of  $630.55.  At  the  close  of  the  itinerary,  simultaneous  conferences  were 
conducted  in  Goldsboro,  Smithficld  and  Hope  Well  churches.  These  chur- 
ches raised  a  total  of  SI, 539. 96  for  foreign  missions.  The  total  amount 
raised  for  foreign  missions  through  the  efforts  of  the  board  and  the  mission- 
ary personnel  was  $2,170.51  which  was  twenty-five  per  cent  more  than  all 
the  churches  gave  to  this  cause  during  the  entire  year  of  1957-58.  We 
express  our  deep  appreciation  for  the  fine  co-operation  we  received  in  this 
endeavor. 

While  the  board  of  missions  is  humbly  grateful  to  God  that  it  has  been 
privileged  to  accomplish  a  few  things  for  Him  during  the  past  year,  it  realizes 
that  its  work  is  hardly  begun.  The  board  is  willing  to  assume  its  responsi- 
bility in  the  field  of  missions  and  evangelism  and  desires  the  prayers,  sup- 
port and  co-operation  of  our  people  in  this  great  work.  The  following  is  our 
proposals  and  plans  for  the  coming  year. 

I.  Provide  Missionary  Statistics 

We  plan  to  secure  a  large  map  of  the  area  assigned  to  our  conference 
by  the  State  Convention  on  which  we  will  locate  our  present  churches  and 
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points  of  opportunities  for  mission  work.  We  will  also  secure  smaller  maps 
which  will  be  used  in  helping  our  churches  to  ascertain  their  fields.  In  this 
manner  we  will  be  able  to  locate  neglected  areas. 

II.  Assist  Churches  in  Reaching  Constituency 

A  member  of  the  board  will  seek  an  invitation  from  each  of  our  church- 
es with  less  than  a  full-time  program  to  explain  the  proposals  and  services 
of  the  board.  Wherever  possible,  the  board  will  assist  our  part-time  churches 
in  developing  their  fields  and  expanding  their  services.  We  will  thus  strive 
to  stir  up  our  people  to  the  needs  of  local  evangelism. 

III.  Missionary  Itinerary  and  Conferences 

Plans  are  being  made  to  invite  some  foreign  missionary  or  missionary 
candidate  to  conduct  an  itinerary  and  conferences  in  our  churches  again  next 
spring.  Invitations  for  such  services  will  be  received  immediately  from  any 
church  desiring  same. 

IV.  Missionary  Prayer  Fellowship 

Prayer  is  essential  to  Christian  witnessing  as  well  as  to  spiritual  growth. 
The  board  plans  to  reactivate  the  missionary  prayer  fellowship  and  to  encour- 
age our  people  to  pray  daily  for  the  world-wide  cause  of  Christ.  Missionary 
literature  and  information  will  be  distributed  to  those  who  promise  to  pray 
daily  for  this  cause. 

V.  Evangelism  and  Missions  Outside  our  Established  Churches 

The  board  plans  to  secure  the  services  of  some  full-time  missionary  in 
the  near  future.  Through  whose  services  work  will  be  opened  in  Dunn  and 
Fayetteville  as  soon  as  possible. 

Our  budget  for  the  coming  year  will  consist  of  the  expense  of  the  pro- 
posed missionary  which  we  estimate  to  be  $4,100.00

Hinson,  treasurer  of  the  conference,  and  that  he  be  instructed  to  issue  a 
check,  when  all  returns  are  in,  payable  to  the  National  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  and  that  he  send  same  to  Rev.  J.  W.  Alford,  Morehead  City,  N.  C, 
for  recording  and  transfer  to  the  National  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

Motion  was  made  transferring  the  responsibilities  for  promoting  the 
Lord's  Acre  Plan  from  the  board  of  missions  to  the  board  of  education,  to 
become  active  in  the  1958-59  conference  year. 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield,  N.  C,  June  23,  1958 
Reports  of  all  boards  and  committees  were  made  and  duly  reviewed  and 

approved. 

Motion  wis  made  to  direct  the  conference  treasurer  to  send  all  mission 
money  direct  to  the  agencies  that  are  to  expand  and  utilize  them. 

Motion  was  made  that  the  moderator  and  secretary  of  the  executive 
board  send  out  a  referendum  to  the  churches  for  vote  on  the  mission  board's 
employing  a  conference  missionary. 

Motion  was  made  that  the  mission  board  be  authorized  to  proceed  with 
any  mission  work  pending. 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield,  N.  C,  August  18,  1958 
Reports  of  all  boards  and  committees  were  examined  and  approved. 
A  program  committee  was  elected  to  prepare  the  conference  program  to 
be  submitted  at  the  next  executive  board  meeting. 

The  board  appointed  Rev.  Herman  Hersey  to  send  out  the  church  letters 
and  to  receive  the  return  of  the  letters,  remittances,  etc.,  and  to  otherwise 
handle  all  such  matters  as  pertaining  to  the  coming  session  of  the  conference 
as  heretofore,  and  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  heretofore. 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield,  N.  C,  October  20,  1958 

All  annual  reports  of  all  boards  and  committees,  and  the  treasurer's  report 
were  made  and  examined  at  this  meeting,  and  approved. 
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Report  on  the  returns  of  the  referendum  was  made.  This  report  showed 
that  the  majority  of  churches  had  voted  in  favor  of  the  employment  of  a 
conference  missionary.  The  information  gathered  was  turned  over  to  the 
mission  board  for  their  subsequent  use.

\Vc  highly  commend  the  ministers  of  our  great  denomination  who  prac- 
tice total  abstainance  from  all  questionable  habits,  and  who  are  fearless  in 
denouncing  from  their  pulpits  the  evils  of  this  life.  "But  take  heed  brethren 
lest  by  any  means  this  liberty  of  yours  become  a  stumblingblock  to  them 
who  are  weak"  (1  Corinthians  8:9).

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Constitution  and  Bylaws 


OF  THE  CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  ORIGINAL  FREE 
WILL  BAPTISTS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  by  this  name  shall 
it  be  designated  in  all  its  work,  government  and  fraternal  relations. 

ARTICLE  II 

Composition — This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  and 
licensed  ministers  who  arc  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  confer- 
ence, all  general  officers  of  the  conference,  the  members  of  standing  boards, 
or  committees,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization,  and 
the  following  churches  together  with  those  that  may  subsequently  be  ad- 
mitted. 

Bethel  (Johnston),  Bethel  (Lenoir),  Casey's  Chapel,  Corinth,  Daly's 
Chapel,  Goldsboro,  Hopewell,  Johnson's  Union,  Lanwood  Chapel,  Lee's 
Chapel,  Oak  Grove,  Pleasant  Grove,  Powhatan,  Prospect,  Riverside,  Robert's 
Grove,  Raleigh,  Shady  Grove,  Smyrna,  Smithfield,  St.  John,  St.  Mary's 
Grove,  St.  Paul,  Steven's  Chapel,  Tec's  Chapel,  West  Clinton,  Wooten's 
Chapel,  Yelverton's  Grove. 

ARTICLE  III 

Purpose — The  general  purpose  of  this  conference  shall  be  the  exalta- 
tion of  Christ,  the  great  Head  of  the  Church;  the  edification  of  its  members, 
through  effective  teaching  and  mutual  encouragement  in  the  use  of  the 
manifold  means  of  grace;  the  unification  of  the  methods  and  programs  of 
its  affiliated  churches  and  subordinate  organizations;  and  the  coordination 
of  persistant  efforts  in  church  extension,  Christian  education,  benevolence 
and  evangelism. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — Every  church  affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
shall  represent  in  its  annual  sessions  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  each  subordinate  general  organiza- 
tion shall  represent  with  three  delegates.  Reports  of  approved  delegates 
shall  be  rendered  by  each  church  and  subordinate  organization  at  the  yearly 
session  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  V 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  conference  shall  be  a  moderator, 
an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years.  The  term  of  office 
for  all  general  officers  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session  at  which 
they  are  elected. 
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Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers  may  be  elected  at  the 
option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  essential. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Boards  and  Subordinate  General  Organizations — It  shall  be  the  method 
of  this  conference  to  simplify  its  work  by  the  assignment  of  specific  functions 
to  representative  units  of  authority  which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  stand- 
ing boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations.  A  board  of  trustees,  a 
board  of  education,  a  board  of  missions  and  an  ordaining  council  consisting 
of  five  members  each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of 
these  boards  shall  be  five  years  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the 
tenure  of  office  of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1. — Standing  boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations  shall 
have  authority  to  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer  their  respective 
programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and  approval 
of  the  conference. 

Section  2.— The  executive  board  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  offi- 
cers of  the  conference,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization 
and  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  education,  the  board  of  missions,  and  the 
board  of  ordination.  Membership  on  this  board  shall  be  contingent  upon 
and  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  offices  held  by  its  members. 

Section  3. — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  option  of 
the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Finance — Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  program  $10 
annually  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  All  funds 
shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  for  the  purposes  and  objects  ap- 
proved by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII  ) 

Admission  of  Churches — Any  properly  constituted  church  that  gives 
evidence  of  adherence  to  the  doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Free 
Will  Baptists  and  a  desire  to  conform  to  the  policy  and  program  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  may  submit  its  petition  for  membership  through  an  offi- 
cial delegation  at  any  annual  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for 
membership  be  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship 
to  the  delegates  and  declare  them  duly  seated. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Fraternal  Delegations  and  Visitors — Fraternal  delegations  and  visitors 
shall  be  extended  all  the  privileges  of  the  conference  except  that  of  voting, 
serving  on  committees  or  holding  elective  offices. 

ARTICLE  X 

Meetings — The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  of  November.  The  host  church 
shall  be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session,  or  by  the  exe- 
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cutive  board.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed" 
by  an  act  of  the  executive  board  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

ARTICLE  XII 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present,  provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  not  be  found  in  con- 
flict with  the  general  policy  of  Free  Will  Baptists. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1. — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 
to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference; to  appoint  temporary  committee,  delegates  and  representatives;  to 
fill  irregular  vacancies  that  may  occur  between  the  general  sessions  of  the 
conference;  to  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  subordi- 
nate general  organizations;  to  sign  official  documents  that  require  the  signa- 
ture of  the  moderator;  encourage  amicable  relations  among  ministers  of  the 
conference;  the  co-operation  of  the  churches  and  subordinate  general  organi- 
zations in  the  promotion  of  the  program  and  work  of  the  conference. 

Section  2. — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  those  of  the 
moderator  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct  or  when  he  is  absent. 

Section  3. — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceedings 
in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  He  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference;  hold  in  trust  all 
documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same  at  the  direction  of 
the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and  sign  such  docu- 
ments and  instruments  as  require  his  signature;  and  act  as  ex-officio  member 
of  the  executive  board. 

Section  4. — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  those  of  the 
secretary  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct,  or  is  absent. 

Section  S. — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs  to- 
the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
board,  or  any  standing  board  or  subordinate  general  organization  invested  of 
the  authority  to  authorize  the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  ac- 
curate account  of  all  funds  received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report 
according  to  the  conference.  He  shall  serve  as  cx-officio  member  of  the  exec- 
utive board. 

Section  6. — The  executive  board  shall  have  power  to  act  in  the  behalf  of 
and  for  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  from  one  regular  session  to  another.  It 
shall  organize  at  will  and  discharge  the  administrative  duties  assigned  to  it.  It 
shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  union  meeting,  plan  its  programs,  and  allo- 
cate to  the  objects  approved  by  the  conference  all  undesignated  funds  both  of 
the  conference  and  the  union  meeting. 

Section  7. — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust,  all  personal  and 
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:real  property,  gifts  and  bequests,  and  convey  or  expend  said  property  or  assets 
as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8. — Standing  boards  shall  have  power  to  organize  at  will,  to 
write  their  own  bylaws,  and  to  carry  out  the  general  purposes  for  which  they 
are  constituted.  They  shall  remain  subordinate  to  the  conference  and  report 
their  accomplishments  at  its  annual  sessions. 

Section  9. — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  an- 
nually by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the 
conference:  Obituary,  temperance,  resolutions,  credentials,  nominations  and 
letter  digest. 

Section  10. — The  general  officers  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  said  term  shall  begin  immediately  follow- 
ing the  session  at  which  they  are  elected. 

Members  of  standing  boards  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  five  years  and 
said  term  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  conference  at 
which  they  are  elected.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  the  first  member  elected 
shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  a  term  of  two  years,  the  third 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  the  fourth  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  the  fifth 
for  a  term  of  five  years;  and  that  successions  in  office  thereafter  shall  take 
place  as  order  requires — each  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Section  11. — All  reports,  resolutions  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  12. — The  voting  sign  shall  be  "Aye"  and  "Nay,"  or  any  other 
sign  the  moderator  may  deem  appropriate  to  the  question. 

Section  13. — No  minister,  officer  or  delegate  shall  be  at  liberty  to  re- 
tire from  the  building  during  a  session  of  the  conference  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  moderator. 

Section  14. — These  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
favorable  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  session  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference. 

UNION  MEETING 

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an  ef- 
fective agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully 
promote  its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
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consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches  affili- 
ated with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  ministers  who 
are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all  general  officers 
and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference  and  the  union 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  repre- 
sent in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues  and 
auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Furance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  per  cent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive  of 
funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  per  cent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may  choose. 
All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  conference,  but  said 
allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular  session  or  by 
the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  modera- 
tor, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session  of  the 
union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  execu- 
tive board  of  the  conference  and  this  composit  committee  shall  constitute 
the  executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular 
sessions.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare  and 
supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesignated 
funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
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succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method 
of  selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed,  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  pro- 
vided that  the  proposed  amendment  presented  in  writing  by  the  union  meet- 
ing. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secretary, 
assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  charge 
of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two 
offices  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided  further, 
that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this  board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when 
duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  reports  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in  session  and 
interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch  of 
the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice 
a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of  the 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  co-operating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of  gen- 
eral Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  leagues  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  programs  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programing  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference-wide  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our 
people  when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference,  state 
or  national  programs. 
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11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise  all 
training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities  as- 
signed to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with 
bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administra- 
tion of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  secur- 
ing an  education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and  con- 
ditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  comple- 
tion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with  monthly 
or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  discharged. 

1  $.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further,  that 
such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two  thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for 
three  years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter, 
for  i  term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  offices  may 
be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the  execu- 
tive secretarv  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  at- 
tend to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  disbursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply 
to  the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with 
mission  funds. 
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6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  pro- 
per promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point,  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to  place, 
plans  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conference,  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

Wc  passed  a  motion  authorizing  the  clerk  and  the  moderator  of  the 

conference  to  send  out  a  form  letter  to  all  the  churches,  officers  and  pastors 

regarding  the  delinquency  of  churches  in  finances  as  provided  for  in  the 

Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the  conference. 
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A  program  committee  consisting  of  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Beaman,  Rev. 
Chester  Phillips  and  Rev.  Herman  Hersey  was  appointed  to  prepare  the  pro- 
gram of  the  1959  session  and  to  submit  the  program  for  approval  at  a  future 
session  of  the  board. 

Rev.  L.  R.  Ennis,  Rev.  J.  R.  Davidson  and  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Beaman  were 
appointed  to  prepare  certain  resolutions  and  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
and  Bylaws  of  the  conference  and  union  meeting  and  to  submit  them  for  ap- 
proval and  transmission  to  the  1959  session  of  the  conference. 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield,  N.  C,  August  24,  1959 

In  this  meeting,  the  reports  of  the  treasurer,  boards  and  special  com- 
mittees were  received  and  approved. 

The  board  directed  that  all  reports  be  submitted  to  this  board  in  com- 
plete form  on  October  12,  at  a  special  called  meeting. 

A  resolution  was  submitted  to  the  board  by  Rev.  Clyde  Clearman 
calling  for  consideration  of  proposed  improvements  in  our  conference  pro- 
gram.   The  matter  was  continued  for  further  study. 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield  N.  C,  October  12,  1959 

In  this  meeting,  we  took  care  of  all  routine  matters. 

All  boards,  committees  and  the  treasurer  made  their  reports  in  final 
form.  They  were  approved  for  mimeographing  and  submission  to  the  1959 
annual  session  of  the  conference. 

We  authorized  the  board  of  trustees  to  execute  a  certain  deed  of  con- 
veyance to  the  trustees  of  Riverside  Church. 

A  motion  was  passed  to  pay  Rev.  Herman  Hersey  the  sum  of  $50.00  for 
his  work  in  preparing  conference  reports,  and  that  we  increase  the  pay  of  the 
clerk  and  the  treasurer  from  $35.00  per  year  to  $50.00  per  year. 

By  motion,  we  directed  the  treasurer  to  close  his  books  for  the  year  as 
of  October  12,  1959. 

We  passed  a  motion  changing  the  percentage  of  allocations  of  funds  to 
read  as  follows:  30%  for  administration;  30%  for  education;  and  40%  for 
missions. 

The  board  approved  unanimously,  for  submission  to  the  1959  session 
of  the  conference,  five  constitutional  changes  in  the  Bylaws  and  Constitution 
of  the  conference  and  union  meeting.  Also  approved  were  certain  resolutions 
and  a  tentative  budget  for  the  1959-60  conference  year. 

A  motion  was  passed  authorizing  our  treasurer  to  settle  with  the  Press 
at  Ayden,  N.  C,  for  printing  of  minutes  in  the  amount  of  $308.00. 

Constitutional  Amendments 

The  executive  board  of  the  conference  recommends  the  following  con- 
stitutional amendments: 

No.  1,  Article  VII,  Constitution  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

"Each  church  is  requested  to  contribute  at  the  annual  sessions  of  the 
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conference  a  minimum  of  $10.00  for  each  100  active  members  or  fraction 
thereof.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  upon  a  qualified  request  from  a  non- 
complying  church  this  rule  may  be  waived  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
the  duly  seated  members.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive 
board  for  the  purposes  and  objects  approved  by  the  conference. 

"The  executive  board  shall  also  prepare  and  submit  at  each  annual 
session  of  the  conference  for  approval  a  comprehensive  budget  embracing  all 
the  work  of  the  conference  and  its  departmental  agencies.  It  shall  also 
promote  and  encourage  the  co-operation  of  the  churches  of  the  conference 
in  budgetary  financing  of  their  local,  conference  and  denominational  work." 

No.  2,  Bylaws,  Article  V,  Union  Meeting — To  read  as  follows: 
"Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly  sessions  of 
the  union  meetings  a  contribution  representing  a  fair  and  reasonable  portion 
of  the  annual  budget  adopted  by  the  conference  for  the  purposes  and  objects 
as  set  forth  in  the  budget.  Sunday  schools,  leagues,  Master's  Men,  women's 
auxiliaries,  and  any  other  subordinate  organization  within  the  church,  may 
represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may  choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allo- 
cated by  the  executive  board  of  the  conference." 

No.  3,  Conference  Bylaws,  Section  3: 

That  the  words,  "and  act  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  executive  board" 
be  deleted. 

No.  4,  Conference  Bylaws,  Section  4: 

That  the  words,  "he  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  executive 
board"  be  deleted. 

No.  5,  Constitution  of  Union  Meeting,  Article  IX,  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

"Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present." 

Resolution  No.  1 

Whereas,  in  the  101st  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  convening  at  Johnson's 
Union  Church,  November  3  and  4,  1955,  the  following  motion  was  passed: 

"On  motion  the  conference  approve  the  conference  boundary  lines  as 
recommended  by  the  State  Executive  Board  and  the  State  Mission  Board." 

And  whereas,  the  effect  of  this  action  has  been  found  impractical  and 
arbitrarily  discordant  with  the  spirit  and  methods  of  home  evangelism;  there- 
fore, be  it  resolved: 

1.  That  this  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
of  North  Carolina  now  in  session  October  29  and  30,  1959,  does  hereby 
rescind  its  action  in  the  adoption  of  the  motion  quoted  in  the  first  paragraph 
of  the  preamble  above,  and  that  the  said  conference  does  hereby  declare 
complete  abolition  of  each  and  every  stipulation  prescribed  in  said  resolution 
regarding  adherence  to  geographic  boundaries. 
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2.  That  henceforth  there  shall  be  no  fixed  geographic  boundaries  cir- 
cumscribing a  territory  known  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Orig- 
inal Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

3.  That  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists of  North  Carolina  does  hereby  reaffirm  adherence  to  the  stipulations 
of  Article  2  of  its  Constitution. 

Approved  by  the  executive  board  for  submission  to  the  1959  annual 
session  of  the  conference  on  October  12,  1959. 

Resolution  No.  2 

Whereas,  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  are  called  upon 
io  contribute  to  the  conference  programs  according  to  the  number  of  mem- 
bers on  the  local  church  roll;  and, 

Whereas,  other  agencies  and  institutions  have  in  the  past  asked  for  con- 
tributions from  our  churches  according  to  their  respective  membership  rolls; 
therefore,  be  it  resolved: 

1.  That  we  recommend  to  the  churches  of  this  conference  that  they 
classify  their  members  as  active  and  inactive. 

2.  That  active  members  be  so  classified  by  reason  of  their  attendance  of 
the  meetings  of  the  church  and  their  support  of  its  work. 

3.  That  inactive  members  be  so  classified  by  reason  of  non-attendance 
of  the  meetings  of  the  church  and  also  from  their  failure  to  support  the 
work  of  the  church.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  physical  disability  does, 
not  merit  classification  of  the  member  on  the  inactive  roll  of  the  church, 

4.  That  the  churches  of  the  conference  report  in  their  annual  letters 
only  active  membership. 

5.  That  compliance  of  the  churches  of  the  conference  with  Article  VII 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  conference  be  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of 
active  members. 

Approved  by  the  executive  board  in  session  October  12,  1959,  for  sub- 
mission to  the  1959  session  of  the  conference. 

Resolution  No.  3 

Whereas,  the  program  of  our  conference  involves  several  phases  of  work, 
namely:  missions,  education,  and  benevolence;  and 

Whereas,  the  expenditure  of  funds  must  be  kept  in  balance  with  accom- 
plishments through  the  constituted  agencies  of  the  conference;  and, 

Whereas,  the  promotion  of  the  entire  conference  and  denominational 
programs  can  best  be  financed  through  clear  understanding  and  voluntarv 
support  of  the  churches,  therefore,  be  it  resolved: 

1.  That  the  budget  herewith  submitted  be  and  is  herebv  adopted  for 
the  year  1959-60. 

2.  That  the  system  of  allocating  funds  presently  in  practice  be  and  is 
hereby  abolished.

December,  1959 — Pastor's  and  Deacon's  Conference  on  the  subject  of 
the  Master's  Men. 

January,  1960 — The  study  course  on  Free  Will  Baptist  doctrines  will 
be  taught  in  the  Goldsboro  area.

Report  of  the  Mission  Board  to  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
1959  Session 

The  past  year  brought  many  obstacles  in  the  path  of  operation  of  your 
mission  board;  which  obstacles  have  been  met  with  patience  and  fortitude. 
While  we  have  not  been  able  to  reach  our  goal  in  the  establishment  of 
churches  in  the  Dunn  and  Fayetteville  areas,  we  have,  nevertheless,  been  vic- 
torious in  other  endeavors  as  this  report  will  show. 

1.  Efforts  to  Secure  a  Confeience  Missionary 

It  was  the  plan  and  hope  of  your  mission  board,  as  well  as  the  plan  and 
hope  of  the  executive  board,  to  secure  a  conference  missionary  who  would 
establish  churches  in  the  needy  areas  of  the  conference,  as  well  as  teach  study 
courses,  etc.  The  mission  board  has  labored  continuously  in  the  direction, 
and  it  has  interviewed  a  number  of  persons  for  this  position;  but,  due  to 
circumstances  beyond  our  control,  we  have  not  been  able  to  secure  a  confer- 
ence missionary.  Therefore,  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  type 
of  missionarv  work  is  not  suited  to  the  needs  and  aptitudes  of  our  people, 
and  we  are  recommending  a  change  of  procedure  in  mission  work.  Having 
failed  to  secure  a  conference  missionary,  we  propose  to  use  several  of  our 
full-time  pastors  in  the  establishment  of  new  churches  in  designated  areas. 
This  work  will  be  conducted  through  the  church  or  churches  of  the  area. 

2.  Missionary  Itineraries 

The  board  arranged  and  sponsored  an  itinerary  for  Miss  Eula  Mae  Mar- 
tin in  December  during  which  time  about  one  half  of  the  churches  of  our 
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conference  were  contacted  and  responded  with  an  offering  to  foreign  mis- 
sions. The  amount  of  money  raised  on  this  itinerary  was  not  reported  to 
this  board,  and  it  is,  therefore,  unable  to  report  to  the  conference  on  this 
item. 

The  chairman  of  the  board  also  assisted  the  chairman  of  the  State  Mis- 
sion Board  in  arranging  the  itinerary  for  the  Wilkinsons  during  September. 

It  is  believed  that  most  of  the  churches  of  our  conference  have  con- 
ducted services  at  one  time  or  another  during  the  year  in  the  interest  of 
foreign  missions,  and  that  all  of  our  churches  are  making  some  financial 
contribution  to  this  cause. 

3.  Promotional  Work 

The  chairman  of  the  board  has  appeared  in  most  of  the  general  meet- 
ings of  our  conference  in  the  interest  of  missions,  and  he  was  also  afforded 
the  opportunity  to  speak  during  the  State  Convention  on  this  subject.  Many 
letters  have  been  written,  many  telephone  calls  have  been  made,  and  the 
work  has  been,  on  the  whole,  promoted  throughout  the  conference. 

4.  Advancement  of  Part-Time  Churches 

The  board  has  offered  free  service  to  the  part-time  churches  of  the 
conference  in  the  advancement  of  their  work.  No  church  has  invited  us  to 
render  this  service,  and  we  are  unable  to  determine  the  further  desires  of 
our  churchs  in  this  connection.  Some  of  our  part-time  churches  are  going 
full  time,  for  which  we  are  truly  thankful.  Let  us  know  if  we  might  serve 
in  this  connection.

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Constitution  and  Bylaws 

OF  THE  CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  ORIGINAL  FREE 
WILL  BAPTISTS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  by  this  name  shall  it 
be  designated  in  all  its  work,  government  and  fraternal  relations. 

ARTICLE  II 

Composition — This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  and 
licensed  ministers  who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  confer- 
ence, all  general  officers  of  the  conference,  the  members  of  standing  boards, 
or  committees,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization,  and 
the  following  churches  together  with  those  that  may  subsequently  be  ad- 
mitted. 

Bethel  (Johnston),  Bethel  (Lenoir),  Casey's  Chapel,  Corinth,  Daly's 
Chapel,  Goldsboro,  Hopewell,  Johnson's  Union,  Lanwood  Chapel,  Lee's 
Chapel,  Oak  Grove,  Pleasant  Grove,  Powhatan,  Prospect,  Riverside,  Robert's 
Grove,  Raleigh,  Shady  Grove,  Smyrna,  Smithfield,  St.  John,  St.  Mary's 
Grove,  St.  Paul,  Steven's  Chapel,  Tee's  Chapel,  West  Clinton,  Wooten's 
Chapel,  Yelverton's  Grove. 

ARTICLE  III 

Purpose — The  general  purpose  of  this  conference  shall  be  the  exaltation 
of  Christ,  the  great  Head  of  the  Church;  the  edification  of  its  members, 
through  effective  teaching  and  mutual  encouragement  in  the  use  of  the 
manifold  means  of  grace;  the  unification  of  the  methods  and  programs  of 
its  affiliated  churches  and  subordinate  organizations;  and  the  coordination 
of  persistant  efforts  in  church  extension,  Christian  education,  benevolence 
and  evangelism. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — Every  church  affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
shall  represent  in  its  annual  sessions  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  each  subordinate  general  organiza- 
tion shall  represent  with  three  delegates.  Reports  of  approved  delegates 
shall  be  rendered  by  each  church  and  subordinate  organization  at  the  yearly 
session  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  V 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  conference  shall  be  a  moderator, 
an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years.  The  term  of  office 
for  all  general  officers  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session  at  which 
they  are  elected. 
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Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers  may  be  elected  at  the 
option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  essential. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Boards  and  Subordinate  General  Organizations — It  shall  be  the  method 
of  this  conference  to  simplify  its  work  by  the  assignment  of  specific  functions 
to  representative  units  of  authority  which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  stand- 
ing boards  and  subordinate  general  organiations.  A  board  of  trustees,  a 
board  of  education,  a  board  of  missions  and  an  ordaining  council  consisting 
of  five  members  each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of 
these  boards  shall  be  five  years  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the 
tenure  of  office  of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1. — Standing  boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations  shall 
have  authority  to  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer  their  respective 
programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and  approval 
of  the  conference. 

Section  2. — The  executive  board  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  conference,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization 
and  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  education,  the  board  of  missions,  and  the 
board  of  ordination.  Membership  on  this  board  shall  be  contingent  upon 
and  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  offices  held  by  its  members. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  option  of 
the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Finance — Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  program  $10 
annually  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fractions  thereof.  All  funds 
shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  for  the  purposes  and  objects  ap- 
proved bv  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Admission  of  Chinches — Anv  properlv  constituted  church  that  gives  evi- 
dence of  adherence  to  the  doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Free  Will 
Baptists  and  a  desire  to  conform  to  the  policy  and  program  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  may  submit  its  petition  for  membership  through  an  offi- 
cial delegation  at  any  annual  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for 
membership  be  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship 
to  the  delegates  and  declare  them  duly  seated. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Fraternal  Delegations  and  Visitors — Fraternal  delegations  and  visitors 
shall  be  extended  all  the  privileges  of  the  conference  except  that  of  voting, 
serving  on  committees  or  holding  elective  offices. 

ARTICLE  X 

Meetings — The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  of  November.  The  host  church 
shall  be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session,  or  by  the  exe- 
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cutive  board.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed 
by  an  act  of  the  executive  board  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

ARTICLE  XII 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present,  provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  not  be  found  in  con- 
flict with  the  general  policy  of  Free  Will  Baptists. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1. — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 
to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference; to  appoint  temporary  committee,  delegates  and  representatives;  to 
fill  irregular  vacancies  that  may  occur  between  the  general  sessions  of  the 
conference;  to  serve  as  ex-officio  members  of  all  standing  boards  and  sub- 
ordinate general  organizations;  to  sign  official  documents  that  require  the  sig- 
nature of  the  moderator;  encourage  amicable  relations  among  ministers  of  the 
conference;  the  co-operation  of  the  churches  and  subordinate  general  organi- 
ations  in  the  promotion  of  the  program  and  work  of  the  conference. 

Section  2. — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  those  of  the 
moderator  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct  or  when  he  is  absent. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceedings 
in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  He  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference;  hold  in  trust  all 
documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same  at  the  direction  of 
the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and  sign  such  docu- 
ments and  instruments  as  require  his  signature;  and  act  as  ex-officio  member 
of  the  executive  board. 

Section  4. — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  those  of  the 
secretary  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct,  or  is  absent. 

Section  5. — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs  to 
the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
board,  or  any  standing  board  or  subordinate  general  organization  invested  of 
the  authority  to  authorize  the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  ac- 
curate account  of  all  funds  received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report 
according  to  the  conference.  Lie  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the 
executive  board. 

Section  6. — The  executive  board  shall  have  power  to  act  in  the  behalf 
of  and  for  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  from  one  regular  session  to  another.  It 
shall  organize  at  will  and  discharge  the  administrative  duties  assigned  to  it. 
It  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  union  meeting,  plan  its  programs,  and  allo- 
cate to  the  objects  approved  by  the  conference  all  undesignated  funds  both 
of  the  conference  and  the  union  meeting. 

Section  7. — The  board  of  trustes  shall  hold  in  trust,  all  personal  and  real 
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property,  gifts  and  bequests,  and  convey  or  expend  said  property  or  assets  as 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8. — Standing  boards  shall  have  power  to  organize  at  will,  to 
write  their  own  bylaws,  and  to  carry  out  the  general  purposes  for  which  they 
are  constituted.  They  shall  remain  subordinate  to  the  conference  and  re- 
port their  accomplishments  at  its  annual  sessions. 

Section  9. — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the 
conference:  Obituarv,  temperance,  resolutions,  credentials,  nominations  and 
letter  digest. 

Section  10. — The  general  officers  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall 
be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  said  term  shall  begin  immediately 
following  the  session  at  which  they  are  elected. 

Members  of  standing  boards  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  five  years  and 
said  term  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  conference  at  which 
they  are  elected.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  the  first  member  elected 
shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  a  term  of  two  years,  the  third 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  the  fourth  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  the  fifth 
fo  a  term  of  five  years;  and  that  successions  in  office  thereafter  shall  take 
place  or  order  requires — each  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Section  11. — All  reports,  resolutions  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  12. — The  voting  sign  shall  be  "Aye"  and  "Nay,"  or  any  other 
sign  the  moderator  may  deem  appropriate  to  the  question. 

Section  13. — No  minister,  officer  or  delegate  shall  be  at  liberty  to  re- 
tire from  the  building  during  a  session  of  the  conference  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  moderator. 

Section  14. — These  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
favorable  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  session  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference. 
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UNION  MEETING 


CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an  effec- 
tive agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully  pro- 
mote its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches  affili- 
ated with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  ministers  who 
are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all  general  offi- 
cers and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference  and  the 
union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  repre- 
sent in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues  and 
auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  per  cent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive  of 
funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  per  cent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  conference, 
but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular  session 
or  by  the  conference.  , 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  modera- 
tor, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session  of  the 
union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
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by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
w  ork  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  executive 
board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have  pow- 
er to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  rgular  ses- 
sions. It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare  and 
supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesignated 
funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed,  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secretary, 
assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  charge 
of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two 
offices  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided  further, 
that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this  board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when 
dub-  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  reports  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in  session  and 
interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch  of 
the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice 
a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of  the 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  co-operating 
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witii  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of  gen- 
eral Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  leagues  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  programs  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programing  shall  be  the  responsibility 
of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference-wide  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our 
people  when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference,  state 
or  national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise  all 
training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities  as- 
signed to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with 
bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administration 
of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  securing  an 
education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and  con- 
ditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  comple- 
tion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with  monthly, 
or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  discharged. 

15.  These  bvlaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further,  that 
such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for 
three  years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter, 
for  a  term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
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tary,  and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  offices  may 
be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the  execu- 
tive secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

?.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  at- 
tend to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply 
to  the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with  mis- 
sion funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point,  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to  place, 
plans  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences,  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

The  one  hundred  sixth  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  (Original) 
Free  Will  Baptist  Conference  convened  with  the  First  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church,  Goldsboro,  North  Carolina,  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  November 
3,  4,  1960. 

Thursday  Morning  Session,  November  3,  1960

Report  of  the  Executive  Board 

1960  Session 

We  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

This  year  we  have  had  greater  responsibilities  than  in  any  previous  year. 
Altogether  we  have  spent  several  time-consuming  days  in  the  work  of  the 
conference;  however,  they  have  not  been  wasted  days,  for  we  have  accom- 
plished many  things  for  our  cause.  We  wish  to  assure  the  conference  that 
we  have  been  glad  to  render  the  service  and  spend  the  time  and  energy  for 
our  conference  cause. 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithtield,  November  23,  1959 

We  reviewed  and  approved  the  reports  of  the  treasurer  and  all  boards. 

We  accepted  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Clyde  Clearman  as  moderator  of 
the  conference.    The  office  of  moderator  was  left  open. 

We  elected  Herman  Ilcrsey  temporary  chairman  of  the  executive  board. 

Herman  Hersey  gave  a  report  regarding  the  possibility  of  purchasing 
some  Methodist  church  property  in  Garner,  North  Carolina,  and  subse- 
quently establishing  a  church  there.  A  steering  committee  consisting  of 
Herman  Hersey,  Chester  Phillips,  Thomas  E.  Beaman,  J.  D.  Ballance  and 
Lawrence  Garris  were  elected  to  study  the  matter  and  report  their  findings  to 
this  board. 

We  met  with  a  delegation  from  the  Mt.  Olive  Church  and  discussed  sev- 
eral controversial  matters.  The  hearing,  lasting  over  two  hours,  was  tape 
recorded.  No  solution  could  be  reached  at  this  hearing.  A  motion  was 
passed  to  elect  a  committee  from  this  board,  and  request  the  Mt.  Olive 
Church  to  elect  a  committee,  to  work  jointly  in  an  effort  to  find  a  solution. 
L.  R.  Ennis  and  Herman  Hersey  were  elected  from  this  board. 

We  authorized  the  printing  and  distribution  of  500  minutes  of  the 
1959  session  of  the  conference. 

Meeting  Held  in  Gainer,  December  17,  1959 
We  met  with  the  steering  committee  for  the  Garner  Mission  together 
with  the  mission  board  of  the  conference.    We  voted  to  co-sponsor  the  es- 
tablishment of  this  mission  with  the  Raleigh  Church.    We  approved  the 
purchase  price  of  the  Methodist  property  for  $18,500,  with  $1,500  as  down 
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payment  and  the  balance  to  be  financed  over  a  period  of  years.  The  title  to 
the  property  was  to  be  vested  with  the  trustees  of  the  conference  and 
trustees  of  the  Raleigh  Church,  jointly.  We  also  authorized  the  steering 
committee  to  secure  the  services  of  an  attorney  and  have  all  necessary  legal 
work  done. 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithiield,  January  25,  1960 
We  elected  L,  R.  Ennis  moderator  of  the  conference  to  fill  the  unex- 
pired term  of  Clyde  Clearman. 

We  elected  Herman  Hersey  permanent  chairman  of  the  executive  board, 
and  Thomas  E.  Beaman  secretary  of  the  board. 

We  accepted  an  invitation  for  the  Goldsboro  Church  to  meet  with 
them  in  the  1960  session.  Wc  reviewed  and  approved  the  reports  of  the 
treasurer  and  all  boards.  We  elected  Ralph  Osborne  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  of  Clyde  Clearman  on  the  board  of  missions. 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithiield,  May  23,  1960 
WTe  reviewed  and  approved  the  reports  of  the  treasurer  and  all  boards. 
We  received  a  signed  petition  from  the  members  of  an  independent 
Free  Will  Baptist  Mission  in  Fayetteville  requesting  us  to  adopt  them  and 
supervise  and  direct  their  activities.  The  board  approved  their  petition  and 
elected  the  chairman  of  the  executive  board,  the  chairman  of  the  mission 
board,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  one  layman  to  be  elected 
by  the  Fayetteville  Mission  to  act  as  steering  committee  for  the  Fayetteville 
mission. 

Wc  passed  a  motion  authorizing  the  secretary  to  purchase  suitable  filing 
and  storage  cabinets,  costing  approximately  $125,  and  to  gather  all  records 
of  the  board  for  filing  and  storage. 

We  passed  a  motion  authorizing  the  trustees  of  the  conference  to  exe- 
cute a  deed  of  conveyance  to  the  trustees  of  Corinth  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  the  property  of  said  Corinth  Church. 

Mail  Ballot,  June  1960 
An  application  for  a  temporary  loan  of  $130  was  made  by  the  Cape  Fear 
Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention.    This  loan  was  to  meet  a  very  presfing  need. 
A  mail  ballot  was  sent  to  each  member  of  the  executive  board  and  it  was 
voted  to  grant  the  loan. 

Meeting  Held  at  Smithiield,  August  8,  1960 
Wc  elected  a  program  committee  consisting  of  Herman  Hersey,  Frank 
Davenport  and  Chester  Prillips.  Wc  accepted  the  resignation  of  Ralph  Os- 
borne on  the  ordaining  council  and  elected  Frank  Davenport  to  fill  his  un- 
expired term.  We  accepted  the  resignation  of  Ralph  Osborne  on  the  board 
of  missions  and  elected  Herman  Hersey  to  fill  his  unexpired  term.  We  au- 
thorized the  transfer  of  Ralph  Osborne's  conference  membership  when  called 
for. 

We  reviewed  the  progress  of  the  Garner  Mission.  The  pastor  of  the 
mission  presented  the  application  for  charter  membership  form,  signed  by 
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the  prospective  charter  members.  (The  application  was  our  standard  form 
furnished  by  the  executive  board.)  The  application  was  examined  and  the 
following  motion  was  passed: 

On  motion  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  now  in 
session  on  August  8,  I960,  dees  hereby  approve  the  application  submitted 
by  members  of  the  Garner  Mission  with  the  view  of  receiving  assistance  and 
management  by  a  proper  organizational  meeting,  September  1,  1960,  and 
that  the  steering  committee  charged  with  the  general  supervision  of  the 
Garner  Mission  be  requested  and  directed  to  plan  the  organizational  service. 
It  is  also  hereby  directed  that  the  officers  of  the  executive  board  shall  be 
in  charge  of  the  organizational  service. 

A  motion  was  passed  that  the  executive  board  meet  with  the  Garner 
Mission  on  September  1,  1960,  and  participate  in  the  organization  of  the 
mission  into  a  church. 

A  motion  was  passed  requesting  a  joint  session  with  the  board  of  edu- 
cation to  be  held  at  Lee's  Chapel  Church,  September  5,  1960,  7:30  p.  m. 

After  hearing  a  progress  report  of  the  special  committee  on  the  Mt. 
Olive  Church  matter,  we  passed  a  motion  requesting  the  church  to  furnish  us 
with  a  new  application  for  conference  membership,  and  that  this  form  be 
drafted  by  the  committee  composed  of  L.  R.  Ennis  and  Herman  Hersey. 

We  passed  a  motion  to  meet  again  on  October  17,  1960,  at  Smithfiekl 
Church  and  directed  that  all  reports  to  the  annual  session  of  the  confer- 
ence be  prepared  and  submitted  for  approval  at  this  meeting. 

Meeting  Held  in  Gamer,  September  1,  1960 
The  board  met  in  joint  session  with  the  Garner  Mission  members  and 
organized  the  mission  into  a  regular  Free  Will  Baptist  Church. 

We  passed  a  number  of  mutual  agreements  by  which  the  Garner  Church 
will  be  assisted  in  its  operation  by  the  executive  board  and  the  steering  com- 
mittee. 

Meeting  Held  in  Lees  Chapel  Church,  September  5,  1960 
The  board  met  in  joint  session  with  the  board  of  education.    In  this 
meeting  we  had  a  common  understanding  on  promoting  some  of  the  ac- 
tivities which  had  been  previously  assigned  to  the  board  of  education  by  the 
conference  in  previous  sessions 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield,  October  17,  1960 

We  approved  for  mimeographing  and  submission  to  the  conference  for 
adoption  a  number  of  reports. 

We  received  the  application  of  the  Garner  Free  Will  Baptist  Church 
seeking  admission  into  the  conference  and  approved  the  application  for  sub- 
mission to  the  conference. 

We  received  the  special  application  form  of  the  Mt.  Olive  Church, 
properly  executed  according  to  instructions.  We  approved  same  for  sub- 
mission to  the  conference. 

We  received  a  delegation  from  some  churches  in  the  Western  Confer- 
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ence  seeking  admission  in  our  conference.  We  advised  them  that  we  would 
consider  their  applications  in  our  next  meeting  on  October  31.  We  asked 
them  to  furnish  us  with  written  applications  and  a  filled  out  church  letter. 

We  approved  a  proposed  budget  for  the  conference  for  submission  to 
the  conference.  We  approved  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Cape  Fear  Min- 
ister's Conference  to  be  submitted  to  the  conference. 

We  accepted  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Norvel  Dawson  on  the  board  of 
education  and  elected  Eugene  Waddell  to  fill  the  unexpired  term.  We  ac- 
cepted the  resignation  of  Owen  Thomas  as  assistant  moderator  and  elected 
Frank  Davenport  to  fill  the  unexpired  term.  We  accepted  the  resignation 
of  Cecil  Rose  of  the  board  of  missions  and  elected  Thomas  E.  Beaman  to 
fill  the  unexpired  term. 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield,  October  31,  1960 

We  received  applications  for  membership  in  our  conference  from  Tip- 
pett's  Chapel,  Shady  Grove,  Oak  Grove,  Sherron  Acres,  Fellowship,  Saint's 
Delight,  and  Calvary  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches.  After  due  consideration 
the  following  motions  were  passed: 

1.  On  motion  we  accept  the  petition  of  Tippett's  Chapel  Church  and 
recommend  that  we  receive  this  church  under  the  watch  care  of  the  confer- 
ence pending  the  receipt  of  a  letter  of  good  standing  from  the  Western  Con- 
ference. The  watch  care  relationship  herein  provided  shall  include  the 
publication  of  the  statistical  letters  in  the  minutes  of  the  conference,  the 
receipt  of  fraternal  offerings,  and  the  seating  of  the  delegates,  both  to  the 
conference  and  the  union  meetings  with  all  the  privileges  allowed  delegates 
from  other  churches  of  the  conference  except  that  of  voting  and  holding 
elective  offices;  and  with  the  further  provision  that  the  application  for  let- 
ters of  transfer  from  the  Western  Conference  on  behalf  the  church  named 
above,  together  with  any  other  negotions  deemed  appropriate  or  essential  is 
hereby  assigned  to  the  executive  board  of  the  conference.

Report  of  the  Mission  Board 

We  are  very  happy  to  report  to  you  that  during  this  year  we  have  made 
substantial  progress  in  developing  the  missionary  program  of  the  conference. 

On  January  22,  1960,  in  co-operation  with  the  Raleigh  Church  and 
other  agencies  of  the  conference,  we  established  a  mission  in  the  town  of 
Garner,  North  Carolina.  We  arranged  for  the  purchase  of  the  Methodist 
church  property  including  certain  furnishings  and  equipment  for  a  contract- 
ional  price  of  SI 8, 500.00.  We  made  the  down  payment,  and  the  local  group 
has  assumed  the  annual  payments. 

On  April  17,  1960,  we  assisted  in  the  calling  of  Rev.  Eugene  Waddell 
as  the  full-time  pastor  of  the  mission  in  Garner.  On  September  1,  the  mis- 
sion was  organized  into  a  regular  church  by  the  executive  board  of  the  con- 
ference.   The  church  was  organized  with  43  charter  members. 

A  total  of  $1,932.87  was  invested  in  the  Garner  project.  We  believe 
the  investment  to  be  safe  and  secure. 

Early  in  the  year  the  independent  mission  at  Fayetteville,  North  Caro- 
lina, petitioned  the  executive  board  of  the  conference  to  take  over  the  full 
responsibility  and  direction  of  the  mission.  The  petition  was  a  duly  signed 
one.  The  executive  board  accepted  the  responsibility.  Subsequently  there- 
to the  executive  board  appointed  a  steering  committee  and  directed  that  the 
mission  board  and  this  steering  committee  promote  the  Fayetteville  work. 

On  June  1,  1960,  we  contracted  for  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  property 
at  209  Brockwood  Avenue  in  the  city  of  Fayetteville  to  be  used  as  a  parsonage

Rev.  Thomas  Johnson  has  been  called  and  is  serving  as  full-time  pastor 
of  the  mission. 

As  a  result  of  the  investments,  we  now  own  property  in  the  town  of 
Garner  valued  at  $30,000.00,  and  at  Favetteville  valued  at  $10,000.00.  As 
a  result  of  these  investments  we  have  added  two  full-time  pastors  in  our 
conference. 

1960  -  61  Program 

1.  We  encourage  each  church  to  have  a  missionary  conference  on  the 
local  church  level. 

2.  We  will  aid  and  assist  weaker  churches  in  our  conference. 

3.  We  will  help  established  churches  sponsor  branch  Sunday  schools. 

4.  We  have  a  goal  of  four  new  churches  this  year. 

5.  We  encourage  our  pastors  to  have  mission  and  evangelistic  emphasis 
in  their  midweek  services. 

6.  We  propose  a  budget  of  $2,000  for  Cape  Fear  missions. 

7.  Two  area  mission  conferences  are  planned. 

S.  The  following  places  have  previously  been  approved  as  mission 
points:  Dunn,  Four  Oaks,  Erwin  (R.  F.  D.),  Goldsboro  (2),  Raleigh  (1), 
Kinston  (2)  and  Clinton. 

9.  We  present  the  following  new  places  for  approval:  Lillington,  Angier, 
Coats,  Smithfield  (R.  F.  D.),  Lower  Sampson  County,  Sanford,  Lumber- 
ton  and  Raeford.

Report  of  the  Steering  Committee  of  the  Garner  Church 

To  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  —  1960  Session 

Greetings : 

We  are  happy  to  submit  the  report  of  the  work  in  Garner. 

On  December  16,  1959,  the  members  of  the  First  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  voted  to  establish  a  mission  in  Garner 
and  requested  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  to  co-sponsor  this  project.  Cer- 
tain resolutions  were  also  passed  pertaining  to  the  purchase  of  the  Methodist 
property  on  Main  Street  in  Garner.    On  December  16,  1959,  the  Executive 
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Board  and  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  voted  to  co-spon- 
sor the  establishment  of  this  mission  and  they  adopted  parallel  resolutions 
regarding  the  purchase  of  the  Methodist  church  property. 

A  contract  to  purchase  the  Methodist  church  property  was  signed  by 
the  trustees  of  the  Raleigh  Church  and  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  on 
January  1,  1960.  The  pastor  of  the  Raleigh  Church  was  asked  to  supervise 
the  operation  of  the  mission.  The  first  service  was  conducted  on  January 
17,  1960,  at  3:00  p.  m.  The  mission  was  organized  at  that  time.  Rev. 
Chester  Phillips,  chairman  of  the  board  of  missions,  preached  the  first  ser- 
mon. It  was  decided  at  this  service  to  meet  on  Friday  nights  for  prayer 
service. 

Rev.  Herman  Hersey  conducted  these  services  beginning  January  22, 
1960.  In  addition  to  conducting  prayer  services,  he  taught  study  courses 
covering  the  following:  Church  government,  duties  of  officers,  Sunday  school 
organization  and  administration,  duties  of  teachers,  principles  of  church  fi- 
nancing and  budgeting,  and  Free  Will  Baptist  church  doctrine. 

A  Sunday  school  was  organized  on  March  13,  1960,  with  64  enrolled. 
The  Sunday  school  met  at  6:30  p.  m.  The  Raleigh  Church  gave  Mr.  Her- 
sey a  leave  of  absence  on  Sunday  nights  and  he  preached  at  the  mission  each 
Sunday  night  at  7:45  p.  m.  until  their  pastor  moved  to  Garner. 

Rev.  R.  Eugene  Waddell  was  extended  a  call  to  pastor  the  mission  by 
action  of  the  steering  committee  on  April  1,  1960.  This  action  was  approved 
by  the  members  of  the  mission,  the  members  of  the  Raleigh  Church  and 
the  mission  board  of  the  conference. 

Brother  Waddell  moved  to  Garner  on  April  11,  1960,  and  the  mission 
began  full-time  services  on  April  17,  1960. 

The  mission  was  organized  into  a  regular  Free  Will  Baptist  church  on 
September  1,  1960,  with  43  charter  members.  This  service  was  under  the 
direction  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  49  members  of  the  church  and  154  mem- 
bers on  roll  in  the  Sunday  school.  Since  Pastor  Waddell  moved  to  Gar- 
ner the  Sunday  school  has  had  an  average  attendance  of  104.  During  the 
month  of  September,  1960,  the  average  attendance  was  120  per  Sunday. 

The  church  is  operating  on  a  budget  of  $7,500  and  has  given  an  average 
of  $158.76  each  week  since  April  17,  1960. 

The  steering  committee  feels  that  the  $2,024.68  which  the  confer- 
ence has  invested  in  this  church  has  been  money  well  spent  and  will  bring 
untold  blessings  to  us  in  the  years  ahead.

The  Church  Finance  Association,  Inc.  was  founded  in  April,  1940.  The 
following  quotations  taken  from  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation  set  forth 
the  objects  and  purpose  of  the  association. 

Objects  and  Purpose 

"3.  The  objects  for  which  said  association  is  formed  are  as  follows: 

"a.  To  finance  or  assist  in  financing  church  buildings  and  other 
denominational  property  with  the  express  stipulation  that 
this  section  and  the  matters  hereinafter  set  out  apply  only 
to  the  denominational  property  of  the  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

"b.  To  serve  in  the  capacity  of  surety  and  to  guarantee  the  pay- 
ment of  loans  made  to  such  Free  Will  Baptist  organizations, 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  denomination  property,  and  in 
effect  to  underwrite  such  payments. 

"c.  To  finance  or  assist  in  financing  the  purchase  or  repair  of 
equipment,  furniture,  or  other  personal  property  that  may 
be  necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  work  and  purpose  of 
any  such  Free  Will  Baptist  institution  as  above  stated. 

"d.  To  extend  the  denomination  work  in  home  missions  and 
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church  building  in  communities  where  such  institutions  are 
now  located  or  where  the  location  of  the  same  would  be  ex- 
pedient or  useful. 

"5.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  association  to  further  the  religious  education 
of  the  public  by  lending  its  support  to  the  strengthening  of  Free  Will  Baptist 
institutions  and  the  creation  of  new  institutions  where  the  same  may  be 
feasible." 
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CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS 


OF  THE  CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  ORIGINAL  FREE 
WILL  BAPTISTS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  by  this  name  shall  it 
be  designated  in  all  its  work,  government  and  fraternal  relations. 

ARTICLE  II 

Composition — This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  and 
licensed  ministers  who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  confer- 
ence, all  general  officers  of  the  conference,  the  membrs  of  standing  boards,  or 
committees,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization,  and  the 
following  churches  together  with  those  that  may  subsequently  be  admitted. 

Bethel  (Johnston),  Bethel  (Lenoir),  Casey's  Chapel,  Corinth,  Daly's 
Chapel,  Goldsboro,  Hopewell,  Johnson's  Union,  Lanwood  Chapel,  Lee's 
Chapel,  Oak  Grove,  Pleasant  Grove,  Powhatan,  Prospect,  Riverside,  Robert's 
Grove,  Raleigh,  Shady  Grove,  Smyrna,  Smithfield,  St.  John,  St.  Mary's 
Grove,  St.  Paul,  Steven's  Chapel,  Tee's  Chapel,  West  Clinton,  Wooten's 
Chapel,  Yelverton's  Grove. 

ARTICLE  III 

Purpose — The  general  purpose  of  this  conference  shall  be  the  exaltation 
of  Christ,  the  great  Head  of  the  Church;  the  edification  of  its  members, 
through  effective  teaching  and  mutual  encouragement  in  the  use  of  the 
manifold  means  of  grace;  the  unification  of  the  methods  and  programs  of 
its  affiliated  churches  and  subordinate  organizations;  and  the  co-ordination 
of  persistant  efforts  in  church  extension,  Christian  education,  benevolence 
and  evangelism. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — Every  church  affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
shall  represent  in  its  annual  sessions  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  each  subordinate  general  organiza- 
tion shall  represent  with  three  delegates.  Reports  of  approved  delegates  shall 
be  rendered  by  each  church  and  subordinate  organization  at  the  yearly  ses- 
sion of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  V 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  conference  shall  be  a  moderator, 
an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  each 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years.  The  term  of  office  for  all 
general  officers  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session  at  which  they 
are  elected. 
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Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers  may  be  elected  at  the 
option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  essential. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Boards  and  Subordinate  General  Organizations — It  shall  be  the  method 
of  this  conference  to  simplify  its  work  by  the  assignment  of  specific  functions 
to  representative  units  of  authority  which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  stand- 
ing boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations.  A  board  of  trustees,  a 
board  of  education,  a  board  of  missions  and  an  ordaining  council  consisting 
of  five  members  each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of 
these  boards  shall  be  five  years  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the 
tenure  of  office  of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1 . — Standing  boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations  shall 
have  authority  to  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer  their  respective 
programs  of  work,  but  cacli  shall  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and  approval 
of  the  conference. 

Section  2. — The  executive  board  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  offi- 
cers of  the  conference,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization 
and  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  education,  the  board  of  missions,  and  the 
board  of  ordination.  Membership  on  this  board  shall  be  contingent  upon 
and  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  offices  held  by  its  members. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  option  of 
the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Finance — Each  church  is  requested  to  contribute  at  the  annual  session 
of  the  conference  a  minimum  of  $10.00  for  eaeli  100  active  members  or 
fraction  thereof.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  upon  a  qualified  request  from 
a  non-complying  church  this  rule  may  be  waived  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote 
of  the  duly  seated  members.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive 
board  for  the  purposes  and  objects  approved  by  the  conference. 

The  executive  board  shall  also  prepare  and  submit  at  each  annual  ses- 
sion of  the  conference  for  approval  a  comprehensive  budget  embracing  all 
the  work  of  the  conference  and  its  departmental  agencies.  It  shall  also 
promote  and  encourage  the  co-operation  of  the  churches  of  the  conference 
in  budgetary  financing  of  their  local,  conference  and  denominational  work. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Admission  of  Churches — Any  properly  constituted  church  that  gives  evi- 
dence of  adherence  to  the  doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Free  Will 
Baptists  and  a  desire  to  conform  to  the  policy  and  program  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  may  submit  its  petition  for  membership  through  an  official 
delegation  at  any  annual  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for  mem- 
bership be  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to 
the  delegates  and  declare  them  duly  seated. 
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ARTICLE  IX 

Fraternal  Delegations  and  Visitors — Fraternal  delegations  and  visitors 
shall  be  extended  all  the  privileges  of  the  conference  except  that  of  voting, 
serving  on  committees  or  holding  elective  offices. 

ARTICLE  X 

Meetings — The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  of  November.  The  host  church 
shall  be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session,  or  by  the  exe- 
cutive board.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed 
by  an  act  of  the  executive  board  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

ARTICLE  XII 

Amendment- — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present,  provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  not  be  found  in  con- 
flict with  the  general  policy  of  Free  Will  Baptists. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1. — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 
to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference; to  appoint  temporary  committee,  delegates  and  representatives;  to 
fill  irregular  vacancies  that  may  occur  between  the  general  sessions  of  the 
conference;  to  serve  as  ex-officio  members  of  all  standing  boards  and  sub- 
ordinate general  organizations;  to  sign  official  documents  that  require  the 
signature  of  the  moderator;  encourage  amicable  relations  among  ministers 
of  the  conference;  the  co-operation  of  the  churches  and  subordinate  general 
organizations  in  the  promotion  of  the  program  and  work  of  the  conference. 

Section  2. — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  those  of  the 
moderator  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct  or  when  he  is  absent. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceedings 
in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  He  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference;  hold  in  trust  all 
documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same  at  the  direction  of 
the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and  sign  such  docu- 
ments and  instruments  as  require  his  signature. 

Section  4. — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  those  of  the 
secretary  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct,  or  is  absent. 

Section  5. — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs  to 
the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
board,  or  any  standing  board  or  subordinate  general  organization  invested  of 
the  authority  to  authorize  the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  ac- 
curate account  of  all  funds  received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report 
according  to  the  conference. 

Section  6. — The  executive  board  shall  have  power  to  act  in  the  behalf 
of  and  for  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  from  one  regular  session  to  another.  It 
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shall  organize  at  will  and  discharge  the  administrative  duties  assigned  to  it. 
It  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  union  meeting,  plan  its  programs,  and  allo- 
cate to  the  objects  approved  by  the  conference  all  undesignated  funds  both  of 
the  conference  and  the  union  meeting. 

Section  7. — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust,  all  personal  and 
real  property,  gifts  and  bequests,  and  convey  or  expend  said  property  or  assets 
as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8. — Standing  boards  shall  have  power  to  organize  at  will,  to 
write  their  own  bylaws,  and  to-  carry  out  the  general  purposes  for  which  they 
are  constituted.  They  shall  remain  subordinate  to  the  conference  and  re- 
port their  accomplishments  at  its  annual  sessions. 

Section  9.— The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the 
conference:  Obituary,  temperance,  resolutions,  credentials,  nominations  and 
letter  digest. 

Section  10. — The  general  officers  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall 
be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  said  term  shall  begin  immediately 
following  the  session  at  which  they  are  elected. 

Members  of  standing  boards  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  five  years 
and  said  term  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  conference  at 
which  they  are  elected.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  the  first  member  elect- 
ed shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  a  term  of  two  years,  the 
third  for  a  term  of  three  years,  the  fourth  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  the 
fifth  for  a  term  of  five  years;  and  that  successions  in  office  thereafter  shall 
take  place  or  order  requires — each  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Section  1 1  —All  reports,  resolutions  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  12. — The  voting  sign  shall  be  "Aye"  and  "Nay,"  or  any  other 
sign  the  moderator  may  deem  appropriate  to  the  question. 

Section  13. — No  minister,  officer  or  delegate  shall  be  at  liberty  to  re- 
tire from  the  building  during  a  session  of  the  conference  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  moderator. 

Section  14. — These  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
favorable  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  session  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference.

CONS  T  I  T  UTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an  effec- 
tive agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully  pro- 
mote its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and  use 
of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a  con- 
sistent medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program  of 
evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches  affili- 
ated with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  ministers  who 
are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all  general  offi- 
cers and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference  and  the 
union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Represe7itation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  repre- 
sent in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues  and 
auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly  ses- 
sions of  the  union  meetings  a  contribution  representing  a  fair  and  reasonable 
portion  of  the  annual  budget  adopted  by  the  conference  for  the  purposes  and 
objects  as  set  forth  in  the  budget.  Sunday  schools,  leagues,  Master's  Men, 
woman's  auxiliaries,  and  any  other  subordinate  organization  within  the 
church,  may  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may  choose.  All  funds 
shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  modera- 
tor, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session  of 
the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
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by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  execu- 
tive board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute 
the  executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  a't  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular 
sessions.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare  and 
supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesignated 
funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sundav  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed,  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 

meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of  office 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any 
two  offices  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this 
board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when 
duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  reports  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in  session  and 
interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch 
of  the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of  the 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 
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6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  co-operating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of 
general  Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  leagues  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  programs  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programing  shall  be  the  responsibil- 
ity of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference-wide  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our 
people  when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference, 
state  or  national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise  all 
training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administration 
of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  securing  an 
education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and  con- 
ditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  comple- 
tion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with  monthly, 
or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  discharged. 

15.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further,  that 
such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter,  for 
a  term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
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tary,  and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  offices  may  be 
combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the  execu- 
tive secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  at- 
tend to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply  to 
the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with  mis- 
sion funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the  se- 
curity of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point,  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to  place, 
plans  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences,  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  with  Rev.  L.  R.  Ennis,  moderator,  presiding, 
opened  its  annual  session  at  10:00  a.m.,  Thursday  morning,  with  the  singing 
of  the  hymns,  "We're  Marching  to  Zion"  and  "Showers  of  Blessings,"  under 
the  direction  of  Rev.  Eugene  Hales.    Prayer  by  Rev.  L.  R.  Ennis.

A  report  was  given  from  Mount  Olive  College  by  Rev,  Ralph  Lightsey 
and  received  as  information. 

A  report  was  given  from  the  Church  Finance  Association  by  Rev.  M. 
L.  Johnson  and  received  as  information. 

The  report  of  the  Obituary  Committee  was  given  by  Rev.  Billy  Walker 
and  adopted.    (See  report.) 

The  treasurer's  report  was  given  by  H.  T.  Hinson.  A  motion  was  made 
and  passed  to  ask  the  treasurer  to  give  an  itemized  report,  which  was  given 
and  adopted.

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  the  action  taken,  by  this  session  of 
the  conference,  concerning  the  churches  and  ministers  from  the  Western 
Conference  be  published  in  the  Free  Will  Baptist  paper. 

The  report  of  the  resolutions  committee  was  given  by  Rev.  W.  A.  Martin. 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  the  following  amendment  be  added 
to  section  three  of  Resolution  No.  2:  The  above  action  of  declaring  out  of 
fellowship  any  such  churches  and  the  silencing  of  any  such  ministers  not  to 
take  place  until  after  the  executive  board  has  made  competent  investigation. 

A  motion,  in  case  where  these  documents  are  refused  the  executive 
board,  the  ones  refusing  be  automatically  declared  out  of  fellowship  or  silenced 
as  the  case  may  be. 

A  motion  made  and  passed  to  adopt  the  resolution  report  as  amended. 
(See  report.) 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  moderator  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee, of  three  members,  to  prep  re  a  program  for  the  next  session  of  this 
conference  and  that  a  copy  of  this  program  be  sent  to  each  minister  and 
church  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  session  convenes.  Adopted. 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  Rev.  Carey  Cheshire  be  received 
into  this  conference,  as  a  minister  in  good  standing,  pending  the  transfer  of 
his  membership  to  Robert's  Grove  Church. 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  Rev.  Albert  Rollins'  standing  as  a 
minister  in  this  conference  be  held  up  pending  the  transfer  of  his  membership 
to  a  church  of  this  conference. 

The  report  of  the  nominating  committee  was  given  by  Rev.  R.  W.  All- 
man  and  adopted.    (See  report.) 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  he  was  elected  moderator  of  the  conference,  Rev. 
C.  F.  Bowen  tendered  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  education. 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  his  resignation  be  accepted.

Resolution  Number  I 
Be  it  resolved  that  we  reaffirm  our  faith  in  the  Statement  of  Faith  and 
Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

Resolution  Number  2 
Inasmuch  as  the  majority  of  the  churches  which  have  incorporated  are 
in  conflict  with  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  be  it  resolved: 

1 .  That  the  incorporated  churches  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  whose  ar- 
ticles of  incorporation  and  constitution  and  bylaws  are  in  conflict  with  the 
Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina,  be  declared  out  of  fellowship  with  this  conference  until  such  time 
as  they  bring  themselves  back  in  line  with  the  said  discipline. 

2.  Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  churches  that  have  adopted  forms  of 
government  contrary  to  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  also  be  declared  out  of  fellowship  with 
this  conference  until  such  time  as  they  bring  themselves  back  in  line  with 
said  discipline. 

3.  Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  ministers  who  have  led  their  churches 
in  these  violations  be  silenced  until  such  time  as  they  bring  themselves  back 
in  line  with  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists of  North  Carolina. 

(Motions  made  and  passed  by  the  conference.) 

A.  The  above  action  of  declaring  out  of  fellowship  any  such  churches, 
and  the  silencing  of  any  such  ministers  is  not  to  take  place  until  after  the 
executive  board  has  made  competent  investigation. 

B.  In  case  where  these  documents  are  refused  the  executive  board,  the 
ones  refusing  be  automatically  declared  out  of  fellowship  or  silenced  as  the 
case  may  be. 

4.  Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  executive  committee  of  this  conference 
be  instructed  to  look  into  this  matter  and  ascertain  the  true  status  of  these 
churches  and  ministers  and  make  proper  announcement  of  said  status. 

Resolution  Numbei  3 
Be  it  resolved  that  this  Cape  Fear  Conference  recognize,  accept,  and 
adhere  to  the  established  boundary  lines  as  approved  by  the  State  Convention 
of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.    It  is  understood  that  this 
resolution  supercedes  any  previous  resolutions  or  actions  relative  to  this  matter. 

Resolution  Numbei  4 
Be  it  resolved  that  the  Ordaining  Council  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
make  a  thorough  investigation  of  ministers  who  ask  for  membership  in  this 
conference. 

Resolution  Number  5 
Whereas,  our  sister  conference,  the  Western  Conference,  has  experienced 
much  embarrassment  and  unfavorable  publicity  by  reasons  of  the  defiance  of 
its  established  customs,  usages,  and  practices  by  one  Ronald  Creech,  who  not 


only  defied  the  conference  of  which  he  was  a  member  but  has  also  sued  the 
members  of  the  executive  committee  and  board  of  ordination  for  $400,000; 
and, 

Whereas,  some  members  of  this  conference  have  been  closely  associated 
with  Ronald  Creech  during  his  defiance  of  the  Western  Conference;  there- 
fore be  it  resolved: 

1,  That  this  107th  annual  session  of  the  conference  does  hereby  join  the 
Western  Conference  in  an  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  of  Wake  County  for 
a  non-suit  in  the  $400,000  libel  suit. 

2.  That  we  do  hereby  state  that  it  is  the  conviction  of  this  conference 
that  our  sister  conference,  the  Western  Conference,  acted  in  keeping  with  its 
established  customs,  usages,  and  practices  in  its  dealings  with  Ronald  Creech 
and  Edgemont  Church  on  January  18,  1961. 

Resolution  Number  6 
Whereas,  Lee's  Chapel  Church  has  extended  gracious  hospitality  to  this 
Cape  Fear  Conference,  be  it  resolved:  that  we  give  a  rising  vote  of  apprecia- 
tion to  the  host  church  and  also  to  the  neighboring  churches  who  have  helped 
to  entertain  this  conference  in  any  way.

Report  of  the  Executive  Board 

1961  Session 

We  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield,  December  5,  1960 
The  matter  of  the  unsettled  bill  of  J.  J.  Fyne,  attorney,  was  considered. 

On  motion  we  offer  to  Mr.  Fyne  the  sum  of  $150.00,  plus  $13.00  for  filing 

fees,  in  full  settlement  of  the  bill,  together  with  a  letter  of  appreciation  for  his 

professional  services  relating  to  the  Garner  Church. 

On  motion  we  voted  to  meet  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State 

Convention  and  conferences  in  Ayden  on  January  3,  1961.    Rev.  L  R.  Ennis 

was  chosen  as  our  spokesman. 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield,  January  25,  1961 

We  reviewed  and  approved  reports  of  the  treasurer  and  all  boards. 

An  application  for  membership  in  the  conference  from  the  Edgemont 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  Durham  was  received.  Action  was  postponed 
until  a  later  date. 

L.  R.  Ennis,  C.  F.  Bowen  and  Herman  Hersey  were  elected  as  a  com- 
mittee to  meet  with  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Western  Conference  on  be- 
half of  the  churches  under  watch  care  relationship. 

Thomas  E.  Beaman,  Percy  Strickland  and  H.  T.  Hinson  were  appointed 
as  a  committee  whose  duty  it  was  to  approve  the  minutes  of  the  1960  session 
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of  the  conference  and  to  forward  them  to  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Press  in 
Ayden  for  publication. 

We  voted  to  have  650  copies  of  the  minutes  printed  and  distributed  to 
the  churches  of  the  conference  including  those  under  a  watch  care  relationship. 

Meeting  Held  in  Goldsboro,  February  6,  1961 
We  voted  that  the  union  meeting  be  held  at  Smyrna  on  March  4  if 
agreeable  with  the  church  and  the  pastor. 

The  mission  board  made  a  report  of  the  investigation  of  the  proposed 
donation  of  property  in  Fayetteville  by  Joe  Andrews.  On  motion  we  express 
appreciation  to  Mr.  Andrews  for  his  offer.  On  motion  we  instructed  the 
mission  board  to  negotiate  with  Mr.  Andrews  regarding  proposed  gift. 

C  .F.  Bowen  gave  a  report  of  the  coming  Bible  Conference.  The  speak- 
ers and  the  tentative  schedule  were  approved. 

Meeting  Held  at  Smyrna,  March  4,  1961 
We  had  a  conference  with  Joe  Andrews  of  Fayetteville  regarding  the 
possibility  of  his  donating  land  on  which  to  build  a  church  building. 

Meeting  Held  in  Fayetteville,  April  17,  1961 
We  reviewed  and  approved  the  reports  of  the  treasurer  and  all  boards. 
A  motion  was  passed  requesting  the  board  of  education  to  allocate 

$100.00  to  the  Fayetteville  Mission  for  use  by  the  steering  committee  for 

training  purposes. 

On  motion  the  Edgemont  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  (James  A.  Miles 
Associates)  was  received  under  watch  care  of  the  conference.  (A  motion  was 
made  and  passed  by  the  conference  that  the  watch  care  relationship  of  the 
Edgemont  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  (James  A.  Miles  Associates)  be  suspend- 
ed until  such  time  as  they  shall  receive  a  letter  of  recommendation  from  the 
Western  Conference.) 

We  met  with  a  delegation  from  the  Johnston  Memorial  Methodist 
Church  in  Fayetteville  regarding  the  purchase  of  a  church  building.  The 
steering  committee  was  authorized  to  negotiate  further. 

Meeting  Held  at  Steven's  Chapel,  April  29,  1961 
The  steering  committee  of  the  Fayetteville  Mission  reported  progress 
in  negotiations  in  purchasing  the  Methodist  property. 

On  basis  of  a  report  from  the  Ordaining  Council  we  adopted  the  follow- 
ing: On  motion  we  receive  Brothers  Billy  Morris,  G.  C.  Lee,  Q.  G.  Worrell, 
Ronald  Creech,  Roland  Cherry,  Ralph  Clegg,  Lonnie  Graves,  Conrad  Willi- 
ford,  Wingate  Hansley  and  Ronnie  Peele  into  the  fellowship  of  the  ministry 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  pertaining 
thereto  pending  a  letter  of  transfer. 

(A  motion  was  made  and  passed  by  the  conference  that,  whereas,  Billy 
Morris,  G.  C.  Lee,  Q.  G.  Worrell,  Ronald  Creech,  Ralph  Clegg,  Lonnie 
Graves,  Conrad  Williford,  Wingate  Hansley,  Ronnie  Peele  and  Charlie  Bry- 
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ant  have  been  denied  letters  of  recommendation  from  their  respective  confer- 
ences, that  their  watch  care  membership,  or  otherwise,  in  this  conference  be 
suspended  until  such  time  as  they  may  bring  such  letters  of  recommenda- 
tion.) 

Frank  Davenport  resigned  as  assistant  moderator  and  Eugene  Waddell 
was  elected  to  fill  his  unexpired  term. 

(A  motion  was  made  and  passed  by  the  conference  that  the  above  para- 
graph be  rejected.) 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield,  June  5,  1961 

We  authorized  that  legal  papers  dissolving  the  mutual  agreements  be- 
tween the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  the  Garner  Church  be  prepared. 

We  reviewed  the  application  of  the  Fayetteville  Mission  requesting  that 
they  be  organized  into  a  church.  We  voted  to  hold  the  organizational  ser- 
vice on  June  16,  1961. 

Meeting  Held  in  Fayetteville,  June  16,  1961 

The  board  met  in  joint  session  with  the  Fayetteville  Mission  members 
and  organized  the  mission  into  a  regular  Free  Will  Baptist  Church. 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield,  August  7,  1961 
We  received  and  approved  reports  of  the  treasurer  and  all  boards. 

C.  F.  Bowen  filed  with  the  board  letters  from  several  churches  of  the 
conference  protesting  the  placing  of  the  1961  session  with  Shady  Grove 
Church  in  Durham  County,  we  were  advised  that  Shady  Grove  Church,  Dur- 
ham County,  had  withdrawn  their  invitation  May  22,  1961.  On  motion  we 
delayed  the  action  of  the  board  in  placing  the  1961  session  of  the  conference. 

A  resolution  authorizing  the  trustees  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference, 
jointly  with  the  trustees  of  the  Raleigh  Church,  to  execute  a  deed  to  the 
trustees  of  the  Garner  Church  for  their  church  property  was  unanimously 
adopted.  On  motion  the  steering  committee  for  the  Garner  Church  was 
dissolved.    On  motion  the  mutual  agreements  were  dissolved. 

A  request  from  the  ministers'  association  for  the  executive  board  to  clarify 
the  status  of  Ronald  Creech  in  our  conference  was  presented.  On  motion  we 
declared  that  Ronald  Creech  was  a  minister  in  good  standing  in  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference. 

(A  motion  was  made  and  passed  by  the  conference  that  the  above  de- 
claration be  denied  and  that  it  be  known  that  the  above,  Ronald  Creech,  is 
not  a  member  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.) 

On  the  basis  of  a  report  from  the  ordaining  council,  we  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing: On  motion  we  receive  Brother  Albert  Rollins  into  the  fellowship  of 
the  ministry  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  with  all  rights  and  privileges  per- 
taining thereto  pending  a  letter  of  transfer. 

A  letter  from  Pleasant  Grove  Church  regarding  the  status  of  Brother 
Lonnie  West  was  referred  to  the  ordaining  council. 
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Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield,  October  4,  1961 

We  received  and  approved  the  reports  of  the  treasurer  and  all  boards. 

On  motion  we  voted  to  accept  the  invitation  received  from  Lee's  Chapel 
Church  for  the  1961  session  of  the  conference. 

A  resolution  authorizing  the  trustees  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  to 
execute  a  deed  to  the  trustees  of  the  Brookwood  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in 
Fayetteville  for  their  parsonage  property  was  unanimously  adopted.  On  mo- 
tion the  steering  committee  of  the  Brookwood  Church  was  dissolved. 

On  motion  a  letter  explaining  Article  4  of  the  constitution  of  the  con- 
ference be  sent  to  each  church  in  the  conference. 

On  motion  we  instructed  Herman  Hersey  to  send  out  church  letters,  di- 
rectories, and  to  prepare  200  folders  containing  reports  of  conference  boards 
and  denominational  enterprises  to  be  distributed  at  the  conference. 

On  motion  we  instructed  the  treasurer  to  close  his  books  on  October 
17,  1961. 

We  approved  the  report  of  the  board  of  education  to  the  1961  session 
of  the  conference. 

Meeting  Held  in  Smithfield,  October  23,  1961 
On  motion  the  chairman  of  the  executive  board  was  authorized  to  pre- 
pare the  report  of  the  executive  board  of  the  past  year  and  present  it  to  the 
board  for  approval  in  a  called  session  to  meet  October  28,  1961,  after  the 
union  meeting.

Convention  to  the  1961  session  of  the  conference. 

Meeting  Held  in  West  Clinton,  October  28,  1961

Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions 

1961  Session 

1.  Work  at  Fayetteville: 

Most  of  the  work  of  the  Mission  Board  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
this  year  has  been  concentrated  in  the  work  at  Fayetteville.  The  church 
there,  under  the  leadership  of  Brother  Thomas  K.  Johnson,  has  purchased  the 
former  Johnson  Memorial  Methodist  Church.  Since  they  have  moved  in 
this  church  they  have  grown  and  prospered  as  will  be  seen  from  the  figures 
below. 

The  total  amount  invested  in  our  Fayetteville  work  from  conference 
funds  has  been  $2,204.09.  As  a  result  of  this  investment,  Free  Will  Baptists 
own  property  in  Fayetteville  valued  at  $25,000. 

We  acknowledge  and  thank  the  North  Carolina  State  Mission  Board 
for  the  assistance  they  have  given.  Churches  have  sent  offerings,  food  for 
the  pastor  and  equipment  for  the  church.    We  thank  you. 

The  Sunday  school  enrollment  on  September  20,  1961,  was  61,  an  in- 
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crease  of  44  in  the  last  year.  During  the  year,  25  have  been  received  into  the 
church  and  11  baptized. 

The  church  has  liabilities  of  over  $20,000  at  this  time.  Let  us  continue 
our  efforts  for  this  worthy  church. 

2.  Program  for  1961-62: 

( 1 )  We  encourage  each  church  to  have  a  missionary  conference  on  the 
local  church  level. 

(2)  We  will  aid  and  assist  weaker  churches  in  our  conference. 

(3)  We  will  help  established  churches  sponsor  branch  Sunday  schools. 

(4)  We  have  a  goal  of  four  new  churches  this  year. 

(5)  We  encourage  our  pastors  to  have  mission  and  evangelistic  emphasis 
in  their  midweek  services. 

(6)  We  propose  a  budget  of  $2,000  for  Cape  Fear  missions.

Report  of  Board  of  Education 

1961  Session 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  makes  the  follow- 
ing report  to  the  executive  board  of  the  conference  in  session  October  4,  1961, 
at  Smithfield. 

I.  Activities  of  the  past  year:  We  have  held  one  regular  meeting  this 
year  but  many  activities  were  promoted  through  correspondence  as  directed 
by  the  board  of  education.    Some  of  the  activities  for  the  year  have  been: 

1.  Mailing  out  of  letters  to  churches  in  the  conference  regarding  support 
of  the  student  loan  fund.  Response  to  these  appeals  are  listed  as  follows: 
West  Clinton,  $25.00;  Corinth,  $25.00;  Lee's  Chapel,  $25.00;  Powhatan, 
$25.00. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  offer  further  help  to  students  this  year.  We 
do  not  have  any  outstanding  obligations  to  students  now  in  school. 

2.  Mailing  out  of  letters  to  churches  in  the  interest  of  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege and  Free  Will  Baptist  Bible  College.  Statistical  records  will  show  the 
amounts  given  by  each  church  to  these  institutions. 

3.  The  board  of  education  sponsored  area  Bible  conferences  this  year  in 
three  of  our  churches:  Goldsboro,  Garner  and  Shady  Grove.  Attendance  in 
the  three  conferences  was  about  800.  Total  cost  of  conferences,  including 
honorariums,  expenses,  postage,  advertising  materials,  etc.,  came  to  $388.41. 
Offerings  from  the  three  area  conferences  were  as  follows:  Goldsboro  area, 
$36.17;  Garner  area,  $51.52;  Shady  Grove  area,  $50.42;  for  a  total  of  $138.11.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS 

OF  THE  CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  ORIGINAL  FREE 
WILL  BAPTISTS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  by  this  name  shall  it 
be  designated  in  all  its  work,  government  and  fraternal  relations. 

ARTICLE  II 

Composition — This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  and 
licensed  ministers  who  are  members  of  the  churches  that  belong  to  the  confer- 
ence, all  general  officers  of  the  conference,  the  members  of  standing  boards,  or 
committees,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization,  and  the 
following  churches  together  with  those  that  may  subsequently  be  admitted. 

Bethel  (Johnston),  Bethel  (Lenoir),  Casey's  Chapel,  Corinth,  Daly's 
Chapel,  Goldsboro,  Hopewell,  Johnston's  Union,  Lanwood  Chapel,  Lee's 
Chapel,  Oak  Grove,  Pleasant  Grove,  Powhatan,  Prospect,  Riverside,  Robert's 
Grove,  Raleigh,  Shady  Grove,  Smyrna,  Smithfield,  St.  John,  St.  Mary's 
Grove,  St.  Paul,  Steven's  Chapel,  Tee's  Chapel,  West  Clinton,  Wooten's 
Chapel,  Yelverton's  Grove. 

ARTICLE  III 

Purpose — The  general  purpose  of  this  conference  shall  be  the  exaltation 
of  Christ,  the  great  Head  of  the  Church;  the  edification  of  its  members, 
through  effective  teaching  and  mutual  encouragement  in  the  use  of  the  mani- 
fold means  of  grace;  the  unification  of  the  methods  and  programs  of  its  affil- 
iated churches  and  subordinate  organizations;  and  the  co-ordination  of  persist- 
ant efforts  in  church  extension,  Christian  education,  benevolence  and  evange- 
lism. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — Every  church  affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
shall  represent  in  its  annual  sessions  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  each  subordinate  general  organization  shall 
represent  with  three  delegates.  Reports  of  approved  delegates  shall  be  render- 
ed by  each  church  and  subordinate  organization  at  the  yearly  meeting  of  the 
conference. 

ARTICLE  V 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  conference  shall  be  a  moderator, 
an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  each 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years.  The  term  of  office  for  all 
general  officers  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session  at  which  they 
are  elected. 

Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers  may  be  elected  at  the 
option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  essential. 
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ARTICLE  VI 

Boards  and  Subordinate  General  Organizations — It  shall  be  the  method 
of  this  conference  to  simplify  its  work  by  the  assignment  of  specific  functions 
to  representative  units  of  authority  which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  stand- 
ing boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations.  A  board  of  trustees,  a 
board  of  education,  a  board  of  missions  and  an  ordaining  council  consisting 
of  five  members  each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of 
these  boards  shall  be  five  years  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the 
tenure  of  office  of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1 — Standing  boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations  shall 
have  authority  to  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer  their  respective  pro- 
grams of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and  approval  of 
the  conference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  board  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  offi- 
cers of  the  conference,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization 
and  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  education,  the  board  of  missions,  and  the 
board  of  ordination.  Membership  on  this  board  shall  be  contingent  upon 
and  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  offices  held  by  its  members. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  option  of 
the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Finance — Each  church  is  requested  to  contribute  at  the  annual  session 
of  the  conference  a  minimum  of  $10.00  for  each  100  active  members  or 
fraction  thereof.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  upon  a  qualified  request  from 
a  non-complying  church  this  rule  may  be  waived  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote 
of  the  duly  seated  members.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive 
board  for  the  purposes  and  objects  approved  by  the  conference. 

The  executive  board  shall  also  prepare  and  submit  at  each  annual  ses- 
sion of  the  conference  for  approval  a  comprehensive  budget  embracing  all 
the  work  of  the  conference  and  its  departmental  agencies.  It  shall  also  pro- 
mote and  encourage  the  co-operation  of  the  churches  of  the  conference  in 
budgetary  financing  of  their  local  conference  and  denominational  work. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Admission  of  Churches — Any  properly  constituted  church  that  gives  evi- 
dence of  adherence  to  the  doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Free  Will 
Baptists  and  a  desire  to  conform  to  the  policy  and  program  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference  may  submit  its  petition  for  membership  through  an  official  dele- 
gation at  any  annual  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for  member- 
ship be  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the 
delegates  and  declare  them  duly  seated. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Fraternal  Delegations  and  Visitors — Fraternal  delegation  and  visitors 
shall  be  extended  all  the  privileges  of  the  conference  except  that  of  voting, 
serving  on  committees  or  holding  elective  offices.

ARTICLE  X 

Meetings — The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  of  November.  The  host  church 
shall  be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session,  or  by  the  exe- 
cutive board.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed 
by  an  act  of  the  executive  board  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

ARTICLE  XII 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present,  provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  not  be  found  in  con- 
flict with  the  general  policy  of  Free  Will  Baptists. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 
to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference; co  appoint  temporary  committee,  delegates  and  representatives;  to 
fill  irregular  vacancies  that  may  occur  between  the  general  sessions  of  the 
conference;  to  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  subordi- 
nate general  organizations;  to  sign  official  documents  that  require  the  signa- 
ture of  the  moderator;  encourage  amicable  relations  among  ministers  of  the 
conference;  the  co-operation  of  the  churches  and  subordinate  general  organiza- 
tions in  the  promotion  of  the  program  and  work  of  the  conference. 

Section  2 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  those  of  the 
moderator  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct  or  when  he  is  absent. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceedings 
in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  He  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference;  hold  in  trust  all 
documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same  at  the  direction  of 
the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and  sign  such  documents 
and  instruments  as  require  his  signature. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  those  of  the 
secretary  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct,  or  is  absent. 

Section  5 — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs  to 
the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
board,  or  any  standing  board  or  subordinate  general  organization  invested  of 
the  authority  to  authorize  the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  ac- 
curate account  of  all  funds  received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report 
according  to  the  conference. 

Section  6 — The  executive  board  shall  have  power  to  act  in  the  behalf 
of  and  for  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  from  one  regular  session  to  another.  It 
shall  organize  at  will  and  discharge  the  administrative  duties  assigned  to  it. 
It  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  union  meeting,  plan  its  program,  and  allo- 
cate to  the  objects  approved  bv  the  conference  all  undesignated  funds  both  of 
the  conference  and  the  union  meeting. 


Section  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust,  all  personal  and 
real  property,  gifts  and  bequests,  and  convey  or  expend  said  property  or  assets 
as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 — Standing  boards  shall  have  power  to  organize  at  will,  to 
write  their  own  bylaws,  and  to  carry  out  the  general  purposes  for  which  they 
are  constituted.  They  shall  remain  subordinate  to  the  conference  and  re- 
port their  accomplishments  at  its  annual  sessions. 

Section  9 — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the 
conference:  Obituary,  temperance,  resolutions,  credentials,  nominations  and 
letter  digest. 

Section  10 — The  general  officers  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  said  term  shall  begin  immediately  follow- 
ing the  session  at  which  they  are  elected. 

Members  of  standing  boards  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  five  years  and 
said  term  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  conference  at  which 
they  are  elected.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  the  first  member  elected 
shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  a  term  of  two  years,  the  third 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  the  fourth  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  the  fifth  for 
a  term  of  five  years;  and  that  successions  in  office  thereafter  shall  take  place 
or  order  requires — each  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Section  11 — All  reports,  resolutions  and  recommendations  shall  be  con- 
sidered properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  12 — The  voting  sign  shall  be  "Aye"  and  "Nay,"  or  any  other 
sign  the  moderator  may  deem  appropriate  to  the  question. 

Section  13 — No  minister,  officer  or  delegate  shall  be  at  liberty  to  retire 
from  the  building  during  a  session  of  the  conference  without  the  consent  of 
the  moderator. 

Section  14 — These  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
favorable  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  session  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference. 
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UNION  MEETINGS 

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an  effec- 
tive agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully  pro- 
mote its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and  use 
of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a  con- 
sistent medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program  of 
evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches  affili- 
ated with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  ministers  who 
are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all  general  offi- 
cers and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference  and  the 
union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  repre- 
sent in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues  and 
auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly  sessions 
of  the  union  meetings  a  contribution  representing  a  fair  and  reasonable  por- 
tion of  the  annual  budget  adopted  by  the  conference  for  the  purposes  and 
objects  as  set  forth  in  the  budget.  Sunday  schools,  leagues,  Master's  Men, 
woman's  auxiliaries,  and  any  other  subordinate  organization  within  the  church, 
may  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may  choose.  All  funds  shall  be 
allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  moderator, 
an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  each 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session  of  the 
union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 
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The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  execu- 
tive board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute 
the  executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular 
sessions.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare  and 
supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesignated 
funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed,  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of  office 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secretary, 
assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  charge  of 
the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  offices 
may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided  further,  that  the 
executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this  board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when 
duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  reports  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in  session  and 
interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch  of 
the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice 
a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of  the 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  co-operating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of 
general  Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  leagues  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board.

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  programs  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programing  shall  be  the  responsibility 
of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference-wide  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our 
people  when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference, 
state  or  national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise  all 
training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  bo  .rd  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administration 
of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  securing  an 
education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and  con- 
ditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1  %  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  comple- 
tion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with  monthly, 
or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  discharged. 

15.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions  as  may  be  deem- 
ed necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  1c  st  three  hours  before  a  vote  is  taken, 
during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further,  that  such 
amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter,  for  a 
term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  promo- 
tional work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  offices  may  be 
combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the  execu- 
tive secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  at- 
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tend  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  disbursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply  to 
the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with  mis- 
sion funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the  se- 
curity  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point,  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to  place, 
plans  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences,  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Durham  County. 

4.  We  further  instruct  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Cape  Fear 
Conference  to  furnish  any  necessary  affidavits,  briefs,  or  statements,  properly 
giving  verification  to  any  previous  action  or  expression  by  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference  in  support  of  the  Western  Conference  and  the  J.  G.  Teasley 
Faction  of  Edgemont  relative  to  anv  litigation  now  pending  which  is  related 
1';  the  Edgemont  Dispute  and  Ronald  Creech.

Resolution  No.  1 

Be  it  resolved:  1.  That  this,  the  108th  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  do  publicly 
declare  on  the  2nd  day  of  November,  1962,  that  it  has  never  been  the  in- 
tention of  this  conference  to  be  bound  or  governed  by  the  form  of  church 
government  as  set  forth  in  the  Treatise  of  the  National  Association  of  Free 
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Will  Baptists,  nor  have  we  ever  understood  that  this  conference  was  bound 
by  the  form  of  church  government  as  set  forth  in  the  National  Treatise.  It 
has  in  fact  been  the  understanding  of  this  conference,  during  the  entire  time 
of  our  affiliation  with  the  National  Association  of  Free  Will  Baptists  that  the 
spirit  and  stated  principles  upon  which  the  National  Association  was  formed 
and  subsequently  upon  the  PROVISION  AND  CLAIM  on  page  39  of  the 
National  Treatise,  this  conference,  as  well  as  other  state  and  district  organiza- 
tions, has  been  and  is  still  free  to  continue  to  operate  under  our  own  establish- 
ed usages,  customs,  and  practices.  Therefore,  this  conference  has  considered 
and  understood  that  it  was  bound  and  governed  by,  and  remain  loyal  to,  the 
doctrines,  usages,  customs,  practices,  rules  and  regulations  of  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  in  particular. 

Resolution  No.  2 

Whereas,  it  is  observed  that  during  recent  months  many  absolutely 
false,  misleading,  and  deceiving  reports  and  items  of  information,  relative  to 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  institutions,  organizations,  programs,  and  in- 
dividuals, including  those  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  those  endorsed 
and  supported  by  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  have  been  circulated  through 
the  United  States  mail  and  otherwise,  and 

Whereas,  we  have  reasons  to  believe  that  at  least  a  part  of  the  above 
constitutes  criminal  action  and  the  illegal  use  of  the  United  States  mail  for 
the  purpose  of  fraud,  in  that  there  appears  to  have  been  the  willful  intent  to 
deprive  the  above  mentioned  institutions,  organizations,  programs,  and  in 
dividuals  of  the  false,  misleading,  and  deceiving  reports  and  items  of  informa- 
tion have  come,  and 

Whereas,  it  appears  to  us  that  the  above  publication  and  circulation 
constitutes  criminal  action  and  illegal  use  of  the  United  States  mail  for  the 
purpose  of  fraud  in  that  there  appears  to  have  present  the  intent  to  use 
deception,  deceit,  trickery,  artifice,  and  the  intentional  perversion  of  truth 
and  fact  in  efforts  to  induce  the  readers,  and  those  to  whom  knowledge  of 
such  publications  should  come,  to  believe  that  the  institutions,  organizations, 
programs,  and  individuals,  mentioned  above,  are  not  worthy  of  their  good 
name  and  reputation  and  the  confidence  of  the  public,  thereby  depriving  said 
institutions,  organizations,  programs,  and  individuals  of  their  civil  and  con- 
stitutional rights. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1.  That  the  officers  and  Executive  Committee  of  this  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  instructed  to  join  with  other 
organizations,  institutions,  programs,  and/or  individuals  which  may  be  in- 
volved, interested,  or  have  a  mutual  interest,  in  calling  upon  proper  authori- 
ties to  fully  investigate  these  matters  and  those, 

2.  That  the  officers  and  Executive  Committee  of  this  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  instructed  to  furnish  any  informa- 
tion and/or  evidence  that  may  be  in  their  possession  or  the  possession  of  this 
Cape  Fear  Conference  which  would  be  useful  in  the  investigation  called  for 
above.

Whereas,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  has  suffered  the  loss  of  churches  by- 
virtue  of  said  churches  leaving  the  faith  and  practices  of  the  Free  Will  Baptists 
of  North  Carolina,  and 

Whereas,  the  Mission  Board  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  is  investing 
money  in  churches  and  missions.

REPORT  OF  THE  ORDAINING  COUNCIL 
To  the  1962  Session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference

3.  The  council  declared  the  following  ministers  out  of  fellowship  with 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  declared  their  credentials  null  and  void  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Conference  because  of  their  having  joined  another  con- 
ference without  letters  of  dismission  and  because  they  now  belong  to  churches 
that  are  not  members  of  this  conference:  C.  H.  Coates,  Eugene  Waddell, 
Herman  Hersey,  Fred  Hersey,  Billy  Walker,  Carey  Watkins,  Lonnie  Cayton, 
Thomas  Johnson,  and  Eugene  Hales.  We  referred  this  action  to  the  execu- 
tive board  for  further  recommendation  to  the  conference. 

4.  The  council  requested  the  chairman,  Roland  Cherry,  to  write  to 
L.  R.  Ennis  regarding  reports  that  he  had  joined  the  General  Conference  and 
the  State  Association  without  proper  letter  of  dismission  and  that  he  had 
joined  a  church  outside  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  (Report  of  this  will  be 
heard  when  the  Executive  Boards  reports.) 

5.  The  council  recommends  Felton  Godwin  to  his  church  for  license  to 
preach  the  gospel  for  one  year. 

6.  The  council  recommends  that  the  conference  endorse  the  action  of  a 
planning  committee  meeting  recently  which  recommended  that  all  ordaining 
councils  in  the  state  work  together  toward  a  standard  form  for  examining  and 
ordaining  candidates  for  the  ministry.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

The  work  of  the  Mission  Board  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  this  year 
lias  been  with  the  Palmer  Memorial  Mission  in  the  Raleigh-Garner  area. 

On  May  1,  1962,  thirty-six  people  met  at  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ralph  Beaman  in  Raleigh  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Free  Will  Baptist 
Mission.  Present  were  Rev.  Ed  Taylor,  Moderator  of  the  Cape  Fear  Union 
Meeting,  Rev.  C.  M.  Coats,  Chairman  of  the  Cape  Fear  Mission  Board,  Rev. 
R.  H.  Jackson,  Chairman  of  the  State  Mission  Board,  and  Rev.  R.  W.  Allman, 
a  member  of  the  State  Mission  Board.  After  organizing,  all  officers  were 
elected  along  with  a  steering  committee  to  work  with  the  State  and  Con- 
ference Mission  Boards. 

This  Mission  in  the  beginning  met  in  the  homes  of  members,  later 
moving  to  the  Overby  Funeral  Chapel.  Since  then  a  member  of  the  Mission, 
Mr.  Moses  Farmer,  has  constructed  a  Prefab  Building  on  his  property  near 
the  intersections  of  Highway  70  and  401  East.  Mr.  Farmer  rents  this  build- 
ing to  the  Mission  for  fifty  dollars  (S  50.00)  per  month. 

There  was  an  average  attendance  of  Thirty  (30)  up  to  September  1, 
1962.    Since  that  date  the  attendance  has  increased  to  forty  (40). 

On  September  1,  1962,  the  Mission  secured  a  full-time  pastor,  Rev.  W. 
Rovster  Martin,  of  Micro.  Under  his  pastorate,  there  have  been  four  addi- 
tions to  the  Mission — three  by  letters  and  one  for  baptism. 
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The  Mission  Board  is  grateful  to  all  who  have  helped  to  make  it  possible 
to  assist  the  Mission  in  the  amount  of  $40  per  month. 

We  urge  each  church  to  include  a  liberal  amount  in  its  budget  for  Cape 
Fear  Missions.  This  money  will  be  used  to  support  Missions  that  will  be 
loyal  to  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Conven- 
tion. 

We  urge  each  pastor  throughout  the  year  to  stress  and  support  the  need 

for  a  greater  mission  program. 

For  1962-1963  we  propose  a  budget  of  $1200  for  Cape  Fear  Missions. 

This  would  help  to  organize  two  new  missions  during  this  conference  year.

PAUL  PALMER  INSTITUTE  FOR  CHRIS  TIAN  WORKERS 
A  Division  of  Mount  Olive  College 

Paul  Palmer  Institute  for  Christian  Workers  is  designed  to  provide  basic 
courses  needed  by  students  preparing  for  Christian  service.  For  the  con- 
venience of  ministers  and  laymen  who  cannot  attend  classes  on  the  Mount 
Olive  campus,  the  courses  are  offered  at  off-campus  centers  within  easy  din- 
ing distance  of  prospective  students.  In  addition  to  the  off-campus  courses, 
special  courses  will  be  offered  in  summer  sessions  on  the  college  campus. 

Although  no  college  credit  is  given  for  courses  offered  in  the  institute, 
a  certificate  will  be  given  to  students  who  complete  32  units  of  prescribed 
course  work.  If  all  courses  are  taken  in  sequence,  requirements  for  the 
certificate  may  be  met  in  40  weeks.  This  course  of  study  is  divided  into  four 
quarters,  and  each  quarter  is  ten  weeks  in  length.  A  student  may  take  as 
many  as  four  courses  each  quarter.  Each  course  meets  80  minutes  per  week 
and  carries  two  units  of  credit.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS 


OF  THE  CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  ORIGINAL  FREE 
WILL  BAPTISTS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  by  this  name  shall  it 
be  designated  in  all  its  work,  government  and  fraternal  relations. 

ARTICLE  II 

Composition — This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  and 
licensed  ministers  who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  confer- 
ence, all  general  officers  of  the  conference,  the  members  of  standing  boards, 
or  committees,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization,  and 
the  following  churches  together  with  those  that  may  subsequently  be  ad- 
mitted. 

Bethel  (Johnston),  Bethel  (Lenoir),  Casey's  Chapel,  Corinth,  Daly's 
Chapel,  Goldsboro,  Hopewell,  Johnson's  Union,  Lanwood  Chapel,  Lee's 
Chapel,  Oak  Grove,  Pleasant  Grove,  Powhatan,  Prospect,  Riverside,  Robert's 
Grove,  Raleigh,  Shady  Grove,  Smyrna,  Smithfield,  St.  John,  St.  Mary's 
Grove,  St.  Paul,  Steven's  Chapel,  Tee's  Chapel,  West  Clinton,  Wooten's 
Chapel,  Yelverton's  Grove. 

ARTICLE  III 

Purpose — The  general  purpose  of  this  conference  shall  be  the  exaltation 
of  Christ,  the  great  Head  of  the  Church;  the  edification  of  its  members, 
through  effective  teaching  and  mutual  encouragement  in  the  use  of  the 
manifold  means  of  grace;  the  unification  of  the  methods  and  programs  of 
its  affiliated  churches  and  subordinate  organizations;  and  the  coordination 
of  persistent  efforts  in  church  extension,  Christian  education,  benevolence 
and  evangelism. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — Every  church  affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
shall  represent  in  its  annual  sessions  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hun- 
dred members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  each  subordinate  general  organization 
shall  represent  with  three  delegates.  Reports  of  approved  delegates  shall  be 
rendered  by  each  church  and  subordinate  organization  at  the  yearly  session  of 
the  conference. 

ARTICLE  V 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  conference  shall  be  a  moderator, 
an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years.  The  term  of  office 
for  all  general  officers  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session  at  which 
they  are  elected. 
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Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers  may  be  elected  at  the 
option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  essential. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Boards  and  Subordinate  General  Organizations — It  shall  be  the  method 
of  this  conference  to  simplify  its  work  by  the  assignment  of  specific  functions 
to  representative  units  of  authority  which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  stand- 
ing boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations.  A  board  of  trustees,  a 
board  of  education,  a  board  of  missions  and  an  ordaining  council  consisting 
of  five  members  each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of 
these  boards  shall  be  five  years  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the 
tenure  of  office  of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1. — Standing  boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations  shall 
have  authority  to  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer  their  respective 
programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and  approval 
of  the  conference. 

Section  2. — The  executive  board  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  conference,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization 
and  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  education,  the  board  of  missions,  and  the 
board  of  ordination.  Membership  on  this  board  shall  be  contingent  upon 
and  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  offices  held  by  its  members. 

Section  3. — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  option  of 
the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Finance — Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  program  $10 
annually  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fractions  thereof.  All  funds 
shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  for  the  purposes  and  objects  ap- 
proved by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Admission  of  Churches — Any  properly  constituted  church  that  gives  evi- 
dence of  adherence  to  the  doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Eree  Will 
Baptists  and  a  desire  to  conform  to  the  policy  and  program  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  may  submit  its  petition  for  membership  through  an  offi- 
cial delegation  at  any  annual  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for 
membership  be  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship 
to  the  delegates  and  declare  them  duly  seated. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Fraternal  Delegations  and  Visitors — Fraternal  delegations  and  visitors 
shall  be  extended  all  the  privileges  of  the  conference  except  that  of  voting, 
serving  on  committees  or  holding  elective  offices. 

ARTICLE  X 

Meetings — The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  of  November.  The  host  church 
shall  be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session,  or  by  the  exe- 
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cutive  board.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed 
by  an  act  of  the  executive  board  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

ARTICLE  XII 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present,  provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  not  be  found  in  con 
flict  with  the  general  policy  of  Free  Will  Baptists. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1. — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 
to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference; to  appoint  temporary  committee,  delegates  and  representatives;  to 
fill  irregular  vacancies  that  may  occur  between  the  general  sessions  of  the 
conference;  to  serve  as  ex-officio  members  of  all  standing  boards  and  sub- 
ordinate general  organizations;  to  sign  official  documents  that  require  the  sig- 
nature of  the  moderator;  encourage  amicable  relations  among  ministers  of  the 
conference;  the  co-operation  of  the  churches  and  subordinate  general  organi- 
zations in  the  promotion  of  the  program  and  work  of  the  conference. 

Section  2. — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  those  of  the 
moderator  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct  or  when  he  is  absent. 

Section  3. — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceedings 
in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  He  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference;  hold  in  trust  all 
documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same  at  the  direction  of 
the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and  sign  such  docu- 
ments and  instruments  as  require  his  signature;  and  act  as  ex-officio  member 
of  the  executive  board. 

Section  4. — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  those  of  the 
secretary  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct,  or  is  absent. 

Section  5.— The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs  to 
the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
board,  or  any  standing  board  or  subordinate  general  organization  invested  of 
the  authority  to  authorize  the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  ac- 
curate account  of  all  funds  received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report 
according  to  the  conference.  He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the 
executive  board. 

Section  6. — The  executive  board  shall  have  power  to  act  in  the  behalf 
of  and  for  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  from  one  regular  session  to  another.  It 
shall  organize  at  will  and  discharge  the  administrative  duties  assigned  to  it. 
It  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  union  meeting,  plan  its  programs,  and  allo- 
cate to  the  objects  approved  by  the  conference  all  undesignated  funds  both 
of  the  conference  and  the  union  meeting. 

Section  7. — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust,  all  personal  and  real 
property,  gifts  and  bequests,  and  convey  or  expend  said  property  or  assets  as 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 
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Section  8. — Standing  boards  shall  have  power  to  organize  at  will,  to 
write  their  own  bylaws,  and  to  carry  out  the  general  purposes  for  which  they 
are  constituted.  They  shall  remain  subordinate  to  the  conference  and  re- 
port their  accomplishments  at  its  annual  sessions. 

Section  9. — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the 
conference:  Obituary,  temperance,  resolutions,  credentials,  nominations  and 
letter  digest. 

Section  10. — The  general  officers  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall 
be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  said  term  shall  begin  immediately 
following  the  session  at  which  they  are  elected. 

Members  of  standing  boards  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  five  years  and 
said  term  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  conference  at  which 
they  are  elected.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  the  first  member  elected 
shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  a  term  of  two  years,  the  third 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  the  fourth  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  the  fifth 
for  a  term  of  five  years;  and  that  successions  in  office  thereafter  shall  take 
place  as  order  requires — each  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Section  11. — All  reports,  resolutions  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  12. — The  voting  sign  shall  be  "Aye"  and  "Nay/'  or  any  other 
sign  the  moderator  may  deem  appropriate  to  the  question. 

Section  13. — No  minister,  officer  or  delegate  shall  be  at  liberty  to  re- 
tire from  the  building  during  a  session  of  the  conference  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  moderator. 

Section  14. — These  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
favorable  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  session  of  the  Cape 
I ;ear  Conference. 
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UNION  MEETING 


CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an  effec- 
tive agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully  pro- 
mote its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches  affili- 
ated with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  ministers  who 
are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all  general  offi- 
cers and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference  and  the 
union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  repre- 
sent in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues  and 
auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  per  cent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive  of 
funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  per  cent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  conference, 
but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular  session 
or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  modera- 
tor, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session  of  the 
union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Confernce.

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  executive 
board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have  pow- 
er to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular  ses- 
sions. It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare  and 
supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesignated 
funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed,  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secretary, 
assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  charge 
of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two 
offices  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided  further, 
that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this  board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when 
duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  reports  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in  session  and 
interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch  of 
the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice 
a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of  the 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 
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6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  co-operating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of  gen- 
eral Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  leagues  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  programs  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programing  shall  be  the  responsibility 
of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference-wide  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our 
people  when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference,  state 
or  national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise  all 
training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities  as- 
signed to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with 
bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administration 
of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  securing  an 
education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and  con- 
ditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  comple- 
tion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with  monthly, 
or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  discharged. 

15.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further,  that 
such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for 
three  years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter, 
for  a  term  each  of  five  years. 
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2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  offices  may 
be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the  execu- 
tive secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  at- 
tend to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply 
to  the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with  mis- 
sion funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point,  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to  place, 
plans  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences,  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

Meeting  Held  at 

Lee's  Chapel  Church,  November  12, 

1962

1.  The  ordaining  council  shall  be  at  liberty  to  organize  and  operate  in- 
dependent of  any  and  all  boards,  and  shall  be  required  to  answer  only  to  the 
annual  conference  of  churches,  or  the  executive  board. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  council  to  examine  all  applicants  for  license 
as  prescribed  in  the  North  Carolina  Treatise  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 

3.  The  ordaining  council  shall  examine  all  applicants  for  ordaination, 
when  a  request  is  made  by  some  church  that  wishes  his  services  as  pastor, 
and  shall  issue  him  a  suitable  certificate  for  ordination  when  the  ordaining 
examination  is  passed  successfully. 

4.  The  council  shall  not  be  at  liberty  to  ordain  any  man  to  the  gospel 
ministry  who  cannot  furnish  sufficient  proof  of  a  divine  call  and  reasonable 
preparation  which  qualifies  him  for  any  and  all  duties  required  of  a  pastor. 

5.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  recall  any  certificate  which  it  has 
issued  to  any  man,  when  and  if  he  has  failed  to  comply  with  any  and  all 
agreements  made  between  the  council  and  the  bearer. 
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6.  The  council  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  disciplinary 
measures  of  all  ministers  and  their  ministerial  labors. 

7.  These  bylaws  shall  be  in  full  effect  when  approved  by  the  annual 
conference  in  regular  session.

REPORT  OF  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

We  sincerely  thank  our  friends  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  for  help- 
ing to  make  1962-63  the  most  successful  year  in  the  history  of  Mount  Olive 
College.    Enrollment  and  financial  support  exceeded  all  previous  years. 

Twenty-six  churches  and  other  organizations  within  the  conference  con- 
tributed $7,376.74  during  our  fiscal  year  July  1,  1962,  through  June  30,  1963. 

Growth 

This  fall  our  enrollment  has  climbed  to  an  all-time  high  of  226.  Of 
this  number  131  are  boarding  students.  Because  college-owned  dormitory 
space  is  limited  to  22  students,  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  find  off-campus 
accommodations  for  109  students  this  fall.  It  was  only  by  urgent  appeals 
through  newspaper,  radio,  and  personal  friends  that  we  were  able  to  find 
enough  rooms  for  our  students. 

Moreover,  the  college  is  now  paying  more  than  $10,000  annually  in 
rent  for  space  to  house  its  students,  faculty  offices,  and  other  activities.  The 
future  growth  of  the  college  will  depend  upon  the  development  of  our  new 
90-acre  campus. 

Recommended  Quotas 

In  order  to  assure  the  continued  service  and  growth  of  the  college,  we 
have  submitted  to  our  churches  two  recommended  quotas  for  1963-64:  one 
quota  for  the  general  fund  and  another  for  the  development  fund.  A  sum- 
mary of  support  last  year  and  recommended  quotas  for  this  year  for  the 
churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  is  submitted  with  this  report. 

The  North  Carolina  State  Convention  has  approved  an  overall  budget 
of  $82,000  in  denominational  support  for  the  general  fund  and  $50,000  to 
the  development  fund  for  the  1963-64  fiscal  year. 

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  has  a  membership  of  approximately  4,080 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  and  your  recommended  quotas  total  $8,875  to 
the  general  fund  and  $7,855  to  the  development  fund. 

We  recognize  that  in  most  cases  the  recommended  quotas  will  require 
sincere  dedication  in  order  to  be  reached.  But  Christian  education  does  not 
come  easily  nor  is  it  cheap.  The  higher  the  goal,  the  greater  the  sacrifice 
required  to  attain  it.  Jesus  never  set  low  goals  for  His  followers,  and  neither 
can  the  church  today.    Christian  education  is  worth  whatever  it  costs.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS 

OF  THE  CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL 
BAPTISTS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  by  this  name  shall  it  be 
designated  in  all  its  work,  government,  and  fraternal  relations. 

ARTICLE  II 

Composition — This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  and 
licensed  ministers  who  have  been  received  into  the  conference  and  are 
members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  all  general  officers  of 
the  conference,  the  members  of  standing  boards,  or  committees,  the  presi- 
dent of  each  subordinate  general  organization,  and  all  churches  who  are  in 
good  standing  with  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  III 

Purpose — The  general  purpose  of  this  conference  shall  be  the  exaltation 
of  Christ,  the  great  Head  of  the  Church;  the  edification  of  its  members, 
through  effective  teaching  and  mutual  encouragement  in  the  use  of  the 
manifold  means  of  grace;  the  unification  of  the  methods  and  programs  of 
its  affiliated  churches  and  subordinate  organizations;  and  the  coordination 
of  persistent  efforts  in  church  extension.  Christian  education,  benevolence, 
and  evangelism. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — Every  church  affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
slrill  represent  in  its  annual  session  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  each  subordinate  general  organization  of 
the  conference  shall  represent  with  three  delegates.  Reports  of  approved 
delegates  shall  be  rendered  by  each  church  and  subordinate  organization  at 
the  yearly  session  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  V 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  conference  shall  be  a  moderator, 
vice-moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  each  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years.  The  term  of  office  for  all 
g(  i  eral  officers  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session  at  which  they 
are  elected.  Temporary  officers,  representatives,  or  messengers  may  be 
elected  at  the  option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  es- 
sential. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Boards  and  Subordinate  General  Organizations — It  shall  be  the  method 
of  this  conference  to  simplify  its  work  by  the  assignment  of  specific  func- 
tions to  representative  units  of  authority  which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as 
standing  boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations.  A  board  of  trustees, 
a  board  of  education,  a  board  of  missions,  and  an  ordaining  council  con-' 
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sisting  of  five  members  each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  mem- 
bers of  these  boards  shall  be  five  years  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  termi- 
nate the  tenure  of  office  of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1 — Standing  boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations  shall 
have  authority  to  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer  their  respective 
programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  Ac  aotlranty^  and-ap- 
preval      the  conference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  board  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  offi- 
cers of  the  conference,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization, 
and  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  education,  the  board  of  missions,  and  the 
board  of  ordination.  Membership  of  this  board  shall  be  contingent  upon 
and  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  offices  held  by  its  members. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 
conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Finance — Each  church  is  requested  to  contribute  to  the  conference  $10 
annually  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  AH  funds  shall 
be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  for  the  purpose  and  objects  approved 
by  the  conference,  and  an  itemized  treasurer's  report  shall  be  given  at  each 
annual  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Admission  of  Churches — Any  properly  constituted  church  that  gives 
evidence  of  adherence  to  the  doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  desire  to  conform  to  the  policies, 
practices,  customs,  and  usages  and  program  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
may  submit  its  petition  for  membership  through  an  official  delegation  at 
any  annual  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for  membership  be 
approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the  dele- 
gates and  declare  them  duly  seated. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Fraternal  Delegations  and  Visitors — Fraternal  delegations  and  visitors 
shall  be  extended  all  privileges  of  the  conference  except  that  of  voting,  serv- 
ing on  committees,  or  holding  elective  offices. 

ARTICLE  X 

Meetings — The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  The  host 
church  shall  be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session,  or  by 
the  executive  board.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be 
changed  by  act  of  the  executive  board  should  such  a  change  become  neces- 
sary. 

ARTICLE  XI 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  members 
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present,  provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  not  be  found  in  con- 
flict with  the  general  policy  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 
Any  proposed  amendment  must  be  laid  on  the  table  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  six  hours.    Copies  of  proposed  amendments  shall  be  made  available  to 

all  delegates. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 
to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference;  to  appoint  temporary  committees,  delegates,  and  representa- 
tives: to  fill  irregular  vacancies  that  may  occur  between  the  general  sessions 
of  the  conference;  to  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and 
subordinate  general  organizations;  to  sign  official  documents  that  require 
the  signature  of  the  moderator;  encourage  cordial  relations  among  ministers 
of  the  conference;  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  and  subordinate  general 
organizations  in  the  promotion  of  the  program  and  work  of  the  conference. 

Section  2 — The  duties  of  the  vice-moderator  shall  be  those  of  the  mode- 
rator when  the  latter  shall  so  direct  or  when  he  is  absent. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceed- 
ings  in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  prepare  and 
cause  to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference; 
hold  in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same  at 
the  direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and  sign 
such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  the  secretary's  signature;  and 
erve  as  a  member  of  executive  board. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  those  of  the 
secretary  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct,  or  is  absent. 

Section  5 — T  he  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs  to 
the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
board,  or  any  standing  board  or  subordinate  general  organization  invested  of 
the  authority  to  authorize  the  disbursement  of  funds.  Me  shall  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  all  funds  received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual 
itemized  report  according  to  the  conference.  He  shall  serve  as  member  of 
the  executive  board. 

Section  6 — The  executive  board  shall  have  power  to  act  in  the  behalf 
>)f  and  for  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  from  one  regular  session  to  another, 
but  shall  make  report  at  annual  conference  for  approval.  It  shall  organize 
at  will  and  discharge  the  administrative  duties  assigned  to  it.  It  shall  super- 
\  ise  tli'  w  ork  of  the  union  meeting  and  allocate  to  the  objects  approved  by 
the  conference  all  undesignated  funds  both  of  the  conference  and  the  union 
meeting. 

Section  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust,  all  personal  and 
real  property,  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  conference,  and  convey  or  expend 
said  property  or  assets  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 — Standing  boards  shall  have  power  to  organize  at  will,  to 
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write  their  own  bylaws,  and  carry  out  the  general  purpose  for  which  they 
are  constituted.  They  shall  remain  subordinate  to  the  conference  and  re- 
port their  accomplishments  at  its  annual  session. 

Section  9 — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the 
conference:  obituary,  temperance,  resolutions,  credentials,  nominating,  and 
letter  digest. 

Section  10 — The  general  officers  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  said  term  shall  begin  immediately  follow- 
ing the  sessions  at  which  they  are  elected.  Members  of  standing  boards 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  five  years  and  said  term  shall  begin  at  the  close 
of  the  session  of  the  conference  at  which  they  are  electd.  It  is  provided, 
however,  that  the  first  member  elected  shall  serve  a  term  of  one  year,  the 
second  a  term  of  two  years,  the  third  a  term  of  three  years,  the  fourth  a 
term  of  four  years,  and  the  fifth  a  term  of  five  years;  and  that  successions 
in  office  thereafter  shall  take  place  as  order  requires,  each  for  a  term  of  five 
years. 

Section  11 — All  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  shall  be  con- 
sidered properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  12 — The  voting  sign  shall  be  "Aye"  and  "Nay,"  or  any  other 
sign  the  moderator  may  deem  appropriate  to  the  question. 

Section  13 — No  minister,  officer,  or  delegate  shall  be  at  liberty  to  retire 
from  the  building  during  a  session  of  the  conference  without  the  consent  of 
the  moderator. 

Section  14 — These  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
favorable  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  session  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  as  stipulated  in  Article  XI  of  the  constitution. 
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UNION  MEETING 

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an  effec- 
tive agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully  pro- 
mote its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches  af- 
filiated with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  ministers 
who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all  general 
officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference  and  the 
union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  repre- 
sent in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delgate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues,  and 
auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  percent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive  of 
funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  percent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues,  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  confer- 
ence, but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular 
session  or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  modera- 
tor, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session  of 
the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting.

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  executive 
board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have  pow- 
er to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular  ses- 
sions. It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare  and 
supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesignated 
funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed,  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tin, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any 
two  offices  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this  board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when 
duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  reports  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in  session  and 
interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch  of 
the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice 
a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of  the 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  cooperating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of  gen- 
era! Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction,  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  leagues  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 
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8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  programs  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programing  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our 
people  when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference, 
state,  or  national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise 
all  training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administra- 
tion of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  secur- 
ing an  education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and 
conditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

E.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1  %  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  comple- 
tion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with  month- 
ly, or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  discharged. 

15.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further,  that 
such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter,  for 
a  term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  offices  may 
be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the  execu- 
tive secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  at- 
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tend  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pa}-  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply- 
to  the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with  mis- 
sion funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to  place, 
plans,  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  bocird  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

REPORT  OF  THE  ORDAINING  COUNCIL 
The  ordaining  council  has  held  five  meetings  and  conducted  one 
ordination  service  during  the  past  year. 

On  November  18,  1963,  Brother  Robert  David  Jones  was  examined  for 
ministerial  license.  The  council  recommended  him  to  Johnston  Union 
Church  for  license  to  preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
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Church  for  a  period  of  one  year.  His  name  is  to  be  placed  on  the  roll 
of  licensed  ministers. 

On  December  29,  1963,  Brother  Felton  Godwin  was  ordained  to  the 
gospel  ministry  at  Oak  Grove  Church. 

On  January  15,  1964,  Brother  Larry  Coates  was  examined  for  ministerial 
license.  The  council  recommended  him  to  Powhatan  Church  for  license  to 
preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  for  a  period  of 
one  year.    His  name  is  to  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  licensed  ministers. 

On  March  2,  1964,  Brothers  Raeford  Lee  and  Wilson  Dowdy  were 
examined  for  ministerial  license.  The  council  recommended  them  to  Bethel 
Church  for  license  to  preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  for  a  period  of  one  year.  Their  names  are  to  be  placed  on  the 
roll  of  licensed  ministers. 

On  March  2,  1964,  at  the  request  of  Pleasant  Grove  Church,  the  license 
of  T.  Allen  Johnson  were  made  void  and  his  name  is  to  be  dropped  from 
the  roll  of  licensed  ministers. 

On  May  2  5,  1964,  Brother  William  Taylor  Hill  was  examined  for 
ministerial  license.  The  council  recommended  him  to  the  First  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church  of  Goldsboro  for  license  to  preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  for  a  period  of  one  year.  His  name  is  to  be  placed 
on  the  roll  of  licensed  ministers. 

Brother  James  N.  Gay,  having  become  a  member  of  Bethel  Church 
and  having  been  recommended  by  them,  was  examined  and  reissued  creden- 
tials, and  by  agreement  was  received  as  an  ordained  minister  under  the 
watch  care  of  the  council  for  one  year.  His  name  is  to  be  placed  on  the 
roll  of  ordained  ministers. 

The  ordaining  council  presents  the  following  recommendations  to  the 
conference: 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  ministers  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
be  required  to  attend  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference  in  person  or  by 
letter;  and  if  they  fail  to  do  so  for  two  consecutive  sessions,  their  names 
be  dropped  from  the  roll  of  ministers  and  their  credentials  called  for;  and 
that  the  ordaining  council  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  recommendation,  assisted  by  the  clerk  of  the  conference. 
Ministers  on  the  superannuated  list  to  be  exempted  from  this  requirement. 

2.  We  recommend  that  identification  cards  for  the  ordained  ministers 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  be  issued  at  each  annual  session  of  the  con- 
ference to  those  attending  in  person  or  by  letter. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  Reverend  J.  F.  Timmons  be  granted  full 
membership  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  and  that  his  name  be  placed  on 
the  roll  of  ordained  ministers. 

4.  We  recommend  that  the  Reverend  W.  B.  Rapcr  be  received  into 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  pending  a  letter  of  transfer  from  the  Central 
Conference,  and  upon  receipt  of  said  letter  that  his  name  be  placed  on  the 
roll  of  ordained  ministers. 
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5.  We  recommend  that  the  Reverend  Roland  C.  Cherry  be  granted  a 
letter  of  transfer  to  the  Western  Conference. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  Reverend  Boyd  Shook  be  granted  member- 
ship in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  and  that  his  name  be  placed  on  the  roll 
of  ordained  ministers.    He  came  by  letter  from  the  Western  Conference. 

7.  We  recommend  that  the  Reverends  Fred  S.  Powers  and  E.  C.  Morris 
be  granted  membership  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  pending  receipt  of  a 
letter  of  transfer  from  the  Central  Conference,  and  upon  receipt  of  said 
letter  their  names  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  ordained  ministers. 

8.  Whereas,  the  ordaination  certificates  presently  being  held  by  many 
of  the  ministers  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"This  certificate  of  ordaination  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  for  life  or 
during  the  maintenance  of  sound  doctrine  and  good  moral  character.  It 
shall  be  subject  to  recall  or  annulment  by  a  council  of  at  least  three  ordained 
ministers  called  by  the  church  to  which  he  belongs,  and  upon  official 
demand  by  said  church,  he  is  hereby  placed  under  solemn  promise  to  deliver 
this  certificate";  and 

Whereas,  this  is  not  now  in  keeping  with  the  established  customs  and 
practices  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference: 

We  therefore  recommend:  That  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  declare  void 
that  part  of  ordination  certificate  quoted  above  appearing  identical  or  in 
essence  on  the  ordination  certificate  now  held  by  the  ministers  of  the 
conference;  and 

That  the  following  amendment  be  attached  to  replace  that  part  made 
void,  bearing  the  signature  of  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  ordaining 
council:  "The  certificate  of  ordination  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  for 
life,  or  during  the  maintenance  of  sound  doctrine  and  good  moral  character. 
It  shall  be  subject  to  recall  or  annulment  by  the  conference  or  association 
to  which  the  above  named  belongs,  and  upon  official  demand  by  said  con- 
ference or  association,  the  above  named  is  hereby  placed  under  solemn 

promise  to  deliver  this  certificate.   .

We  further  recommend  that  the  ordaining  council  examine  the  creden- 
tials of  ministers  desiring  to  take  membership  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
to  determine  if  the  above  mentioned  amendment  should  be  attached  to  their 
credentials.  Should  this  be  necessary,  the  ministers  desiring  membership 
must  agree  to  this  amendment  before  being  recommended  by  the  council 
for  membership.

REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  CONVENTION 

The  Cape  Fear  District  Auxiliary  Convention  has  held  two  conventions 
this  year.  The  spring  meeting  was  held  April  8,  1964,  with  the  Smithfield 
Auxiliary,  and  the  fall  meeting  was  held  on  October  14,  1964,  with  the 
Roberts  Grove  Auxiliary. 

The  convention  consists  of  twenty-two  auxiliaries  with  a  membership 
of  484.  The  convention  sponsors  three  youth  organizations:  namely,  the 
Youth  Fellowship  Auxiliary,  Ambassadors  for  Christ,  and  Cherub  Auxiliary. 

The  project  for  the  Metal  Building  has  been  completed  this  year  and 
is  being  used  by  the  Roanoke  Rapids  Mission.

REPORT  OF  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOME 
We  thank  you  for  the  valuable  support  you  gave  this  Children's  Home 
last  year.  Our  records  show  that  during  the  year  ending  August  31,  1964, 
we  received  a  total  of  $5,445.84  from  individuals,  churches,  and  other 
organizations  of  your  district.  (This  included  gifts  from  all  sources  and 
for  all  purposes  and  is  the  amount  actually  received  in  our  office,  but  does 
not  include  funds  that  were  en  route  at  the  close  of  the  year.)  Twenty- 
three  of  your  churches  were  represented  by  these  gifts. 

In  addition  to  the  cash  given  by  you  during  the  year  many  of  you  also 
remembered  this  Home  with  coupons,  food,  linens,  clothing,  visits,  prayers, 
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and  in  many  other  ways.  All  of  these  have  been  very  helpful  and  are  deeply 
appreciated. 

We  now  have  seventy-six  children  in  our  care.  One  other  child  has 
been  approved  for  admission.  Applications  are  pending  for  several  children 
more  than  we  will  be  able  to  care  for. 

The  total  number  of  children  who  have  been  admitted  to  this  Home, 
since  it  was  opened  on  May  23,  1920,  is  now  526.  Applications  have  been 
made  for  man}'  others  who  were  worthy,  but  for  whom  we  had  no  room.  We 
need  to  enlarge  our  facilities  if  we  are  to  serve  all  those  who  look  to  us 
and  are  worthy. 

Most  of  our  plans  for  improvement  and  expansion  for  the  next  five 
years  are  incorporated  in  our  Golden  Anniversary  Development  Program 
which  was  adopted  by  our  board  of  trustees  on  September  3  and  endorsed  by 
our  State  Convention  in  its  recent  session.  We  urge  you  to  become  familiar 
with  this  program  and  help  to  carry  it  out.  The  outline  of  this  development 
program  was  published  in  The  Free  Will  Baptist  recently.  Mimeographed 
copies  are  also  available  at  this  meeting.  Anyone  desiring  further  information 
is  invited  to  visit,  call,  or  write  the  superintendent. 

We  have  distributed  at  this  meeting  a  report  of  the  gifts  from  this 
district  during  last  year  and  a  listing  of  the  suggested  quotas  for  the  year 
1964-1965. 

We  realize  that,  in  some  cases,  the  new  quotas  represent  an  increase 
over  last  year.  However,  these  new  quotas  are  based  upon  our  needs  for 
general  operating  funds  and  to  help  reach  the  goals  established  in  our  Golden 
Anniversary  Development  Program.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  carry  out  our 
development  and  expansion  program  without  a  special  building  fund 
campaign  or  the  use  of  special  building  fund  quotas.

REPORT  OF  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

We  are  happy  to  share  with  our  friends  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  a 
report  on  the  progress  and  future  plans  of  Mount  Olive  College.  We  are 
grateful  to  you  for  helping  to  make  1963-64  the  most  successful  year  in  the 
history  of  the  college.  A  report  of  the  gifts  received  is  listed  by  churches  and 
is  attached  hereto. 

Enrollment  for  the  fall  semester  totaled  290  students  from  eight  states 
and  two  foreign  countries,  for  an  increase  of  61  over  the  fall  of  1963. 

A  $1  million  development  program  on  our  now  90-acre  campus  is  now- 
underway.  Contracts  totaling  $815,000  have  been  awarded  for  an  academic 
building  designed  to  accommodate  350  students  and  a  three-unit  dormitory 
complex  with  rooming  facilities  for  132  students.  The  college  has  available 
in  gifts  and  loans  $700,000  to  apply  on  these  contracts.  The  North  Carolina 
Sate  Convention  has  called  upon  Free  Will  Baptists  to  raise  by  June  30, 
1965,  the  additional  $115,000  needed  to  complete  these  buildings. 

This  development  program  is  the  most  aspiring  undertaking  in  the  history 
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of  our  denomination.  It  is  a  challenge  to  greatness  to  which  Free  Will 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  responding  with  faith  and  dedication. 

The  general  operating  budget  for  the  1964-65  fiscal  year  totals  $298,830, 
and  of  this  amount  the  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  asked  to 
contribute  $60,250.  Individual  church  quotas  for  the  general  fund  have 
been  prepared  and  mailed.  The  successful  operation  of  the  college  depends 
upon  each  church  giving  its  fair  share. 

High  school  seniors  should  make  their  application  now  for  admission 
to  the  fall  semester  in  1965.  Mount  Olive  College  is  dedicated  to  providing 
opportunities  in  Christian  higher  education  for  the  largest  number  of  Free 
Will  Baptist  young  people. 

We  ask  our  friends  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  to  join  hands  with 
us  to  assure  that  no  worthy  student  is  denied  the  opportunity  to  achieve 
his  highest  intellectual  and  spiritual  destiny.

Realizing  the  ministry  is  more  competitive  than  ever  before,  that  today's 
ministry  includes  much  more  than  preaching  and  visiting,  that  our  churches 
are  requiring  better  prepared  ministers,  and  that  to  be  unprepared  is  to 
seriously  curtail  one's  ministry,  thereby  weakening  the  whole  church; 
Be  it  resolved: 

1.  That  we  commend  our  ordaining  council  for  participating  in  state- 
wide meeting  of  conference  ordaining  councils  to  work  toward  standard 
procedure  throughout  the  state  for  odraining  ministers. 

2.  That  we  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
go  on  record  as  giving  our  hearty  support  to  this  statewide  movement  and 
urge  them  to  come  forth  with  recommendations  as  soon  as  possible. 
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Realizing  the  age  in  which  we  live  demands  more  than  ever  before  that 
we  be  informed  churchmen,  and  that  we  should  be  able  to  give  an  answer 
to  every  man  who  asks  about  the  hope  that  lieth  within  us,  and  realizing 
that  many  difficulties  are  resolved  by  knowledge; 

Be  it  resolved: 

1.  That  we  call  the  attention  of  our  people  to  a  statement  in  the 
"Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina"  Pages  49  and  50:  "Reception  of  members — Any  person  who 
gives  evidence  of  a  change  of  heart,  professes  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
and  has  been  baptized  by  a  duly  ordained  minister,  and  to  whom  the  church 
covenant  has  been  read  and  explained,  and  by  whom  accepted,  shall  be 
received  into  the  church.''' 

2.  That  we  urge  our  pastors  to  follow  this  procedure. 

3.  That  they  enlarge  this  procedure  by  having  candidates  for  church 
membership  attend  classes,  taught  by  the  pastor,  on  the  history,  organization, 
doctrine,  and  practices  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS 

OF  THE  CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL 
BAPTISTS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  by  this  name  shall  it  be 
designated  in  all  its  work,  government,  and  fraternal  relations. 

ARTICLE  II 

Composition — This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  and 
licensed  ministers  who  have  been  received  into  the  conference  and  are 
members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  all  general  officers  of 
the  conference,  the  members  of  standing  boards,  or  committees,  the  presi- 
dent of  each  subordinate  general  organization,  and  all  churches  who  are  in 
good  standing  with  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  III 

Purpose — The  general  purpose  of  this  conference  shall  be  the  exaltation 
of  Christ,  the  great  Head  of  the  Church;  the  edification  of  its  members, 
through  effective  teaching  and  mutual  encouragement  in  the  use  of  the 
manifold  means  of  grace;  the  unification  of  the  methods  and  programs  of 
its  affiliated  churches  and  subordinate  organizations;  and  the  coordination 
of  persistent  efforts  in  church  extension.  Christian  education,  benevolence, 
and  evangelism. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — Every  church  affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
shall  represent  in  its  annual  session  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  each  subordinate  general  organization  of 
the  conference  shall  represent  with  three  delegates.  Reports  of  approved 
delegates  shall  be  rendered  by  each  church  and  subordinate  organization  at 
the  yearly  session  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  V 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  conference  shall  be  a  moderator, 
vice-moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  each  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years.  The  term  of  office  for  all 
general  officers  shall  begin  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session  at  which  they 
are  elected.  Temporary  officers,  representatives,  or  messengers,  may  be 
elected  at  the  option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  es- 
sential. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Boards  and  Subordinate  General  Organizations — It  shall  be  the  method 
of  this  conference  to  simplify  its  work  by  the  assignment  of  specific  func- 
tions to  representative  units  authority  which  shall  hereafter  be  known  as 
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standing  boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations.  A  board  of  trustees, 
a  board  of  education,  a  board  of  missions,  and  an  ordaining  council  con- 
sisting of  five  members  each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  mem- 
bers of  these  boards  shall  be  five  years  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  termi- 
nate the  tenure  of  office  of  one  member  annually. 

Setcion  1 — Standing  boards  and  subordinate  general  organizations  shall 
have  authority  to  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer  their  respective 
programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and  approval 
of  the  conference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  board  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  offi- 
cers of  the  conference,  the  president  of  each  subordinate  general  organization, 
and  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  education,  the  board  of  missions,  and  the 
boards  of  ordination.  Membership  of  this  board  shall  be  contingent  upon 
and  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  offices  held  by  its  members. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 
conference  for  whatever  purpose  deemed  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Finance — Each  church  is  requested  to  contribute  to  the  conference  $10 
annually  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  All  funds  shall 
be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  for  the  purpose  and  objects  approved 
by  the  conference,  and  an  itemized  treasurer's  report  shall  be  given  at  each 
annual  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Admission  of  Churches — Any  properly  constituted  church  that  gives 
evidence  of  adherence  to  the  doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  desire  to  conform  to  the  policies, 
practices,  customs,  and  usages  and  program  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
may  submit  its  petition  for  membership  through  an  official  delegation  at 
any  annual  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for  membership  be 
approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the  dele- 
gates and  declare  them  duly  seated. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Fraternal  Delegations  and  Visitors — Fraternal  delegations  and  visitors 
shall  be  extended  all  privileges  of  the  conference  except  that  of  voting,  serv- 
ing on  committees,  or  holding  elective  offices. 

ARTICLE  X 

Meetings — The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  The  host 
church  shall  be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session,  or  by 
the  executive  board.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be 
changed  by  act  of  the  executive  board  should  such  a  change  become  neces- 
sary. : 
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ARTICLE  XI 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present,  provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  not  be  found  in  con- 
flict with  the  general  policy  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 
Any  proposed  amendment  must  be  laid  on  the  table  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  six  hours.  Copies  of  proposed  amendments  shall  be  made  available  to 
all  delegates. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 
to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference;  to  appoint  temporary  committees,  delegates,  and  representa- 
tives; to  fill  irregular  vacancies  that  may  occur  between  the  general  sessions 
of  the  conference;  to  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and 
subordinate  general  organizations;  to  sign  official  documents  that  require 
the  signature  of  the  moderator;  encourage  cordial  relations  among  ministers 
of  the  conference;  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  and  subordinate  general 
organizations  in  the  promotion  of  the  program  and  work  of  the  conference. 

Section  2 — The  duties  of  the  vice-moderator  shall  be  those  of  the  mode- 
rator when  the  latter  shall  so  direct  or  when  he  is  absent. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceed- 
ings in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  prepare  and 
cause  to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference; 
hold  in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same  at 
the  direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and  sign 
such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  the  secretary's  signature;  and 
serve  as  a  member  of  executive  board. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  those  of  the 
secretary  when  the  latter  shall  so  direct,  or  is  absent. 

Section  5 — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs  to 
the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
board,  or  any  standing  board  or  subordinate  general  organization  invested  of 
the  authority  to  authorize  the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  all  funds  received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual 
itemized  report  according  to  the  conference.  He  shall  serve  as  member  of 
the  executive  board. 

Section  6 — The  executive  board  shall  have  power  to  act  in  the  behalf 
of  and  for  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  from  one  regular  session  to  another, 
but  shall  make  report  at  annual  conference  for  approval.  It  shall  organize 
at  will  and  discharge  the  administrative  duties  assigned  to  it.  It  shall  super- 
vise the  work  of  the  union  meeting  and  allocate  to  the  objects  approved  by 
the  conference  all  undesignated  funds  both  of  the  conference  and  the  union 
meeting. 

Section  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust,  all  personal  and 
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real  property,  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  conference,  and  convey  or  expend 
said  property  or  assets  as  the  Cape  fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 — Standing  boards  shall  have  power  to  organize  at  will,  to 
write  their  own  bylaws,  and  carry  out  the  general  purpose  for  which  they 
are  constituted.  They  shall  remain  subordinate  to  the  conference  and  re- 
port their  accomplishments  at  its  annual  session. 

Section  9 — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the 
conference:  obituary,  temperance,  resolutions,  credentials,  nominating,  and 
letter  digest. 

Section  10 — The  general  officers  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  said  term  shall  begin  immediately  follow- 
ing the  sessions  at  which  they  are  elected.  Members  of  standing  boards 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  five  years  and  said  term  shall  begin  at  the  close 
of  the  session  of  the  conference  at  which  they  are  elected.  It  is  provided, 
however,  that  the  first  member  elected  shall  serve  a  term  of  one  year,  the 
second  a  term  of  two  years,  the  third  a  term  of  three  years,  the  fourth  a 
term  of  four  years,  and  the  fifth  a  term  of  five  years;  and  that  successions 
in  office  thereafter  shall  take  place  as  order  requires,  each  for  a  term  of  five 
years. 

Section  11 — All  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  shall  be  con- 
sidered properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  12 — The  voting  sign  shall  be  "Aye"  and  "Nay,"  or  any  other 
sign  the  moderator  may  deem  appropriate  to  the  question. 

Section  1 3 — No  minister,  officer,  or  delegate  shall  be  at  liberty  to  retire 
from  the  building  during  a  session  of  the  conference  without  the  consent  of 
the  moderator. 

Section  14 — These  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
favorable  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  session  of  the  Cape- 
Fear  Conference  as  stipulated  in  Article  XI  of  the  constitution. 


UNION  MEETING 


CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an  effec- 
tive agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully  pro- 
mote its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches  af- 
filiated with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  ministers 
who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all  general 
officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference  and 
the  union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  repre- 
sent in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues,  and 
auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  percent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive  of 
funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  percent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues,  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  confer- 
ence, but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular 
session  or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  modera- 
tor, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session  of 
the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 
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ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  executive 
board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have  pow- 
er to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular  ses- 
sions. It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare  and 
supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesignated 
funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any 
two  offices  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this  board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  boards  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when 
duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  reports  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in  session  and 
interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch  of 
the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  as  least  twice 
a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  it  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 
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6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  cooperating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of  gen- 
eral Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction,  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  league  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  programs  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programing  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our 
people  when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference, 
state,  or  national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise 
all  training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administra- 
tion of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  secur- 
ing an  education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and 
conditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  of  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security'  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  \%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  comple- 
tion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with  month- 
ly, or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  discharged. 

1  5.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  tabic  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further, 
that  such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter,  for 
a  term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
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tary,  and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  offices  may 
be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the  execu- 
tive secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  at- 
tend to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply 
to  the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with  mis- 
sion funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to  place, 
plans,  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE

and  that  each  person  be  responsible  for  his  own  lunch  provided  by  a  local 
restaurant  and  served  at  the  church  at  the  noon  hour.  That  the  host  pastors 
and  Rev.  C.  M.  Coates  serve  as  a  food  committee  for  the  two-day  session.

Tentative  date  set  for  October  14,  1965,  at  Shady  Grove 
Church,  at  8  p.  m.

REPORT  OF  THE  ORDAINING  COUNCIL 

The  ordaining  council  has  held  six  meetings  and  conducted  one  ordina- 
tion service  during  the  year. 

On  November  23,  1965,  the  following  two  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  That  since  J.  Vernon  Barbour  no  longer  belongs  to  a  member  church 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  having  left  the  conference  without  a  proper 
letter  of  dismission;  therefore,  we  declare  that  he  is  not  now  in  good  standing 
with  the  conference;  and  furthermore,  v/e  recognize  his  credentials  as  null 
and  void  within  the  bounds  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  that  this  action 
be  published  in  the  Free  Will  Baptist  paper.  His  name  is  to  be  dropped 
from  the  roll  of  ordained  ministers. 

2.  Since  there  has  been  some  question  in  regards  to  the  proper  procedure 
to  follow  in  regards  to  the  renewal  of  license,  the  following  is  given  as  a  gen- 
eral statement  by  the  ordaining  council:  (1)  The  procedure  set  forth  in  the 
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Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  followed  in  dealing  with  all  ap- 
plicants who  may  appear  before  the  council.  (2)  It  is  further  stated  for 
clarification  that  the  license  of  the  applicant  must  not  be  allowed  to  lapse  for 
any  period  of  time  prior  to  ordaination.  The  licentiate  is  solely  responsible 
to  keep  his  license  renewed.  If  he  desires,  before  his  license  lapse,  he  may 
request  the  church  of  which  he  is  a  member  to  renew  them  for  one  year. 
The  church  must  report  their  action  to  the  ordaining  council.  (3)  How- 
ever, it  is  further  stated,  that  the  council  may  impose  additional  requirements, 
not  in  conflict  with  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline,  upon  anyone  who 
may  appear  before  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  applicant  and  the  safe  guard 
of  the  faith. 

On  November  28,  1964,  Brother  C.  H.  Parrish  was  examined  for  minis- 
terial license.  The  council  recommended  him  to  Steven's  Chapel  Church 
for  license  to  preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church 
for  a  period  of  one  year.  His  name  is  to  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  licensed 
ministers. 

On  January  25,  196 9,  Brothers  Rayford  Lee,  Wilson  Dowdy,  and  Taylor 
Hill  came  before  the  council,  recommended  by  their  churches,  to  be  given 
the  examination  for  ordaination  to  the  gospel  ministry.  The  examination 
was  begun  at  this  meeting  and  continued  in  the  April  14  and  May  23  meet- 
ings. 

On  May  24,  1965,  Brothers  Wilson  Dowdy  and  Rayford  Lee  completed 
their  examination  for  ordination.  Plans  were  made  for  the  ordination  of 
Brother  Dowdy  who  had  accepted  the  call  to  pastor  Steven's  Chapel  Church. 
Brother  Rayford  Lee  was  informed  that  he  could  be  ordained  whenever  a 
church  called  him  as  pastor.  Brother  Taylor  Hill  will  carry  his  license  for 
another  year. 

Brother  David  Barrow  was  examined  for  ministerial  license.  The  coun- 
cil recommended  him  to  Pleasant  Crove  Church  for  license  to  preach  the 
gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  for  a  period  of  one  year. 
His  name  is  to  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  licensed  ministers. 

On  August  23,  1965,  at  his  request,  the  credentials  of  J.  Garland  Teaslcy 
were  made  void  and  his  name  is  to  be  dropped  from  the  roll  of  ordained 
ministers. 

On  August  28,  1965,  Brother  Wilson  Dowdy  was  ordained  to  the  gospel 
ministry  at  the  Cape  Fear  Union  Meeting  convening  at  Riverside  Church. 
His  name  is  to  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  ordained  ministers. 

Larry  Coates'  license  have  expired  and  his  name  is  to  be  dropped  from 
the  roll  of  licensed  ministers. 

The  ordaining  council  presents  the  following  recommendation  to  the 
conference:  We  recommend  that  all  candidates  for  ordaination  be  ordained 
at  the  worship  service  of  the  annual  conference  on  the  second  day  of  the  con- 
ference except  in  cases  of  emergency.

On  the  same  day,  Brothers  Jesse  Caton  and  George  Buck  were  examined  for 
ministerial  license.  The  council  recommended  them  to  their  churches  for 
license  to  preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  for  a 
period  of  one  year.  Their  names  are  to  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  licensed 
ministers. 

We  recommend  that  the  Rev.  David  Charles  Hansley  be  granted  a  let- 
ter of  transfer  to  the  Eastern  Conference  and  the  Rev.  Kemery  Ard  be  grant- 
ed a  letter  of  transfer  to  the  Central  Conference. 

We  recommend  that  the  Rev.  Eddie  Edwards  be  granted  a  membership 
in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  pending  receipt  of  a  letter  of  transfer  from  the 
Piedmont  Conference,  and  upon  receipt  of  said  letter,  his  name  be  placed  on 
the  roll  of  ordained  ministers. 

Since  the  church  is  to  call  its  own  pastor  out  of  the  duly  ordained  min- 
isters, and  since  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  recognizes  those  holding  mem- 
bership in  the  conference  as  being  the  dulv  ordained  ministers;  therefore,, 
we  recommend  that  all  ministers  not  members  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
be  cleared  for  pastoral  work  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  the  ordaining 
council  before  pastoring  churches  in  our  conference. 

We  recommend  that  the  Rev.  Marion  Austin  Carter  be  granted  mem- 
bership in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  pending  receipt  of  a  letter  of  trans- 
fer from  the  Central  Conference;  and  upon  receipt  of  said  letter,  his  name 
be  placed  on  the  roll  of  ordained  ministers.

STATE  CONVENTION'S  MISSION  REPORT 
(November  4.  1965) 

Those  who  are  committed  the  responsibility  of  directing  the  missions 
program  of  the  convention  arc  very  grateful  for  the  support  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference  churches  have  given  to  missions  during  the  past  year.  We 
look  forward  for  faithful  support  from  the  member  churches  again  this 
year.  We  arc  ready  and  willing  to  assist  you  in  your  efforts  to  support  mis- 
sions this  year.    If  you  need  our  services,  please  feel  free  to  call  on  us. 

The  budget  last  year  was  $50,000.  Our  total  income  was  $37,941.74. 
We  fell  short  of  our  budget,  S 1  2,0  58.26;  however,  our  receipts  were  approxi- 
mately $8,000  bove  the  previous  year.  1  he  convention  has  adopted  a  total 
budget  of  $50,000  again  this  year.  It  remains  to  be  seen  what  we  can  do 
for  missions  when  all  of  us  faithfully  support  the  cause  for  which  the  church 
exist.    Only  through  missions  can  we  survive. 

In  the  Cape  Fear  District,  the  Palmer  Memorial  Mission  organiza- 
tion lias  received  assistance  during  the  passed  year  the  amount  of  $1,100 
and  is  applying  for  support  for  another  year.  The  Fayetteville  Mission 
Church  has  received  designated  funds  but  has  never  applied  for  assistance 
m  their  work.  The  Mount  Olive  Church  has  received  pastoral  assistance 
in  the  amount  of  SI, 200  during  the  passed  year. 

In  the  convention's  home  missions  department  there  is  a  total  of  fif- 
teen mission  church  organizations,  in  Mexico,  in  our  foreign  missions  de- 
partment, there  are  eight  mission  organizations  under  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Tim- 
mons,  director.  Progress  is  being  m  tde  in  the  work  there.  No  support  is 
going  to  Arizona-Mexico  Missions  work.  None  is  scheduled  to  be  given 
until  settlement  is  made  for  the  past  support.  The  Arizona-Mexico  pro- 
iect  is  far  less  than  half  of  our  operation  in  Mexico;  however,  it  has  been 
much  more  expensive  than  the  work  directly  under  our  supervision.  If 
any  church  group  or  individual  has  given  any  designated  funds  for  Arizona- 
Mexico  Missions  work  since  the  first  of  June  and  desires  to  recall  or  re- 
designate such  funds,  we  shall  be  happy  for  them  to  do  so;  however,  such 
funds  are  being  used  in  general  Mexico  mission  work  at  the  present  time. 

The  department  is  sponsoring  1  ]  adults  in  Spanish  Missions  work, 
seven  of  which  are  full-time  workers,  the  other  four  being  wives  of  minis- 
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ters.  There  are  28  ministers,  including  their  wives,  working  in  the  home 
missions  depatment.  Not  all  of  these  workers  are  receiving  funds.  Some 
of  them  are  receiving  designated  funds  and  others  are  receiving  funds 
through  their  local  conferences.  It  is  our  responsibility  to  work  with  mis- 
sion organizations  as  opportunity  permits  and  help  supervise  their  program. 
Also,  we  are  committed  to  each  church  in  the  convention  to  assist  in  mis- 
sion efforts  when  opportunity  permits  itself. 

On  any  given  Sunday  there  are  approximately  1,100  people  attending, 
mission  organizations  sponsored  by  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  in  the  State 
Convention.  During  the  last  two  years  more  than  $90,000  in  church  prop- 
erties have  been  purchased  by  mission  organizations  in  the  convention. 
Within  a  few  weeks  we  shall  go  above  $105,000  in  purchases;  however,  we 
have  contributed  during  the  two  year  period  only  $61,787.54  to  the  total 
mission  cause  through  this  missions  department.  We  have  labored  in  fel- 
lowship with  the  conference  mission  programs  to  encourage  and  see  this, 
victory. 

No  other  department  of  the  church  can  show  a  greater  return  for  its 
investment  per  dollar  or  in  spiritual  value  than  the  missions  department. 
For  example,  the  record  shows  that  four  of  our  largest  churches  with  a  total 
attendance  of  our  mission  organizations  would  spend  approximately  $100,- 
000  annually  and  give  less  than  $3,000  annually  to  missions  through  the 
convention.  We  are  growing  churches,  buying  buildings,  and  spreading 
the  gospel  in  areas  with  no  Free  Will  Baptist  churches  for  less  than  one 
third  of  what  our  established,  churches  are  operating  on.  Through  the  ef- 
forts we  make  for  missions  the  people  in  mission  organizations  are  en- 
couraged to  carry  the  bulk  of  responsibility  and  build  for  the  future.  Our 
failure  to  help  new  organizations  to  maturity  instead  of  leaving  them  to 
carry  their  own  responsibility  has  increased  the  tendency  to  operate  as  inde- 
pendent units,  supporting  only  as  they  pleased  and  not  build  a  strong  de- 
nominational program  for  the  glory  of  God. 

The  great  need  in  our  midst  is  for  more  people  to  measure  the  returns 
in  our  mission  giving,  and  see  the  value  of  systematic  support.  Only  by 
establishing  missions-supporting  churches  and  leading  established  churches 
to  support  missions  and  church  expansion  can  we  meet  the  need  of  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  and  the  call  of  the  Lord. 

Our  main  concentration  this  year  will  be  centered  on  assisting  the  Pal- 
mer Memorial  work.  We  shall  keep  an  eye  on  the  new  church  in  Fayette- 
ville  and  assist  in  erecting  a  place  of  worship  at  Jackson  Heights,  Kinston, 
North  Carolina.  We  shall  help  the  people  at  Wildwood  near  Newport, 
North  Carolina,  to  get  into  a  badly  needed  building.  Virginia  Beach, 
Virginia,  mission  organization  is  in  need  of  our  assistance  to  help  them  keep 
up  payments  on  $25,000  worth  of  church  property,  composed  of  two  and 
three-fourth  acres  of  land.  The  Hillsberry  Church  in  Clinton,  which  is  a 
little  more  than  two  years  old,  is  having  more  than,  sixty  attendance  in 
Sunday  school  at  present;  however,  they  are  in  need  of  assistance  for  another 
year.    The  area  of  Aurora  is  in  need  of  ground  work  for  a  new  organization. 
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In  the  next  few  years  there  is  predicted  a  growth  in  eastern  North  Caro- 
lina of  approximately  1,000,000  due  to  phospate  mining  and  related  pro- 
ducts. Also,  unlimited  opportunities  are  waiting  in  the  Piedmont  Con- 
ference area  where  more  than  six  church  organizations  have  been  formed 
during  the  last  year. 

We  shall  continue  in  Spanish  Missions  work  in  Mexico  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  There  are  40,000,000  people  there  with  40  percent  of  them  below 
fifteen  years  of  age,  and  more  than  85  percent  of  religious  belief  in  that 
country  is  of  Catholic  persuasion.  We  hope  by  the  end  of  the  year  to 
have  a  S  5,000  fund  built  up  to  place  Rev.  and  Mrs.  foe  Barrow  of  Hull 
Road  Church  on  a  new  mission  field.  They  are  at  present  ready  to  begin 
work  as  missionaries,  however,  funds  are  limited  and  they  cannot  be  em- 
ployed until  ample  funds  are  assured  for  their  support. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  total  contributions  from  the  churches  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  which  has  been  handled  by  the  director-treasurer.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHURCH  FINANCE  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 
(November  5,  1965) 
The  Church  Finance  Association,  Inc.  has  now  completed  twenty-five 
years — one  quarter  of  a  century — of  service  to  Orginial  Free  Will  Baptists  of 
North  Carolina. 

The  association  was  formed  in  April  1940,  by  action  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists  and  was  endorsed  by  the  convention  in  September  1940,  as  the 
agency  for  helping  in  church  extension  within  this  state. 

The  church  Finance  Association  was  formed  to: 

"a.  To  finance  or  assist  in  financing  church  buildings  and  other 
denominatioal  property  with  the  express  stipulation  that  this 
section  and  the  matters  hereinafter  set  out  apply  to  the  denom- 
inational property  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina." 

The  extent  to  which  the  association  has  fulfilled  its  purpose  can  be  seen 
from  the  fact  that  it  has  made  a  total  of  102  loans  for  a  total  of  $533,982.45. 

The  solvency  of  this  agency  is  attested  to  by  its  financial  condition  as 
of  January  1,  1965,  as  follows: 

Total  Assets  $164,200.90 
Total  Liabilities  150,145.15 

Surplus  or  Earned  Profits  $14,055.75 

The  confidence  of  our  people  in  this  agency  is  attested  by  the  fact  that 
we  now  have  295  members  who  have  placed  almost  $20,000  in  membership 
fees  in  the  association  and  Free  Will  Baptist  organizations  and  individuals 
have  almost  $150,000  deposited  with  the  association  for  its  use.  Deposit 
loans  to  the  association  will  currently  draw  interest  at  4%  per  annum. 

We  continue  to  have  applications  for  more  good  loans  than  we  have 
funds  to  take  care  of.  We  invite  those  who  can,  to  help  make  these  funds 
available  through  memberships  and/or  deposite  loans. 

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  has  $25  in  the  Church  Finance  Association, 
Inc.  as  membership  fees,  for  which  it  holds  one  Membership  Certificate. 
The  Cape  Fear  Union  Meeting  has  $200  for  which  it  holds  eight  Member- 
ships Certificates. 

The  next  annual  meeting  of  the  membership  of  the  Church  Finance 
Association,  Inc.  will  be  held  at  Mount  Olive  College  on  Tuesday,  January 
11,  1966.

We  thank  you  for  the  valuable  support  you  gave  this  Children's  Llome 
last  year.  Our  records  show  that  during  the  year,  ending  August  31,  1965, 
we  received  a  total  of  $5,705.71  from  individuals,  churches,  and  other  or- 
ganizations of  your  district.  (This  includes  gifts  from  all  sources  and  for  all 
purposes  and  is  the  amount  actually  received  in  our  office,  but  does  not  in- 
clude funds  that  were  en  route  at  the  close  of  August.)  Twenty-five  of  your 
churches  were  represented  by  these  gifts. 

In  addition  to  the  cash  given  by  you  during  the  year,  many  of  you  also 
remembered  this  Home  with  coupons,  food,  linens,  clothing,  visits,  prayers, 
and  in  many  other  ways.  All  of  these  have  been  very  helpful  and  are  deeply 
appreciated. 

We  now  have  seventy-eight  children  in  our  care.  One  other  child  has 
been  approved  for  admission.  Applications  arc  pending  for  several  children 
more  than  we  will  be  able  to  care  for. 

The  total  number  of  children  who  have  been  admitted  to  this  Home 
since  it  was  opened  on  May  23,  1920,  is  now  5s9.  Applications  have  been 
made  for  many  others  who  were  worthy,  but  for  whom  we  had  no  room.  We 
need  to  enlarge  our  facilities  if  we  are  to  serve  all  those  who  look  to  us  and 
are  worthy. 

Golden  Anniversary  Development  Program 

Our  Golden  Anniversary  Development  Program  includes  a  building 
schedule  that  will  provide  the  additional  facilities  needed  to  care  for  one  hun- 
dred children. 

Wc  are  happy  to  report  that  the  building  schedule  mentioned  above  is 
now  well  underway.  We  have  the  new  staff  residence  and  the  new  boys' 
cottage  "closed  in."  We  are  ready  to  start  on  the  inside  work.  We  hope 
to  have  these  two  buildings  ready  for  use  by  the  spring. 

Report  of  Gifts  This  Year  and  Suggested  Quotas  for  Next  Year 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  gifts  received  from  this  district  during 
last  year  and  a  listing  of  the  suggested  quotas  for  the  year  1965-1966.

REPORT  OF  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 
The  hopes  and  dreams  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  for  an  educational 
program  that  can  meet  the  needs  of  our  youth  are  rapidly  being  fulfilled  at 
Mount  Olive  College.  We  are  grateful  to  our  friends  in  the  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference for  sharing  with  us  in  this  great  ministry  of  Christian  higher  educa- 
tion. 

Ney/  campus.  After  eleven  years  of  operaton  in  an  old  elementary 
school  building,  the  college  moved  this  fall  the  major  portion  of  its  activities 
to  a  new  90-acre  campus  valued  at  $1  million. 

The  campus  site  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $112,000,  the  Henderson 
Academic  Biulding  was  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $400,000,  and  a  $500,000 
dormitory  complex  is  nearing  completion.    The  office  of  the  president,  dean, 
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faculty,  and  all  departments  of  instruction  except  music  are  in  the  Hender- 
son Building.  One  unit  of  the  dormitory  complex  is  now  occupied  by  47 
men  and  the  other  two  units,  which  will  house  83  women,  are  scheduled  to 
be  completed  by  Thanksgiving. 

These  buildings  are  the  first  phase  of  a  long-range  development  program. 
Future  buildings  include  a  library,  cafeteria-student  union,  chapel,  gymna- 
sium, auditorium,  and  additional  academic  buildings  and  dormitories. 

Enrollment  for  the  fall  semester  has  totaled  352  students.  High  school 
seniors  who  wish  to  attend  Mount  Olive  next  year  should  file  their  applica- 
tions for  admission  early.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  college  to  serve  every  qual- 
ified Free  Will  Baptist  student  who  wants  the  advantage  of  attending  a 
Christian  college. 

Development  fund  dinners  are  being  held  again  this  year  throughout  the 
state  for  the  purpose  of  giving  every  Free  Will  Baptist  an  opportunity  to 
share  in  the  growth  and  services  of  the  college.

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PROPOSED  CONSTITUTION 


P  R  E  A  M  B  L  E 
We,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
denomination  of  North  Carolina,  desiring  to  be  in  fellowship  in  a  bond 
of  union,  do  ordain  this  constitution. 

NAME 

This  shall  be  the  constitution  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches  of  North  Carolina. 

PURPOSE 

The  object  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be  to  promote  Christ's 
kingdom  among  men  by  means  in  strict  conformity  to  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures. 

ARTICLE  I.  COMPOSITION 

This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  affiliated  ordained  ministers 
and  churches  within  its  bounds,  who  are  in  good  standing,  and  of  all  gen- 
eral  officers,  and  members  of  standing  boards  or  committees  of  the  con- 
ference. It  shall  operate  under  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Disciple  for  Orig- 
inal Free  Will  Baptists  of  \  " : :  Carolina.  No  church  corporation  whose 
articles  of  incorporation  or  constitution  and  bylaws  conflict  with  the  State- 
ment of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Tree  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  shah  be  permitted  membership  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  II.  PRESENTATION 
Each  church  shall  represent  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof.  1  he  delegation  from  each  church  shall  carry 
to  the  conference  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment,  and  giving  the 
statistics  and  financial  condition  of  the  church;  together  with  a  statement 
of  all  funds  received  and  disbursed  for  denomination  and  benevolent  pur- 
poses during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  III.  OFFICERS 
I  he  officers  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary, 
an  asistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  entering  upon  the  duties  of  said  office  at  the  close  of  the  session 
in  which  they  are  elected.  Temporary  officers,  representatives,  or  mes- 
sengers, may  be  elected  at  the  optical  of  the  conference  for  whatever  pur- 
poses (kerned  essential. 

ARTICLE  IV.  STANDING  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 
It  shall  be  the  policy  of  this  conference  to  elect  as  many  boards  and 
committees  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  its  program.    These  shall 
keep  records  of  their  proceedings  and  make  a  report  at  each  annual  session 
of  the  conference. 
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A  board  of  trustees,  a  board  of  Christian  education,  a  board  of  mis- 
sions and  church  extension,  and  a  board  of  ordination  consisting  of  five 
members  each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of  these 
boards  shall  be  five  years,  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the  tenure 
of  office  of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1 — Standing  boards  shall  write  their  own  bylaws  and  admin- 
ister their  respective  urograms  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  the 
conference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  mod- 
erator, assistant  moderator,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  one  member  elected 
by  the  conference  at  the  time  of  the  official  election  of  officers. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 
conference  for  whatever  purpose  deemed  necessary. 

ARTICLE  V.  FINANCE 
Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  annually  according  to 
its  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
Any  properly  organized  church  that  gives  evidence  of  adherence  to  the 
doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  and  desires  to  help  promote  the  program  and  work  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention,  may  present 
its  petition  to  the  regular  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for 
membership  is  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellow- 
ship to  the  delegates. 

ARTICLE  VII.  DISMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
A  church  may  be  dismissed  from  membership  in  the  conference  by 
vote  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  VISITORS 

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  extend  to  visiting  brethren  all  the 
privileges  of  the  body  save  that  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

ARTICLE  IX.  MEETINGS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on  Thursday 
and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  The  host  church  shall 
be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session  or  by  the  executive 
committee.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed 
by  an  act  of  the  executive  committee  should  such  a  change  become  neces- 
sary. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  accord- 
ing to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference;  to  appoint  temporary  committees,  delegates,  and  repre- 
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sentatives;  to  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  com- 
mittees; and  in  general,  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  moderator. 

Section  2 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  the  duties 
of  the  moderator  when  that  officer  is  not  present  and  he  shall  assist  the 
moderator  when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of 
the  moderator,  the  assistant  moderator  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the 
next  session  of  the  conference. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  pro- 
ceedings in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  prepare 
and  cause  to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  con- 
ference; hold  in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  sur- 
render same  at  the  direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  cor- 
resp  mdence  and  sign  such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  the  secre- 
tarv's  signature;  and  serve  as  a  member  of  executive  board. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  secretary  when  that  officer  is  not  present,  and  he  shall  assist  the  secre- 
tary when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the 
secretary,  the  assistant  secretary  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  session 
of  the  conference. 

> i  iio.N  5— The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs 
to  the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  execu- 
tive committee,  or  any  standing  board  invested  with  the  authority  to 
authorize  the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  all  funds  received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  con- 
ference. 

Section  6 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  trans- 
act the  business  of  the  conference  when  the  conference  is  not  in  session, 
and  make  report  ;it  annual  conference.  The  executive  committee  shall  plan 
the  program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  conference. 

Sec  HON  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  all  conference 
and  real  property,  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  conference,  and  convey  or  expend 
said  property  or  assets  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  S — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  ordination  to  examiner 
ordain,  and  discipline  ministers  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the  State- 
ment of  faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina, along  with  whatever  additional  requirements  may  be  made  by  the  con- 
ference. The  board  of  ordination  shall  examine  ordained  ministers  seek- 
ing membership  in  this  conference  and  make  recommendations  in  keeping 
with  their  findings. 

Section  9 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  missions  and  church 
extension  to  cooperate  with  the  churches  of  the  conference  to  promote 
the  establishment  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference.  The 
board  of  missions  and  church  extension  shall  cooperate  with  the  state 
board  of  missions  to  raise  money,  arrange  itineraries,  and  keep  the  work  of 
missions  before  our  churches. 
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Section  10 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  Christian  education 
to  keep  our  people  informed  as  to  our  educational  needs,  and  endeavor  to 
promote  the  cause  of  and  stimulate  interest  among  our  people  in  the  cause 
of  Christian  education.  The  board  of  Christian  education  shall  cooperate 
with  the  educational  institutions  of  our  denomination  and  me  all  funds 
for  best  interest  of  Christian  education. 

Section  11 — The  following  temporary  committee  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of 
the  conference:  credentials,  nominating,  resolutions,  temperance,  obituary, 
and  letter  digest. 

Section  12 — A  board  or  committee  will  be  recognized  as  having  a 
quorum  when  there  is  a  majority  of  the  members  present  for  a  meeting, 
providing  all  the  members  of  said  board  or  committee  have  been  duly 
notified  concerning  the  said  meeting. 

Section  13 — All  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  14 — Each  minister  and  delegate  in  good  standing  shall  duly 
attend  each  day  while  the  conference  is  in  session  or  be  subject  to  censure 
by  the  conference  and  reported  to  his  local  church. 

Section  1  S — If  any  member,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  shall 
show  anger  in  his  discussion  on  any  subject,  he  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in 
that  session. 

Section  16 — No  member  shall  be  excused  from  any  session  ef  the 
conference  without  leave  of  the  moderator. 

Section  1" — The  conference  shall  adjourn  by  a  majority  vote. 

Section  18 — Each  officer  and  member  of  standing  committees  and 
boards  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  con- 
ference. 

Section  19 — The  conference  shall  open  and  close  with  suitable  devo- 
tional services. 

Section  20 — This  constitution  and  its  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  a  two-thirds  favorable  vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  that 
said  amendment  shall  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session 
for  action  on  the  following  day.

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UNION  MEETING 

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  1 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an  effec- 
tive agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully  pro- 
mote its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches  af- 
filiated with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  ministers 
who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all  general 
officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference  and 
the  union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  repre- 
sent in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues,  and 
auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  percent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive  of 
funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  percent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues,  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  confer- 
ence, but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular 
session  or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  modera- 
tor, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session  of 
the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
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by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  excutive 
board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have  pow- 
er to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular  ses- 
sions. It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare  and 
supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesignated 
funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 
The  host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the 
alphabetic  succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This 
method  of  selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed  when  deemed 
expedient  or  necessary,  by  an  action  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the 
executive  committee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any 
two  offices  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this  board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  boards  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or 
when  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  re- 
ports of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in 
session  and  interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch 
of  the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  it  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  cooperating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of  gen- 
eral Christian  education. 
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7.  The  organization,  direction,  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  league  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  programs  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programming  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our  people 
when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference,  state, 
or  national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise 
all  training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

]  3.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administra- 
tion of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  secur- 
ity an  education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and 
conditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  comple- 
tion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with  month- 
ly, or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  discharged. 

1  5.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further 
that  such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter,  for 
a  term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board.    Provided,  however,  that  any  two  offices  may 
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be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
executive  seceretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  at- 
tend to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply 
to  the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with  mis- 
sion funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to  place, 
plans,  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conference  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

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PROPOSED  CONSTITUTION 


P  R  E  A  M  B  L  E 
We,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
denomination  of  North  Carolina,  desiring  to  be  in  fellowship  in  a  bond  of 
union,  do  ordain  this  constitution. 

NAME 

This  shall  be  the  constitution  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches  of  North  Carolina. 

PURPOSE 

The  object  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be  to  promote  Christ's 
kingdom  among  men  by  means  in  strict  conformity  to  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

ARTICLE  I.  COMPOSITION 
This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  affiliated  ordained  ministers  and 
churches  within  its  bounds,  who  are  in  good  standing,  and  of  all  general 
offices,  and  members  of  standing  boards  or  committees  of  the  conference. 
If  sh  >erate  under  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  No  church  corporation  whose  articles  or 
incorporation  or  constitution  and  bylaws  conflict  with  the  Statement  of 
Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptsts  of  North  Carolina  shall 
be  permitted  membership  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  II.  REPRESENTATION 
Each  church  shall  represent  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof.  The  delegation  from  each  church  shall  carry 
to  the  conference  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment,  and  giving  the  statis- 
tics and  financial  condition  of  the  church;  together  with  a  statement  of  all 
funds  received  and  disbursed  for  denomination  and  benevolent  purposes 
during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  III.  OFFICERS 
The  officers  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an 
assistant  secretary,  and  a  trcsurer,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  entering  upon  the  duties  of  said  office  at  the  close  of  the  session  in 
winch  they  are  elected.  Temporary  officers,  representatives,  or  messengers, 
may  be  elected  at  the  >ption  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed 
essential. 

ARTICLE  IV.  STANDING  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 
It  shall  be  the  policy  of  this  conference  to  elect  as  many  boards  and 
committees  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  its  program.    These  shall 
keep  records  of  their  proceedings  and  make  a  report  at  each  annual  session 
of  the  conference. 

A  board  of  trustees,  a  board  of  Christian  education,  a  board  of  missions 
and  church  ext  nsion,  and  a  board  of  ordination  consisting  of  five  members 
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each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of  these  board  shall 
be  five  years,  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the  tenure  of  office  cf 
one  member  annually. 

Section  1 — Standing  boards  shall  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer 
their  respective  programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  their  con- 
ference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  modera- 
tor, assistant  moderator,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  one  member  elected  by  the 
conference  at  the  time  of  the  official  election  of  officers. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 
conference  for  whatever  purpose  deemed  necessary. 

ARTICLE  V.  FINANCE 
Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  annually  according  to 
its  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
Any  properly  organized  church  that  gives  evidence  of  adherence  to  the 
doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  and  desires  to  help  promote  the  program  and  work  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention,  may  present  its  peti- 
tion to  the  regular  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for  membership 
is  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the  dele- 
gates. 

«   ARTICLE  VII.  DISMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
A  church  may  be  dismissed  from  membership  in  the  conference  by  vote 
of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  VISITORS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  extend  to  visiting  brethren  all  the  pri- 
vileges of  the  body  save  that  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

ARTICLE  IX.  MEETINGS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on  Thursday 
and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  The  host  church  shall  be 
selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session  or  by  the  executive  com- 
mittee. The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed  by  an 
act  of  the  executive  committee  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

I BYLAWS 
Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  accord- 
ing to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  thes  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference;  to  appoint  temporary  committees,  delegates,  and  representatives; 
to  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  committees;  and  in 
general,  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  moderator. 

Section  2 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  moderator  when  that  officer  is  not  present  and  he  shall  assist  the  mod- 
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erator  when  called  upon,  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the 
moderator,  the  assistant  moderator  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  session 
of  the  conference. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceed- 
ings in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  prepare  and 
cause  to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference; 
hold  in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same  at 
the  direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and  sign 
such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  the  secretary's  signature;  and 
serve  as  a  member  of  executive  board. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  secretary  when  that  officer  is  not  present,  and  he  shall  assist  the  secretary 
when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the  secretary, 
the  assistant  secretary  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  session  of  the  con- 
ference. 

Section  5 — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs  to 
the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
committee,  or  any  standing  board  invested  with  the  authority  to  authorize 
the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  funds 
received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  conference. 

Section  6 — it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  conference  when  the  conference  is  not  in  session,  and 
make  report  at  annual  conference.  The  executive  committee  shall  plan  the 
program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  conference. 

Section  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  all  conference  and 
real  property,  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  conference,  and  convey  or  expend  said 
property  or  assets  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  ordination  to  examine, 
ordain,  and  discipline  ministers  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the  State- 
ment of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  of  North  Caro- 
lina, along  with  whatever  additional  requirements  may  be  made  by  the  con- 
ference. The  board  of  ordination  shall  examine  ordained  ministers  seeking 
membership  in  this  conference  and  make  recommendations  in  keeping  with 
their  findings. 

Section  9 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  missions  and  church 
extension  to  cooperate  with  the  churches  of  the  conference  to  promote  the 
establishment  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference.  The  board 
of  missions  and  church  extension  shall  cooperate  with  the  state  board  of  mis- 
sions to  raise  money,  arrange  itineraries,  and  keep  the  work  of  missions  before 
our  churches. 

Section  10— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  Christian  education  to 
keep  our  people  informed  as  to  our  educational  needs,  and  endeavor  to 
promote  the  cause  of  and  stimulate  interest  among  our  people  in  the  cause 
of  Christian  education.    The  board  of  Christian  education  shall  cooperate 
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with  the  educational  institutions  of  our  denomination  and  use  all  funds  for 
best  interest  of  Christian  education. 

Section  11 — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the 
conference:  credentials,  nominating,  resolutions,  temperance,  obituary,  and 
letter  digest. 

Section  12 — A  board  or  committee  will  be  recognized  as  having  a 
quorum  when  there  is  a  majority  of  the  members  present  for  a  meeting,  pro- 
viding all  the  members  of  said  board  or  committee  have  been  duly  notified 
concerning  the  said  meeting. 

Section  13 — All  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  14 — Each  minister  and  delegate  in  good  standing  shall  duly 
attend  each  day  while  the  conference  is  in  session  or  be  subject  to  censure  by 
the  conference  and  reported  to  his  local  church. 

Section  1  5 — If  any  member,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  shall 
show  anger  in  his  discussion  on  any  subject,  he  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  that 
session. 

Section  16 — No  member  shall  be  excused  from  any  session  of  the  con- 
ference without  leave  of  the  moderator. 

Section  17 — The  conference  shall  adjourn  by  a  majority  vote. 

Section  18 — Each  officer  and  member  of  standing  committees  and 
boards  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  conference. 

Section  19 — The  conference  shall  open  and  close  with  suitable  devo- 
tional services. 

Section  20 — This  constitution  and  its  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  a  two-thirds  favorable  vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  said 
amendment  shall  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  for 
action  on  the  following  day.

CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an  effec- 
tive agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully  pro- 
mote its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and  use 
of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a  con- 
sistent medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program  of 
evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches  af- 
filated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  ministers 
who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all  general 
officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference  and 
the  union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  rear  Conference  shall  repre- 
sent in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues,  and 
auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  ore  percent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive  of 
funds  for  building  and  equpiment,  or  a  total  of  four  percent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
k  igues,  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  confer- 
ence, but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular 
essiori  or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  modera- 
tor, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session  of 
the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

AR  TICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 


by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  executive 
board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have  pow- 
er to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular 
sessions.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare  and 
supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesignated 
funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — Tire  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any 
two  officers  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided 
further,  that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this 
board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for. 
hold  all  funds  of  the  boards  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when 
duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  reports  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in  session  and 
interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch  of 
the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice 
a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  tile 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  cooperating 
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with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of 
general  Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction,  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  league  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  programs  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programming  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our  people 
when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference,  state,  or 
national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise 
all  training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administra- 
tion of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  security 
and  education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and 
conditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  com- 
pletion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with 
monthly,  or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  dis- 
charged. 

15.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions,  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further 
that  such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter  for 
a  term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secrc- 
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tary,  and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  officers  may 
be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and 
attend  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply  to 
the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with  mis- 
sion funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to  place, 
plans,  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  REPORT 

The  Cape  Fear  District  Woman's  Auxiliary  has  held  two  conventions 
this  year.  The  spring  convention  was  held  the  second  Wednesday  in  April 
at  Mount  Olive  College.  The  fall  convention  was  held  the  second  Tuesday 
in  October  at  the  First  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  Goldsboro. 

There  were  21  auxiliaries  reporting  with  a  membership  of  419.  These 
sponsored  13  Youth  Fellowship  Auxiliaries,  10  Ambassadors  for  Christ,  one 
Cherub  Auxiliary,  and  one  Scout  Troop. 

There  were  four  declamation  participants  and  two  essay  entries  from 
which  two  were  state  winners. 

Twenty-six  campers  went  to  Cragmont;  8  children  at  the  Children's 
Home  are  sponsored  by  auxiliaries;  3  auxiliaries  supplement  a  minister's 
superannuation  check;  and  4  ministers'  widows  are  likewise  supported.

The  Ordaining  Council  has  held  eight  meetings  and  conducted  one 
ordination  service  during  the  year. 

On  November  4,  1966,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  The  Rev.  James  A.  Evans  was  elected  to  succeed  himself  as  chairman 
of  the  Ordaining  Council  for  the  1966-67  conference  year. 

2.  The  Rev.  Cedric  D.  Pierce  Jr.  was  elected  as  secretary  of  the  Ordain- 
ing Council  for  the  1966-67  conference  year. 

On  January  23,  1967,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  Brother  Robert  (Bobby)  David  Jones  was  examined  for  ordination. 
Having  successfully  passed,  he  was  ordained  at  the  union  meeting  held  with 
Smyrna  Church  on  January  28,  1967.  His  name  is  to  be  placed  on  the  roll 
of  ordained  ministers. 

2.  The  ordination  service  for  Brother  Bobby  Jones  was  planned. 

3.  Brother  John  David  Hill  was  examined  for  ordination. 

4.  Brother  Harold  Mac  Wallace  was  examined  for  ministerial  license. 
The  council  approved  and  recommended  him  to  Johnston  Union  Church  for 
license  to  preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  for  a 
period  of  one  year.   His  name  is  to  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  licensed  ministers. 

On  January  28,  1967,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  The  council  approved  the  renewing  of  the  ministerial  license  of 
Brother  Jesse  Caton  for  an  additional  year  by  the  First  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church,  Fayetteville,  North  Carolina. 

2.  It  was  reported  that  Brother  John  David  Hill  had  successfully  passed 
the  ordination  examination.  He  was  approved  for  ordination  pending  the 
call  of  a  local  church.  (His  name  will  remain  on  the  roll  of  licensed  min- 
isters of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.) 

3.  The  Revs.  DeWayne  Eakes  and  James  Howard  were  approved  for 
union  meeting  membership  pending  letters  from  their  respective  union 
meetings. 

On  February  23,  1967,  these  items  were  acted  upon: 

h  The  following  policies  were  drawn  up  as  guidelines  for  the  examina- 
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tion  of  candidates  for  the  ministry: 

A.  Examination  for  license  to  preach. 

( 1 )  The  examination  for  license  to  preach  the  gospel  in  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  shall  be  administered  by 
the  Ordaining  Council  in  accordance  with  the  1955  revi- 
sion of  the  "Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina"  as  set  forth  on 
Pages  47,  48,  and  49. 

(2)  In  addition  to  the  above  requirements,  each  candidate  for 
license  to  preach  must  submit  to  the  Ordaining  Council  an 
official  information  sheet,  plus  any  additional  details  which 
the  council  may  deem  necessary. 

B.  Examination  for  ordination. 

( 1 )  At  the  time  the  candidate  is  granted  a  license  to  preach, 
he  will  be  given  the  "guide  sheet  for  the  candidate's 
ordination  to  the  gospel  ministry  in  the  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina" to  use  as  a  study  guide.  He  will  be  responsible  to 
write  the  answers  to  the  questions  on  the  guide  sheet  and 
to  send  a  copy  to  the  secretary  of  the  Ordaining  Council 
within  one  year  to  be  graded  by  a  member  of  the  coun- 
cil. This  information  can  then  be  used  as  study  material 
in  preparation  for  the  final  ordination  examination. 

(2)  The  final  examination  will  be  given  at  the  end  of  one 
year  or  at  the  request  of  the  candidate,  whichever  comes 
first,  and  will  consist  of  both  oral  and  written  questions 
based  upon  the  guide  sheet.  The  final  grade  will  be 
determined  by  the  answers  written  from  the  guide  sheet 
and  the  oral  and  written  examinations. 

(3)  Ordination  will  be  administered  by  the  Ordaining  Coun- 
cil upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  a  minimum  of 
one  year  as  a  licensed  minister  and  of  the  ordination 
examination  as  outlined  under  Numbers  1  and  2.  It  is  the 
candidate's  responsibility  to  be  sure  his  license  does  not 
expire  prior  to  ordination. 

2.  The  council  approved  the  renewing  of  the  ministerial  license  of 
Brother  Charlie  Parrish  by  Steven's  Chapel  Church. 

3.  Council  member  C.  M.  Coats  was  appointed  to  contact  the  Rev. 
J.  C.  Hathaway  to  meet  with  the  Ordaining  Council  on  April  24,  1967, 
regarding  his  continued  absence  from  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

On  April  24,  1967,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  The  Rev.  J.  C.  Hathaway  met  with  the  council  and  pleaded  his 
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case  for  continued  absence  from  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  meetings  with 
a  promise  to  be  present  or  represented  hereafter.  The  council  agreed  that 
Brother  Hathaway  be  restored  in  good  standing  with  the  conference. 

2.  Brother  Jesse  Caton  commended  his  examination  for  ordination. 

3.  Brother  Charles  N.  Pittman  was  examined  for  ministerial  license. 
The  council  recommended  him  to  Tee's  Chapel  Church  for  license  to 
preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  for  a  period 
of  one  year.    His  name  is  to  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  licensed  ministers. 

4.  Brother  William  L.  Littleton  was  examined  for  ministerial  license. 
The  council  recommended  him  to  Yelverton's  Grove  Church  for  license 
to  preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  for  a  period 
of  one  year.    His  name  is  to  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  licensed  ministers. 

.  5.  Brother  Elijah  Floyd  Smith  was  examined  for  ministerial  license. 
The  council  recommended  him  to  Lanwood  Chapel  Church  for  license  to 
preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  for  a  period 
of  one  year.    His  name  is  to  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  licensed  ministers. 

6.  The  examination  for  ministerial  license  was  given  to  Brother  Wil- 
liam Jasper  Tyner  Jr.  He  was  recommended  by  the  council  to  Riverside 
Church  for  license  to  preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  for  a  period  of  one  year.  His  name  is  to  be  added  to  the  roll  of 
licensed  ministers. 

7.  The  examination  for  ministerial  license  was  given  to  Brother  Alton 
C.  Bennett.  He  was  recommended  by  the  council  to  Pleasant  Grove 
Church  for  license  to  preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  for  a  period  of  one  year.  His  name  is  to  be  added  to  the  roll  of 
licensed  ministers. 

8.  It  was  reported  that  a  letter  of  commendation  had  been  received 
from  the  Central  Conference  for  the  Rev.  Cedric  D.  Pierce  Jr. 

9.  The  Collins  Bible  No.  3898-X  was  adopted  to  give  to  the  newly 
ordained  ministers. 

On  July  24,  1967,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  The  Rev.  Fred  S.  Powers  was  provided  with  a  Substitute  Certificate 
of  Ordination  from  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  Ordaining  Council.  The 
original,  granted  by  the  South  Carolina  Conference  on  November  8,  1950, 
was  destroyed  by  fire. 

2.  The  council  reviewed  the  ordination  examination  of  Brother  Jesse 
Caton  and  discussed  plans  to  help  him  with  his  ordination. 

3.  The  Rev.  J.  Walter  Stanley  appeared  before  the  council  concerning 
the  matter  of  his  church  membership.  Inasmuch  as  he  has  met  the  require- 
ments and  is  now  a  full  member  of  Faith  Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  Route 
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2,  Four  Oaks,  North  Carolina,  his  name  was  removed  from  the  watch  care- 
list  of  the  Ordaining  Council. 

On  October  23,  1967,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  It  was  reported  that  a  letter  of  transfer  had  been  received  for  union 
meeting  membership  from  the  First  Union  of  the  Western  Conference 
for  the  Rev.  DeWayne  Eakes. 

2.  Brother  Harold  Mac  Wallace  was  examined  for  ordination.  Hav- 
ing successfully  passed,  he  was  approved  for  ordination.  Tentative  plans 
are  for  his  ordination  service  to  be  on  December  30,  1967,  at  the  union 
meeting  at  Wooten's  Chapel. 

3.  Brother  Emmitt  W.  Bartlett  was  cleared  to  work  as  a  license  min- 
ister in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  at  West  Clinton  Church  under  the 

supervision  of  the  Rev.  James  Gay. 

4.  The  council  again  reviewed  the  papers  and  correspondence  regard- 
ing Brother  Jesse  Caton  and  decided  to  invite  him  to  meet  with  the  Ordain- 
ing Council  on  either  November  2  or  3,  1967,  at  the  Cape  Fear  Confer- 
ence Annual  Session. 

5.  The  names  of  the  Revs.  W.  R.  Martin,  Boyd  Shook,  and  J.  W. 
Everton  came  to  the  council  through  the  Executive  Committee  for  letters 
of  transfer,  but  were  deferred  until  the  next  meeting  at  the  Conference 
pending  more  information. 

6.  The  Executive  Committee  accepted  the  resignation  of  the  Rev. 
James  A.  Evans  as  a  member  of  the  Ordaining  Council  and  appointed  the 
Rev.  Harry  A.  Jones  to  fill  his  unexpired  term  to  be  effective  at  the  close 
of  this  October  23,  1967  Council  meeting.    The  Rev.  C.  M.  Coats  was 

elected  chairman  pro  tern. 

On  November  2,  1967,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  The  Rev.  James  Howard  was  received  into  full  Conference  mem- 
bership pending  his  letter  from  the  Eastern  Conference. 

2.  At  his  request,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Everton  was  granted  a  letter  of 
transfer  to  the  Central  Conference  to  be  effective  at  the  close  of  this  session.

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PROPOSED  CONSTITUTION 


PREAMBLE 

We,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
denomination  of  North  Carolina,  desiring  to  be  in  fellowship  in  a  bond  of 

union,  do  ordain  this  constitution. 

NAME 

This  shall  be  the  constitution  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches  of  North  Carolina. 

PURPOSE 

The  object  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be  to  promote  Christ's 
kingdom  among  men  by  means  in  strict  conformity  to  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

ARTICLE  I.  COMPOSITION 
This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  affiliated  ordained  ministers  and 
churches  within  its  bounds,  who  are  in  good  standing,  and  of  all  general 
officers,  and  members  of  standing  boards  or  committees  of  the  conference. 
It  shall  operate  under  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  No  church  corporation  whose  articles  or 
incorporation  or  constitution  and  bylaws  conflict  with  the  Statement  of 
Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  shall 
be  permitted  membership  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  II.  REPRESENTATION 
Each  church  shall  represent  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof.  The  delegation  from  each  church  shall  carry 
to  the  conference  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment,  and  giving  the  statis- 
tics and  financial  condition  of  the  church;  together  with  a  statement  of  all 
funds  received  and  disbursed  for  denomination  and  benevolent  purposes 
during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  III.  OFFICERS 
The  officers  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an 
assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  entering  upon  the  duties  of  said  office  at  the  close  of  the  session  in 
which  they  are  elected.  Temporary  officers,  representatives,  or  messagers, 
may  be  elected  at  the  option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed 
essential. 

ARTICLE  IV.  STANDING  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 
It  shall  be  the  policy  of  this  conference  to  elect  as  many  boards  and 

committees  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  its  program.    These  shall 

keep  records  of  their  proceedings  and  make  a  report  at  each  annual  session 

of  the  conference. 

A  board  of  trustees,  a  board  of  Christian  education,  a  board  of  missions 

and  church  extension,  and  a  board  of  ordination  consisting  of  five  members 
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each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of  these  boards  shall 
be  five  years,  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the  tenure  of  office  of 
one  member  annually. 

Section  1 — Standing  boards  shall  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer 
their  respective  programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  their 
conference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  modera- 
tor, assistant  moderator,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  one  member  elected  by  the 
conference  at  the  time  of  the  official  election  of  officers. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 
conference  for  whatever  purpose  deemed  necessary. 

ARTICLE  V.  FINANCE 
Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  annually  according  to 
its  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
Any  properly  organized  church  that  gives  evidence  of  adherence  to  the 
•doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  and  desires  to  help  promote  the  program  and  work  of  the  Cape  Feai 
Conference  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention,  may  present  its 
petition  to  the  regular  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for  mem- 
bership is  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to 
the  delegates. 

ARTICLE  VII.  DISMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 

A  church,  may  be  dismissed  from  membership  in  the  conference  by 
vote  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  VISITORS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  extend  to  visiting  brethren  all  the 
privileges  of  the  body  save  that  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

ARTICLE  IX.  MEETINGS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on  Thursday 
and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  The  host  church  shall 
be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session  or  by  the  executive 
-committee.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed  by 
-an  act  of  the  executive  committee  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  accord- 
ing to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference;  to  appoint  temporary  committees,  delegates,  and  representatives; 
to  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  committees;  and  in 
general  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  moderator. 

Section  2 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  moderator  when  that  officer  is  not  present  and  he  shall  assist  the 
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of  Christian  education.  The  board  of  Christian  education  shall  cooperate- 
with  the  educational  institutions  of  our  denomination  and  use  all  funds  for 

best  interest  of  Christian  education. 

Section  11 — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the 
conference:  credentials,  nominating,  resolutions,  temperance,  obituary,  and 
letter  digest. 

Section  12 — A  board  or  committee  will  be  recognized  as  having  a 
quorum  when  there  is  a  majority  of  the  members  present  for  a  meeting, 
providing  all  the  members  of  said  board  or  committee  have  been  duly 
notified  concerning  the  said  meeting. 

Section  13 — All  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  14 — Each  minister  and  delegate  in  good  standing  shall  duly 
attend  each  day  while  the  conference  is  in  session  or  be  subject  to  censure 
by  the  conference  and  reported  to  his  local  church. 

Section  1 5 — If  any  member,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  shall 
show  anger  in  his  discussion  on  any  subject,  he  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  that 

session. 

Section  16 — No  member  shall  be  excused  from  any  session  of  the 
conference  without  leave  of  the  moderator. 

Section  17 — The  conference  shall  adjourn  by  a  majority  vote. 

Section  18 — Each  officer  and  member  of  standing  committees  and 
boards  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  conference. 

Section  19 — The  conference  shall  open  and  close  with  suitable  devo- 
tional services. 

Section  20 — This  constitution  and  its  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  a  two-thirds  favorable  vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  that 
said  amendement  shall  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  for 
action  on  the  following  day. 
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moderator  when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death 
of  the  moderator,  the  assistant  moderator  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the 
next  session  of  the  conference. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  pro- 
ceedings in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  prepare 
and  cause  to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  con- 
ference; hold  in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender 
same  at  the  direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence 
and  sign  such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  the  secretary's  signature; 
and  serve  as  a  member  of  executive  board. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  secretary  when  that  officer  is  not  present,  and  he  shall  assist  the  secretary 
when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the  secretary 
the  assistant  secretary  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  session  of  the 
conference. 

Section  5 — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs 
to  the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the 
executive  committee,  or  any  standing  board  invested  with  the  authority  to 
authorize  the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  all  funds  received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
conference. 

Section  6 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  conference  when  the  conference  is  not  in  session,  and 
make  report  at  annual  conference.  The  executive  committee  shall  plan  the 
program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  conference. 

Section  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  all  conference  and 
real  property,  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  conference,  and  convey  or  expend  said 
property  or  assets  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  ordination  to  examine, 
ordain  and  discipline  ministers  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the  State- 
ment of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina,  along  with  whatever  additional  requirements  may  be  made  by 
the  conference.  The  board  of  ordination  shall  examine  ordained  ministers 
seeking  membership  in  this  conference  and  make  recommendations  in  keep- 
ing with  their  findings. 

Section  9 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  missions  and  church 
extension  to  cooperate  with  the  churches  of  the  conference  to  promote  the 
establishment  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference.  The  board 
of  missions  and  church  extension  shall  cooperate  with  the  state  board  of 
missions  to  raise  money,  arrange  itineraries,  and  keep  the  work  of  missions 
before  our  churches. 

Section  10 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  Christian  education 
to  keep  our  people  informed  as  to  our  educational  needs,  and  endeavor  to 
promote  the  cause  of  and  stimulate  interest  among  our  people  in  the  cause 
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UNION  MEETING 


CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an 
effective  agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully 
promote  its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority 
and  use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — 
as  a  consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference 
program  of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  min- 
isters who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all 
general  officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  con- 
ference and  the  union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall 
represent  in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate 
for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues, 
and  auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  percent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive  of 
funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  percent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues,  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  confer- 
ence, but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular 
session  or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  mod- 
erator, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a 
treasurer,  each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last 
session  of  the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  executive 
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board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular 
sessions.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare 
and  supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  un- 
designated funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any 
two  officers  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided 
further,  that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this 
board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  boards  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or 
when  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference 
in  session  and  interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch  of 
the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  cooperating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of 
general  Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction,  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  League  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  programs  for  workers,  and  any 
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and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programming  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our  people 
when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference,  state,  or 
national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise 
all  training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administra- 
tion of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  security 
and  education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and. 
conditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  com- 
pletion of  training  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with 
monthly,  or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully 
discharged. 

15.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendements,  or  revisions,  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further 
that  such  amendements  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter  for 
a  term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the 
promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  officers 
may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and 
attend  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
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Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and 
disbursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply  to 
the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with 
mission  funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to 
place,  plans,  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conference  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  pro- 
gram, provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

A 
supplement  motion  was  made  to  adopt  the  report  except  the  section  which 
reads  as  follows:  "That  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists  authorize  the  Ordaining  Council  to  require  two  years  of  college 
training — sixty-four  semester  hours,  or  its  equivalent — through  an  acceptable 
institution  for  all  candidates  under  thirty-five  years  of  age  that  comes  before 
it  for  ordination  as  a  prerequisite  for  ordination."  Also  that  this  section  be 
included  in  the  report  and  the  vote  recorded  against  this  section  be  included 
in  the  minutes.    The  motion  carried.    (See  report.)

FRIDAY  MORNING  SESSION, 
NOVEMBER  1,  1968

REPORT  OF  THE 
FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOME 
"  .  .  .  That  Life  Shall  Have  Meaning." 

Just  what  does  it  mean,  "That  life  shall  have  meaning"  to  our  Free 
Will  Baptist  Children's  Home?  What  does  it  mean  to  our  children?  We 
now  have  in  our  care  ninety-three  children — 51  boys  and  42  girls — plus  five 
high  school  graduates  now  enrolled  in  the  higher  educational  aid  program. 

We  sincerely  hope  ail  our  people  will  always  keep  our  children  ever 
before  them.   It  is  most  important  that  our  efforts  try  to: 

That  life  shall  have  meaning,  in  our  children,  through  physical  provision. 

That  life  shall  have  meaning,  in  our  children,  through  emotional  security. 

That  life  shall  have  meaning,  in  our  children,  through  intellectual 
development. 

That  life  shall  have  meaning,  in  our  children,  through  spiritual  fulfill- 
ment. 

We  hope  you  will  visit  us  as  often  as  possible:  We  always  appre- 
ciate letters,  cards,  gifts,  funds,  and  any  way  our  children  are  remembered. 
However,  it  means  much  greater  understanding  and  appreciation  if  you  can 
visit  us  in  person  and  know  that  you  are  a  part  of  them. 

Our  new  cottage:  The  new  cottage  for  our  older  girls  is  nearing  com- 
pletion. This  cottage  is  urgently  needed  and  will  be  most  helpful  when  we 
can  occupy  it.  This  will  do  much  to  relieve  our  present  crowded  conditions 
and  make  it  possible  for  us  to  admit  those  now  on  our  "waiting  list."  Four 
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new  girls  are  waiting  to  be  admitted  just  as  soon  as  this  new  cottage  can  be 
opened. 

November — Children's  Home  Month:  We  sincerely  hope  our  people 
will  remember  that  ''November  is  Children's  Home  Month."  We  urge  all 
our  churches,  other  organizations,  and  individuals  to  make  their  gifts  and 
offerings  just  as  generous  as  possible  this  November.  Gifts  received  during 
November  each  year  constitute  a  major  part  of  our  annual  support  and  helps 
determine  the  things  we  undertake  during  the  year.  Gifts  during  the  first 
two  months  of  this  fiscal  year  have  been  maintained  at  the  same  level  as  for 
the  same  period  last  year.  It  is  imperative  that  gifts  during  November  be 
as  much  as  last  year  if  we  are  to  keep  on  schedule  with  our  development 
program.  Please  try  to  give  at  least  as  much  as  you  gave  last  year.  Since 
we  now  have  more  children,  a  little  increase  will  be  most  helpful. 

Thanksgiving  Service:  We  will  again  this  year  have  a  Thanksgiving 
service  on  Thanksgiving  Day.

The  Children's  Home  will  furnish  barbecue  and  the  things  to  go  with 
it,  as  well  as  drinks,  plates,  napkins,  etc.  Others  who  can,  are  urged  to  bring 
a  regular  picnic  lunch. 

Thanks:  We  thank  you  for  your  continued  valuable  support  of  the 
Children's  Home.  The  level  of  support  by  our  people  which  was  established 
three  years  ago,  and  maintained  last  year,  is  still  being  maintained.  This 
continued  support  is  enabling  us  to  keep  on  schedule  with  our  development 
program.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  number  you  among  our  partners  in  this  ministry. 
We  thank  you  for  this  support.

REPORT  OF  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

Enrollment 

For  the  fall  semester,  358  students  are  enrolled  at  Mount  Olive  College... 
Included  in  this  number  are  319  in  the  regular  day  program,  25  in  night 
classes,  seven  who  are  auditing  courses,  and  seven  outside  students  who  are 
taking  private  music.  To  provide  educational  opportunities  for  as  many  quali- 
fied students  as  possible,  the  College  is  administering  a  program  of  loan  funds, 
scholarships,  grants-in-aid,  and  part-time  employment  in  excess  of  $100,000' 
during  1968-69. 

Facilities 

The  new  library,  named  in  memory  of  the  late  Rev.  J.  C.  Moye  and  in 
honor  of  Mrs.  Move,  is  now  in  use.  This  facility  which  contains  17,000 
volumes  is  a  valuable  asset  to  the  educational  program  of  the  College. 

With  the  opening  of  public  community  colleges  in  our  area,  the  con- 
tinued growth  of  Mount  Olive  College  depends  upon  our  having  accommo- 
dations for  more  resident  students.  A  new  dormitory  for  men  is  urgently 
needed,  and  gifts  in  the  amount  of  $100,000  will  enable  the  College  to  begin 
this  project. 

Financial  Support 

Mount  Olive  College  is  grateful  to  the  Free  Will  Baptists  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  for  their  support  in  the  amount  $10,231.60  last  year. 

Average  support  for  the  churches  of  North  Carolina  was  approximately 
$3  per  member.  Special  recognition  is  given  to  the  following  churches  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  who  exceeded  this  level  of  support  to  Christian 
higher  education:

PARTIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ORDAINING  COUNCIL 
October  31,  1968 

The  Ordaining  Council  has  held  nine  meetings  and  conducted  four 
ordination  services  during  the  year. 

On  November  3,  1967,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  The  Rev.  C.  M.  Coats  was  elected  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
Ordaining  Council  for  the  1967-68  conference  years. 

2.  The  Rev.  Cedric  D.  Pierce  Jr.  was  elected  to  serve  as  secretary  of  the 
Ordaining  Council  for  the  1967-68  conference  year. 

3.  The  Rev.  Harry  A.  Jones  was  elected  to  serve  as  vice-chairman  and 
assistant  secretary  for  the  1967-68  conference  year. 

On  December  18,  1967,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  The  Rev.  Linwood  Boyette,  Route  4,  Box  529-A,  Mount  Olive, 
North  Carolina,  was  cleared  to  serve  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

2.  A  letter  of  transfer  was  received  for  the  Rev.  James  E.  Howard 
from  the  Eastern  Conference. 

3.  A  letter  of  transfer  was  received  for  the  Rev.  J.  Stewart  Humphrey 
from  the  Central  Conference. 

4.  The  renewal  of  the  ministerial  license  for  Brother  John  David  Hill 
by  Bethel  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  was  approved. 

5.  The  renewal  of  the  ministerial  license  for  Brother  Harold  Mac 
Wallace  by  Johnston  Union  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  was  approved. 

6.  The  Rev.  Wiley  Ferrell  appeared  after  he  had  missed  two  consecutive 
sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  stated  that  he  had  joined  the 
Western  Conference.  (Upon  our  inquiry  the  Western  Conference  Ordain- 
ing Council  sent  a  letter  confirming  that  he  had  made  request  for  transfer  of 
membership.  Action  was  taken  bv  this  council  in  our  regular  meeting  on 
June  24,  1Q68.) 

7.  The  Rev.  Wilson  Parker  appeared  after  he  had  missed  two  consecu- 
tive sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  was  placed  on  probation 
through  the  1968  annual  session. 

8.  Plans  were  made  for  Brother  Harold  Mac  Wallace's  ordination 
service. 

9.  Brother  Emmctt  W.  Bartlett  was  cleared  for  ministerial  license  to  be 
issued  by  the  West  Clinton  Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  as  a  continuation  of 
his  original  license  granted  bv  Harrell's  Chapel  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  of 
the  Central  Conference.  (Note:  His  church  membership  was  transferred 
from  Harrell's  Chapel  to  West  Clinton  on  November  19,  1967.) 
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On  December  30,  1967,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  Upon  the  request  of  West  Clinton  Free  Will  Baptist  Church, 
Brother  Emmett  W.  Bartlett  was  examined  for  ordination.  Having  suc- 
cessfully passed  the  examination  and  meeting  all  requirements  for  ordination 
he  was  approved  for  ordination. 

2.  Brother  Harold  Mac  Wallace  and  Brother  Emmett  W.  Bartlett 
were  ordained  during  the  morning  worship  hour  at  the  Cape  Fear  Union 
Meeting.   Their  names  are  to  be  added  to  the  list  of  ordained  ministers. 

On  March  25,  1968,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  The  renewal  of  the  ministerial  license  for  the  following  men  by  their 
respective  churches  was  approved: 

A.  William  L.  Littleton,  Yelverton's  Grove  Church 

B.  W.  J.  Tyner  Jr.,  Riverside  Church 

C.  Charles  Pittman,  Tee's  Chapel  Church 

D.  Floyd  Smith,  Lanwood  Chapel  Church 

2.  Brother  William  L.  Littleton  was  examined  for  ordination.  Having 
successfully  passed,  he  was  approved  for  ordination  and  plans  were  made  for 
his  ordination  service  to  be  on  June  29,  1968,  at  the  union  meeting  convening 
with  Bethel  Free  Will  Baptist  Church. 

3.  Brother  W.  J.  Tyner  Jr.  was  examined  for  ordination.  Having  suc- 
cessfully passed,  he  was  approved  for  ordination  and  plans  were  made  for  his 
ordination  service  to  be  on  June  29,  1968,  at  the  union  meeting  convening 
with  Bethel  Free  Will  Baptist  Church. 

4.  Brother  Charles  Pittman  commenced  his  examination  for  ordination. 

5.  The  Rev.  Gideon  S.  Stevens  was  placed  in  good  standing  with  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  by  way  of  a  personal 
letter  dated  February  21,  1968. 

On  June  24,  1968,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  Brother  Charles  Pittman  of  the  Tee's  Chapel  Church  continued  his 
examination  for  ordination.  He  satisfactorily  passed  and  was  approved  for 
ordination.  His  ordination  service  was  planned  for  June  29,  1968,  at  the 
union  meeting  convening  with  Bethel  Free  Will  Baptist  Church. 

2.  Brother  Elijah  Floyd  Smith  of  the  Lanwood  Chapel  Church  was 
examined  for  ordination.  After  satisfactorily  completing  his  work,  he  was 
approved,  and  plans  were  made  for  his  ordination  to  be  at  Bethel  Church 
during  the  union  meeting  on  June  29,  1968. 

3.  Brother  Jessie  Cleavon  Wood  of  the  Faith  Free  Will  Baptist  Church 
was  examined  for  ministerial  license.  He  was  recommended  by  the  council 
to  Faith  Church  for  license  to  preach  the  gospel  in  the  Original  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

4.  The  council  appproved  the  renewing  of  the  ministerial  license  of 
Brother  Alton  C.  Bennett  by  Pleasant  Grove  Church. 

5.  The  Rev.  Boyd  L.  Shook  was  granted  a  letter  of  transfer  to  the 
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Western  Conference.  His  name  is  to  be  removed  from  the  list  of  ordained 
ministers. 

6.  A  letter  of  transfer  to  the  Western  Conference  was  granted  for  the 
Rev.  Wiley  Ferrell.  This  action  confirms  and  completes  council  action  on 
December  18,  1967.  His  name  is  to  be  removed  from  the  list  of  ordained 
ministers. 

On  June  29,  1968,  the  following  action  was  taken: 

The  men  whose  names  follow  were  ordained  at  the  union  meeting  con- 
vening with  Bethel  Free  Will  Baptist  Church:  William  L.  Littleton,  Charles 
W.  Pittman,  Elijah  Floyd  Smith,  and  William  Jasper  Tyner  Jr.  Their  names 
arc  to  be  added  to  the  list  of  ordained  ministers. 

On  July  23,  1968,  a  special  call  session  of  the  ordination  council  was 
held  to  transact  the  following: 

1.  It  was  noted  that  on  June  24,  1968,  the  Ordaining  Council  had 
approved  Brother  Jessie  Cleavon  Wood  for  ministerial  license  to  be  granted 
by  Faith  Free  Will  Baptist  Church. 

2.  On  July  8,  196S,  the  chairman  of  the  Ordaining  Council,  the  Rev. 
C.  M.  Coats,  received  information  (concerning  Brother  Jessie  Cleavon 
Wood's  marital  status  |  which  led  to  the  necessity  of  further  examination  of 
his  qualifications  to  -  srve  as  a  licensed  minister. 

3.  After  careful  examination  and  consideration  the  following  action  was 
taken  by  the  council:  "By  motion  that  wc,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  Ordain- 
ing Council,  annul  the  recommendation  to  the  Faith  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  to  license  Brother  Wood  on  the  scriptural  grounds  found  in  Matthew 
5:31,  32;  1  Timothy  3:1-7;  Titus  1:6-9;  and  1  Corinthians  7:10,  11.  We 
believe  this  action  is  taken  under  the  leadership  of  God  and  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina." 

4.  Therefore,  the  name  of  Brother  Jessie  Cleavon  Wood  is  not  to  be 
added  to  the  list  of  licensed  ministers. 

On  September  23,  1968,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  Brother  Larry  Wilson  Barbour  of  Wooten's  Chapel  Church  com- 
menced his  examination  for  ministerial  license  which  will  be  continued  on 
December  16,  1968. 

2.  Brother  Jnmes  Dwight  Gay  of  the  First  Church,  Smithfield,  began 
his  examination  for  ministerial  license.  His  examination  will  also  be  con- 
tinued on  December  16,  1968. 

3.  Brother  Alton  C.  Bennett  from  the  Pleasant  Grove  Church  began 
his  examination  for  ordination.  This  was  to  be  continued  on  October 
14,  1968. 

On  October  14,  1968,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 
1.  The  Rev.  Mclvin  Moore  was  cleared  for  work  in  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference. 
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2.  The  Rev.  William  E.  Futch  was  cleared  for  work  in  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference. 

3.  Brother  John  David  Hill's  case  was  reviewed  and  it  was  noted  that 
he  has  satisfactorily  met  all  requirements  for  ordination.  He  was  ordained 
at  the  1968  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  during  the  morning 
service  on  October  31. 

4.  Brother  Alton  C.  Bennett  was  granted  permission  to  postpone  con- 
tinuing his  ordination  examination  until  December  16,  1968,  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  council,  due  to  the  illness  of  his  wife. 

5.  Brother  John  J.  Roberts  of  the  Saint  Mary's  Grove  Church  began  his 
examination  for  license  to  preach.  He  will  continue  his  work  on  December 
16,  1968. 

6.  The  ordination  service  for  John  David  Hill  was  planned. 
On  October  31,  1968,  the  following  items  were  acted  upon: 

1.  It  was  noted  that  the  name  of  the  Rev.  James  A.  Evans  was  acci- 
dentally deleted  from  the  roster  of  ordained  ministers  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference  in  the  minutes  of  the  1967  session.  The  council  approved  for 
the  letter  of  apology  to  Brother  Evans  from  Mr.  Ray  Smith,  clerk,  to  be 
inserted  in  the  permanent  records  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  Ordaining 
Council.  The  letter,  dated  October  13,  1968,  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"  .  .  .  I  would  like  to  apologize  for  leaving  your  name  off  our  list  of  ministers 
in  the  minutes  of  last  year's  session.  This  was  certainly  through  error — 
thinking  that  you  went  with  the  other  conference  at  the  time  you  resigned 
from  the  Odraining  Council.   Please  accept  my  apology." 

2.  The  report  of  the  Ordaining  Council  to  the  conference  was  approved. 

3.  Whereas,  Brother  Jesse  Caton  failed  to  meet  with  the  Ordaining 
Council  on  either  November  2  or  3,  1967,  at  the  Cape  Fear  Conference's 
annual  session  as  requested;  and,  whereas,  since  that  date  his  ministerial 
license,  issued  by  the  First  Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  Fayetteville,  North 
Carolina,  has  expired,  his  name  is  to  be  deleted  from  the  list  of  licensed 
ministers. 

4.  The  ministerial  license  of  Brother  C.  H.  Parrish  expired  on  February 
23,  1968.   His  name  is  to  be  removed  from  the  list  of  licensed  ministers. 

Recommendations  to  the  Conference 

The  Ordaining  Council  makes  the  following  recommendations  to  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists: 

1.  We  recommend  that  each  local  church  accept  the  responsibility  to 
investigate  thoroughly  the  moral  character,  marital  status  (whether  divorced, 
remarried,  etc.),  and  general  reputation  of  each  man  to  be  recommended 
for  license  to  preach  or  ordination  to  the  gospel  ministry;  and  we  request 
that  no  church  recommend  a  man  for  any  phase  of  the  ministry  who  does 
not  meet  the  highest  possible  qualifications  in  the  above  areas.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Ordaining  Council  that  no  man  is  truly  qualified  for  the 
ministry  who  does  not  measure  up  to  these  standards  and  the  council  believes 
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that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Christian  Church,  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Denomination,  and  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists, 
that  such  persons  be  denied  license  to  preach  or  ordination  credentials. 
Adoption  of  this  recommendation  will  be  considered  as  the  conference's 
endorsement  and  acceptance  of  this  policy. 

2.  Whereas,  a  resolution  was  adopted  in  the  1962  session  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Convention  which  reads  in  part,  "Be  it  resolved  that  this 
convention  firmly  recommend  that  each  ordaining  council  in  the  conferences 
making  up  the  State  Convention  give  more  rigid  and  careful  consideration  to 
the  examination  leading  to  the  ordaining  of  prospective  candidates  for  the 
gospel  ministry";  and, 

Whereas,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  in  1962  adopted  a  statement  in 
the  Ordaining  Council's  report  which  reads,  "The  council  recommends  that 
the  conference  endorse  the  action  of  a  planning  committee  meeting  recently 
which  recommended  that  all  ordaining  councils  in  the  state  work  together 
toward  a  standard  form  for  examining  and  ordaining  candidates  for  the 
ministry";  and, 

Whereas,  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention  in  1962  adopted  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  the  educational  level  of  our  present  society  is  ever  increasing, 
and  therefore  the  educational  level  of  Free  Will  Baptists  is  also  increasing; 
and, 

"Whereas,  the  future  of  our  denomination  depends  in  a  great  measure 
upon  the  ability  of  its  leadership,  and  its  leadership  hinges  upon  the  avail- 
ability of  a  Cod-called  fully  dedicated,  prepared  ministry; 

"Therefore,  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  recommends: 

"That  the  State  Convention  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  recommend  to  its  members  conferences  and  associations  that  two 
years  of  college  (sixty-four  semester  hours  or  its  equivalent)  be  required  for 
all  candidates  under  thirty-five  years  of  age  that  come  before  them  for  ordina- 
tion"; and, 

Whereas,  some  of  our  sister  conferences  and  associations  have  adopted 
the  above  recommendation;  and, 

Whereas,  Mount  Olive  College  is  within  the  bounds  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference  and  provides  ministerial  scholarships,  plus  other  financial  and 
educational  aids  for  ministers; 

Therefore,  the  Ordaining  Council  recommends: 

That  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  authorize 
the  Ordaining  Council  to  require  two  years  of  college  training  (sixty-four 
semester  hours  or  its  equivalent)  through  an  acceptable  institution  for  all 
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candidates  under  thirty-five  years  of  age  that  come  before  it  for  ordination 
as  a  prerequisite  for  ordination.

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CONSTITUTION 

PREAMBLE 
We,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
denomination  of  North  Carolina,  desiring  to  be  in  fellowship  in  a  bond  of 
union,  do  ordain  this  constitution. 

NAME 

This  shall  be  the  constitution  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches  of  North  Carolina. 

PURPOSE 

The  object  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be  to  promote  Christ's 
kingdom  among  men  by  means  in  strict  conformity  to  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

ARTICLE  I.  COMPOSITION 
This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  affiliated  ordained  ministers  and 
churches  within  its  bounds,  who  are  in  good  standing,  and  of  all  general 
officers,  and  members  of  standing  boards  or  committees  of  the  conference. 
It  shall  operate  under  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  No  church  corporation  whose 
articles  or  incorporation  or  constitution  and  bylaws  conflict  with  the  State- 
ment of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  shall  be  permitted  membership  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  II.  REPRESENTATION 
Each  church  shall  represent  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof.  The  delegation  from  each  church  shall  carry 
to  the  conference  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment,  and  giving  the 
statistics  and  financial  condition  of  the  church;  together  with  a  statement 
of  all  funds  received  and  disbursed  for  denomination  and  benevolent 
purposes  during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  III.  OFFICERS 

The  officers  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary, 
an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  entering  upon  the  duties  of  said  office  at  the  close  of  the  session 
in  which  they  are  elected.  Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  mes- 
sengers, may  be  elected  at  the  option  of  the  conference  for  whatever 
purposes  deemed  essential. 

ARTICLE  IV.  STANDING  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 
It  shall  be  the  policy  of  this  conference  to  elect  as  many  boards  and 

committees  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  its  program.    These  shall 

keep  records  of  their  proceedings  and  make  a  report  at  each  annual  session 

of  the  conference. 

A  board  of  trustees,  a  board  of  Christian  education,  a  board  of  missions 

and  church  extension,  and  a  board  of  ordination  consisting  of  five  members

each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of  these  board  shall 
be  five  years,  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the  tenure  of  office 
of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1 — Standing  boards  shall  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer 
their  respective  programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  their 
conference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  modera- 
tor, assistant  moderator,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  one  member  elected  by  the 
conference  at  the  time  of  the  official  election  of  officers. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 

conference  for  whatever  purpose  deemed  necessary. 

ARTICLE  V.  FINANCE 
Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  annually  according  to 
its  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
Any  properly  organized  church  that  gives  evidence  of  adherence  to  the 
doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  and  desires  to  help  promote  the  program  and  work  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention,  may  present 
its  petition  to  the  regular  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for 
membership  is  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellow- 
ship to  the  delegates. 

ARTICLE  VII.  DISMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
A  church  may  be  dismissed  from  membership  in  the  conference  by 
vote  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  VISITORS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  extend  to  visiting  brethren  all  the 
privileges  of  the  body  save  that  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

ARTICLE  IX.  MEETINGS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on  Thursday 
and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  The  host  church  shall 
be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session  or  by  the  executive 
committee.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed  by 
an  act  of  the  executive  committee  should  such  n  change  become  necessary. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  accord- 
ing to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference;  to  appoint  temporary  committees,  delegates,  and  representatives; 
to  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  committees;  and  in 
general,  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  moderator. 

Section  2 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  the  duties 
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of  the  moderator  when  that  officer  is  not  present  and  he  shall  assist  the 
moderator  when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of 
the  moderator,  the  assistant  moderator  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
session  of  the  conference. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceed- 
ings in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  prepare  and 
cause  to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference; 
hold  in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same 
at  the  direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and 
sign  such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  the  secretary's  signature; 
and  serve  as  a  member  of  executive  board. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  secretary  when  that  officer  is  not  present,  and  he  shall  assist  the  secre- 
tary when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the 
secretary,  the  assistant  secretary  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
session  of  the  conference. 

Section  5 — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs 
to  the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
committee,  or  any  standing  board  invested  with  the  authority  to  authorize 
the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  funds 
received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  conference. 

Section  6 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  conference  when  the  conference  is  not  in  session,  and 
make  report  at  annual  conference.  The  executive  committee  shall  plan  the 
program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  conference. 

Section  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  all  conference  and 
real  property,  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  conference,  and  convey  or  expend 
said  property  or  assets  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  ordination  to  examine, 
ordain,  and  discipline  ministers  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  of  North 
Carolina,  along  with  whatever  additional  requirements  may  be  made  by 
the  conference.  The  board  of  ordination  shall  examine  ordained  ministers 
seeking  membership  in  this  conference  and  make  recommendations  in  keep- 
ing with  their  findings. 

Section  9 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  missions  and  church 
extension  to  cooperate  with  the  churches  of  the  conference  to  promote 
the  establishment  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference.  The 
board  of  missions  and  church  extension  shall  cooperate  with  the  state 
board  of  missions  to  raise  money,  arrange  itineraries,  and  keep  the  work 
of  missions  before  our  churches. 

Section  10 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  Christian  education 
to  keep  our  people  informed  as  to  our  educational  needs,  and  endeavor  to 
promote  the  cause  of  and  stimulate  interest  among  our  people  in  the 
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cause  of  Christian  education.  The  board  of  Christian  education  shall 
cooperate  with  the  educational  institutions  of  our  denomination  and  use 
all  funds  for  best  interest  of  Christian  education. 

Section  11 — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of 
the  conference:  credentials,  nominating,  resolutions,  temperance,  obituary, 
and  letter  digest. 

Section  12 — A  board  or  committee  will  be  recognized  as  having  a 
quorum  when  there  is  a  majority  of  the  members  present  for  a  meeting, 
providing  all  the  members  of  said  board  or  committee  have  been  duly 
notified  concerning  the  said  meeting. 

Section  13 — All  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Sec  i  ion  14 — Each  minister  and  delegate  in  good  standing  shall  duly 
attend  each  day  while  the  conference  is  in  session  or  be  subject  to  censure 
by  the  conference  and  reported  to  his  local  church. 

Section  1 5 — If  any  member,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  shall 
show  anger  in  his  discussion  on  any  subject,  he  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  that 
session. 

Sec  liox  16> — No  member  shall  be  excused  from  any  session  of  the 
conference  without  leave  of  the  moderator. 

Section  17 — The  conference  shall  adjourn  by  a  majority  vote. 

Section  18 — Each  officer  and  member  of  standing  committees  and 
boards  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  conference. 

Section  19 — The  conference  shall  open  and  close  with  suitable  devo- 
tional services. 

Section  20 — This  constitution  and  its  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  a  two-thirds  favorable  vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  said 
amendment  shall  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  for 

action  on  the  following  day. 
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UNION  MEETING 

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an 
effective  agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully 
promote  its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  min- 
isters who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all 
general  officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference 
and  the  union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall 
represent  in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate 
for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues, 
and  auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  percent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive 
of  funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  percent  of  the 
church  budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday 
schools,  leagues,  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they 
may  choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the 
conference,  but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting 
in  regular  session  or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a 
moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and 
a  treasurer,  each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the 
last  session  of  the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference. 
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ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting 
their  work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  executive 
board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its 
regular  sessions.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to 
prepare  and  supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate 
all  undesignated  funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 
The  host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the 
alphabetic  succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This 
method  of  selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed  when  deemed 
expedient  or  necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the 
executive  committee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendmi  \. — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  bo  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any 
two  officers  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided 
further,  that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this 
board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or 
when  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference 
in  session  and  interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch 
of  the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 
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6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  cooperating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of 
general  Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction,  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  league  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  program  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programming  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes, 
and  conferences,  on  a  conference  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our 
people  when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference, 
state,  or  national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise 
all  training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administra- 
tion of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  security 
and  education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and 
conditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  com- 
pletion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with 
monthly,  or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully 
discharged. 

15.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session 
of  the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions,  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a 
vote  is  taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided 
further  that  such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter  for 
a  term  each  of  five  years. 
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2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the 
promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  officers 
may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that 
the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and 
attend  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply 
to  the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with 
mission  funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length,  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to 
place,  plans,  and  purpose  s. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

(October  30,  1969) 

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  opened  its  115th  annual  session  Thursday 
morning,  October  30,  at  10  a.  m.,  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "Stand  Up, 
Stand  Up  for  Jesus."

REPORT  OF  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

Services 

Mount  Olive  College  believes  that  its  primary  purpose  is  to  provide  a 
comprehensive  program  of  Christian  education  for  Free  Will  Baptists.  These 
services  include: 

1.  Educational  opportunities,  including  financial  assistance,  for  every 
student  who  has  the  desire  and  potential  to  attain  a  college  education.  No 
other  college  can  do  for  Free  Will  Baptists  young  people  what  Mount  Olive 
College  can  and  we  ask  that  you  encourage  students  from  your  church  to 
attend  our  own  College. 

2.  Ministerial  students  and  others  preparing  for  church-related  vocations 
are  offered  two  years  of  basic  education  plus  practical  experience. 

3.  Extension  courses  in  Bible  are  offered  upon  request  when  possible. 

4.  A  Ministers'  Institute  for  pastors,  their  wives,  and  interested  laymen 
is  offered  each,  summer. 

5.  A  Youth  Conference  for  high  school  students  is  also  available  to  all 
Free  Will  Baptist  students  each  summer. 

6.  Pulpit  supply  and  speakers  for  special  occasions  are  provided  by  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  students  upon  requests. 

7.  Auxiliary  programs  and  study  courses  are  given  by  College  personnel 
on  a  one-night  basis  when  several  auxiliaries  in  an  area  wish  to  come  together 
for  this  purpose. 

8.  Library  services  are  also  available.  The  Moye  Library  contains 
approximately  19,000  volumes  and  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Historical  Collec- 
tion. Although  materials  in  the  Historical  Collection  may  not  be  checked 
out,  other  books  are  available  on  loan.

The  Church  Finance  Association,  Inc.  has  been  serving  Free  Will 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  since  1940.  It  is  owned  by  and  operated  for 
Free  Will  Baptists. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  who  have  supported 
our  Association  with  their  time,  prayers,  and  funds.  Our  thanks  go  especially 
to  those  who  have  had  vision  and  faith  to  make  the  Church  Finance  Associa- 
tion, Inc.  what  it  is  today. 

Our  Association  has  over  $20,000  in  memberships  as  of  September  8, 
1969;  and  over  $1 65,000  in  deposits.  Our  loans  to  churches  and  institutions 
now  exceed  $200,000.  In  1968  our  loans  to  church  amounted  to  $65,150.

If  we  are  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  church  we 
must  secure  additional  funds.  We  need  to  increase  our  deposits  to  the  point 
where  a  large  withdrawal  will  not  retard  our  operation.  As  of  now  we  could 
use  an  additional  $120,000  in  making  loans  to  churches.  The  Association 
pays  five  percent  interest  on  deposits  of  $500  or  more;  and  four  percent  is 
paid  on  deposits  of  less  than  $500. 

The  State  Convention  has  nine  memberships  ($225)  in  the  Association.

Taylor  Hill,  the  Cape  Fear  Mission  Board  presented  a  church  mission  play,

November  Is  Children's  Home  Month 

Thanksgiving  is  a  most  wonderful  season  of  the  year.  It  is  a  time  when 
we  can  reflect  back  over  the  past  year,  taking  inventory  of  our  blessings  ' and' 
projecting  our  lives  into  the  future.  All  of  us  here  at  the  Home  have  much 
for  which  to  be  thankful.  In  fact,  Free  Will  Baptists  as  a  whole  have  much 
for  which  to  be  thankful.  A  generous  offering  to  our  Home  is  an  excellent 
way  for  you  to  express  your  thankfulness.   'To  care  means  to  share." 

Free  Will  Baptists  have  remembered  November  as  Children's  Home 
Month  for  many  years.  The  November  gifts  constitute  a  major  part  of  our 
annual  support.  These  gifts  will  help  determine  our  program  of  child  care 
tremendously.  The  gifts  at  the  State  Convention  were  $8,048.80.  We  spent 
over  $5,000  of  this  amount  getting  our  children  in  school.  This  included 
clothes,  books,  lunches,  etc.,  for  the  first  month  of  school.  Our  tobacco 
brought  $9,550.69.  We  spent  $6,635  of  this  amount  in  paying  off  an  old 
farm  debt.  The  level  of  giving  had  increased  up  until  the  last  three  weeks. 
We  must  continue  to  receive  an  increased  level  of  giving  to  meet  our  ever- 
growing needs. 

Please  try  to  see  that  your  church,  Sunday  school,  auxiliary,  etc.  give  a 
little  more  this  November  than  last  November.  It  is  our  hope  that  every 
church  in  North  Carolina  will  make  a  gift  of  some  size  during  the  month  of 
November.  We  welcome  you  to  bring  your  gifts  to  the  traditional  Thanks- 
giving service  on  Thanksgiving  Day.  The  traditional  outdoor  picnic  will 
follow  the  worship  service  which  starts  at  10:30  a.  m.  The  children  will  be 
ready  to  leave  for  Thanksgiving  vacation  at  1:30  p.  m.  , 

Sponsorship  Program  Effective  January  1,  1970 

Because  of  the  many  letters  and  inquiries  of  people  from  all  across  the 
state,  asking  for  the  privilege  of  doing  something  for  our  children;  and 
because  of  seeing  a  need  for  a  more  balanced  and  uniform  program,  we  will 
start  this  new  sponsorship  program  as  of  January  1,  1970.  This  program 
has  been  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Woman's 
Auxiliary  Convention,  and  many,  many  individual  auxiliaries.  Those  auxil- 
iaries and  individuals  who  now  are  sponsoring  a  child  can  simply  select  from 
the  list  below  what  they  want  to  do,  and  the  items  not  taken  by  the  present 
sponsors  will  be  given  to  the  people  who  are  asking  for  a  specific  project. 
All  present  sponsors  are  encouraged  to  follow  this  plan:  ' 

Food:  $300  per  year  ($25  per  month). 

Clothes:  $100-$  150  per  year,  depending  upon  the  size  of  the  child,  one 
half  in  August  for  school  clothing,  and  one  half  in  March  for  Easter. 
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Camp:  $45  per  year.  Last  year  only  five  or  six  of  our  children  had  the 
privilege  to  go  to  camp.  We  would  like  for  those  ten  years  old  and  above 
to  have  the  privilege. 

Allowance:  $60  per  year  or  $5  per  month.  Some  of  our  children  are 
now  getting  too  much  money,  while  some  are  getting  too  little.  Then  there 
are  some  who  do  not  get  any  money  at  all.  All  twenty-eight  children's  homes 
in  North  Carolina  have  an  allowance  system  with  the  exception  of  our  Home 
and  one  more.  We  ask  that  the  $5  be  sent  to  the  office  the  first  of  each 
month,  making  your  checks  payable  to  the  Home,  beginning  January  1,  1970. 
We  will  simply  put  all  the  allowance  into  one  "pot"  or  fund  and  draw  out 
in  equal  amounts  for  each  age  level.  This  means  the  higher  the  age  level, 
the  more  allowance  a  child  will  get.  If  you  send  in  your  $5  for  "your" 
child,  he  may  get  less  or  he  may  get  more  than  $5;  but  every  child  will  get 
some.  We  are  aware  that  for  many  reasons  everyone  will  not  send  in  this 
amount,  because  some  forget  and  do  not  send  anything.  What  we  are  saying 
is  that  "our"  children  have  to  buy  stamps,  envelopes,  and  many  small  personal 
items;  and  to  have  a  share-alike  program,  we  can  better  teach  our  children 
the  value  of  money:  thus  teaching  them  to  save. 

Christmas:  $25-535  per  year.  This  amount  has  been  arrived  at  by  the 
many  auxiliaries  we  have  visited.  We  will  continue  to  send  you  a  list  of  the 
child's  needs  and  let  you  take  care  of  Christmas  in  your  own  way,  spending 
what  you  like.  However,  the  above  amount  is  recommended  by  most  auxil- 
iaries we  have  visited. 

Birthdays:  $l-$5  per  year.  This  is  mailed  directly  to  the  child.  Most 
times  a  child's  birthday  is  an  important  occasion  on  our  campus.  Each  child 
gets  his  personal  cake  on  his  birthday.  He  is  free  to  share  this  cake  with 
whomsoever  he  chooses.  Your  gift  and  the  cake  seem  to  single  him  out, 
thus  making  this  day  a  special  day. 

Summary:  All  the  above  funds  should  come  to  our  office  payable  to 
the  Home  with  the  exception  of  his  birthday  and  Christmas,  unless  agreed 
upon.  We  believe  the  above  plan  will  improve  our  present  system.  We 
encourage  your  cooperation  in  helping  to  make  our  Home  a  better  home.

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CONST  IT  UTION 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
denomination  of  North  Carolina,  desiring  to  be  in  fellowship  in  a  bond  of 
union,  do  ordain  this  constitution. 

NAME 

This  shall  be  the  constitution  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches  of  North  Carolina. 

PURPOSE 

The  object  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be  to  promote  Christ's 
kingdom  among  men  by  means  in  strict  conformity  to  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

ARTICLE  I.  COMPOSITION 
This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  affiliated  ordained  ministers  and 
churches  within  its  bounds,  who  are  in  good  standing,  and  of  all  general 
officers,  and  members  of  standing  boards  or  committees  of  the  conference. 
It  shall  operate  under  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  No  church  corporation  whose 
articles  or  incorporation  or  constitution  and  bylaws  conflict  with  the  State- 
ment of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  shall  be  permitted  membership  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  II.  REPRESENTATION 
Each  church  shall  represent  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof.  The  delegation  from  each  church  shall  carry 
to  the  conference  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment  and  giving  the 
statistics  and  financial  condition  of  the  church;  together  with  a  statement 
of  all  funds  received  and  disbursed  for  denomination  and  benevolent  purposes 
during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  III.  OFFICERS 
The  officers  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary, 
an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  entering  upon  the  duties  of  said  office  at  the  close  of  the  session 
in  which  they  are  elected.  Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers, 
may  be  elected  at  the  option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed 
essential. 

ARTICLE  IV.  STANDING  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 
It  shall  be  the  policy  of  this  conference  to  elect  as  many  boards  and 
committees  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  its  program.    These  shall 
keep  records  of  their  proceedings  and  make  a  report  at  each  annual  session 
of  the  conference. 

A  board  of  trustees,  a  board  of  Christian  education,  a  board  of  missions 
and  church  extension,  and  a  board  of  ordination  consisting  of  five  members 
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each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of  these  board  shall 
be  five  years,  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the  tenure  of  office 
of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1 — Standing  boards  shall  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer 
their  respective  programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  their 
conference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  modera- 
tor, assistant  moderator,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  one  member  elected  by  the 
conference  at  the  time  of  the  official  election  of  officers. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 
conference  for  whatever  purpose  deemed  necessary. 

ARTICLE  V.  FINANCE 
Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  annually  according  to 
its  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
Any  properly  organized  church  that  gives  evidence  of  adherence  to  the 
doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  and  desires  to  help  promote  the  program  and  work  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention,  may  present 
its  petition  to  the  regular  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for 
membership  is  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellow- 
ship to  the  delegates. 

ARTICLE  VII.  DISMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
A  church  may  be  dismissed  from  membership  in  the  conference  by 
vote  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  VISITORS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  extend  to  visiting  brethren  all  the 
privileges  of  the  body  save  that  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

ARTICLE  IX.  MEETINGS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on  Thursday 
and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  The  host  church  shall 
be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session  or  by  the  executive 
committee.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed  by 
an  act  of  the  executive  committee  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  accord- 
ing to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  session  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference;  to  appoint  temporary  committees,  delegates,  and  representatives; 
to  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  committees;  and  in 
general,  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  moderator. 

Section  2— The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  the  duties' 
of  the  moderator  when  that  officer  is  not  present  and  he  shall  assist  the 
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moderator  when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of 
the  moderator,  the  assistant  moderator  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
session  of  the  conference. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceed- 
ing in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  prepare  and 
cause  to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference; 
hold  in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same 
at  the  direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and 
sign  such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  the  secretary's  signature; 
and  serve  as  a  member  of  executive  board. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  secretary  when  that  officer  is  not  present,  and  he  shall  assist  the  secre- 
tary when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the 
secretary,  the  assistant  secretary  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  session 
of  the  conference. 

Section  5 — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs 
to  the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
committee,  or  any  standing  board  invested  with  the  authority  to  authorize 
the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  funds 
received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  conference. 

Section  6 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  conference  when  the  conference  is  not  in  session,  and 
make  report  at  annual  conference.  The  executive  committee  shall  plan  the 
program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  conference. 

Section  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  all  conference  and 
real  property,  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  conference,  and  convey  or  expend 
said  property  or  assets  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  ordination  to  examine, 
ordain,  and  discipline  ministers  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the  State- 
ment of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina, along  with  whatever  additional  requirements  may  be  made  by  the  con- 
ference. The  board  of  ordination  shall  examine  ordained  ministers  seeking 
membership  in  this  conference  and  make  recommendations  in  keeping  with 
their  findings. 

Section  9 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  missions  and  church 
extension  to  cooperate  with  the  churches  of  the  conference  to  promote  the 
establishment  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference.  The  board 
of  missions  and  church  extension  shall  cooperate  with  the  state  board  of  mis- 
sions to  raise  money,  arrange  itineraries,  and  keep  the  work  of  missions  before 
our  churches. 

Section  10— It  shall  be.  the  duty  of  the  board  of  Christian  education 
to  keep  our  people  informed  as  to  our  educational  needs,  and  endeavor  to 
promote  the  cause  of  and  stimulate  interest  among  our  people  in  the  cause 
of  Christian  education.    The  board  of  Christian  education  shall  CQOperate 
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with  the  educational  institutions  of  our  denomination  and  use  all  funds  for 
best  interest  of  Christian  education. 

Section  11 — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the 
conference:  credentials,  nominating,  resolutions,  temperance,  obituary,  and 
letter  digest. 

Section  12^— A  board  or  comimttee  will  be  recognized  as  having  a 
quorum  when  there  is  a  majority  of  the  members  present  for  a  meeting, 
providing  all  the  members  of  said  board  or  committee  have  been  duly 
notified  concerning  the  said  meeting. 

Section  1 3 — All  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  14 — Each  minister  and  delegate  in  good  standing  shall  duly 
attend  each  day  while  the  conference  is  in  session  or  be  subject  to  censure 
by  the  conference  and  reported  to  his  local  church. 

Section  1 5 — If  any  member,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  shall 
show  anger  in  his  discussion  on  any  subject,  he  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  that 
session. 

Section  16 — No  member  shall  be  excused  from  any  session  of  the  con- 
ference without  leave  of  the  moderator. 

Section  17 — The  conference  shall  adjourn  by  a  majority  vote. 

Section  18 — Each  officer  and  member  of  standing  committees  and 
boards  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  conference. 

Section  19 — The  conference  shall  open  and  close  with  suitable  devo- 
tional services. 

Section  20 — This  constitution  and  its  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  a  two-thirds  favorable  vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  said 
amendment  shall  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  for 
action  on  the  following  day. 
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UNION  MEETING 

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 

CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an 
effective  agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully 
promote  its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  min- 
isters who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all 
general  officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference 
and  the  union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall 
represent  in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate 
for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues, 
and  auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  percent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive 
of  funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  percent  of  the 
church  budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday 
schools,  leagues,  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they 
may  choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the 
conference,  but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting 
in  regular  session  or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a 
moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and 
a  treasurer,  each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the 
last  session  of  the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference. 
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ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  executive 
board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular 
sessions.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare  and 
supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesignated 
funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  -alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

.  -2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any 
two  officers  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided 
further,  that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this 
board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or 
when  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference 
in  session  and  interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch 
of  the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of 
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meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  changed  with  the  responsibility  of  cooperating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of 
general  Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction,  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  league  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  program  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programming  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our  people 
when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference,  state,  or 
national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise 
all  training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsibility  for  the  promotion  and  administra- 
tion of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  security 
and  education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and 

conditions: 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  com- 
pletion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with 
monthly,  or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully 
discharged. 

15.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session 
of  the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions,  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a 
vote  is  taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided 
further  that  such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 
1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.    The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
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years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter  for 
a  term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board.  Provided,  however,  that  any  two  officers  may 
be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and 
attend  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same!  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  arid  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds^  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  jnerit  compensation  must  first  apply 
to  the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  \  can  be  compensated  for  same  with 
mission  funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work;, 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any !  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  propetty,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to 
place,  plans,  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

1970  CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  MINUTES 

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 
(October  29,  1970) 

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  opened  its  one  hundred  sixteenth  annual 

session  on  Thursday  morning,  October  29,  at  10  a.m.,  with  the  singing  of  the 
hymn,  "The  Church's  One  Foundation."

Through  your  generous  giving,  we  have  seen  the  best  year  of  support  in  our 
history.  Our  total  income  for  the  year  was  $79,108.80.  Also,  the  Mission 
Rally  at  the  State  Convention,  a  total  of  $7,925.84  was  given.  Because  of 
your  concern  for  the  lost  and  willingness  to  share  the  gospel,  we  have  been 
able  to  accomplish  a  great  deal  for  our  Lord. 

The  Free  Will  Baptist  Bible  Institute  now  is  in  its  second  year  of  opera- 
tion. It  is  still  on  a  part-time  schedule,  but  is  fulfilling  a  great  need  in  our 
church  mission  program.  It  now  is  property  of  Free  Will  Baptists.  You 
made  this  possible  through  your  offerings  last  January.  Involved  in  the 
institute,  we  now  have  seven  native  Mexican  pastors  that  are  full  time  in 
the  work  of  Christ  in  Mexico.  The  Rev.  f.  E.  Timmons  is  serving  our  church 
and  Christ  in  a  great  way.  Also,  this  past  September,  the  Mission  Board 
purchased  a  12-passenger  Van  Bus  and  it  is  now  in  operation  there  in  the 
Texas-Mexico  work. 

The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Joe  Barrow  are  laboring  in  Biriiri,  Rhodesia.  He  is 
teaching  there  in  the  school;  but  in  December,  plans  are  for  them  to  move 
to  Chiredzi,  Rhodesia.  Here,  Joe  will  be  in  full-time  evangelism.  Joe  and 
Faye  received  a  blessing  from  God  on  the  fifth  of  August  in  the  birth  of 
their  second  child.  The  name  of  the  child  is  Sharon  Frances  Barrow.  Please 
continue  to  pray  for  an<3  support  the  Barrows. 

The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Harold  Jones  went  to  the  Philippines  this  past  year, 
and  are  doing  a  great  work  for  God  in  this  location.   Harold  has  now  as- 
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sumed  a  greater  responsibility  in  that  one  of  the  General  Baptist  missionaries 
is  at  home  on  leave,  and  another  one  of  the  General  Baptist  missionaries  is 
at  home  for  an  operation  on  his  back.  This  only  leaves  Harold  and  one 
other  missionary  at  the  Bible  College,  along  with  the  native  workers.  I  am 
sure  the  load  is  heavy,  but  God  has  a  man  there  in  Harold  Jones  capable  of 
carrying  this  load.  Sandra  is  teaching  Bible  in  the  public  school  in  Davao 
City.  Please  continue  to  pray  for  these  workers  also.  Your  support  is  need- 
ed to  keep  them  on  the  field. 

We  ask  that  you  continue  to  pray  that  God  will  call  laborers  for  the 
field  of  labor  that  He  has  for  Free  Will  Baptists.  There  are  so  many  oppor- 
tunities and  yet  so  few  that  are  willing  to  share  in  the  labor.  I  do  hope  that 
each  of  you  will  encourage  your  church  to  share  in  the  gospel  of  Christ  to 
others  bv  supporting  your  North  Carolina  Free  Will  Baptist  Mission  Board 
with  your  prayers  and  your  financial  support.

REPORT  OF  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

Mount  Olive  College  has  entered  a  new  era  of  development  and  edu- 
cational services  to  both  its  students  and  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church.  We 
appreciate  the  prayers  and  financial  support  of  our  friends  who  have  made 
this  growth  possible,  and  we  are  pleased  to  share  with  you  a  brief  summary 
of  our  programs  and  services. 

t  New  Programs 

1.  Individualized  Instruction.  Through  a  program  of  written  and  oral 
instruction  which  permits  a  student  to  proceed  according  to  his  own  rate  of 
learning  we  are  seeking  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  teaching  on  our  cam- 
pus. Our  ultimate  goal  is  to  produce  graduates  who  are  educationally  success- 
ful and  to  eliminate  academic  failure  at  Mount  Olive  College. 

2.  Cooperative  Education,  Mount  Olive  has  become  the  "flagship" 
college  in  North  Carolina  for  a  program  which  provides  for  students  alter- 
nating work  and  study  experiences.  "Coop"  permits  a  student  to  examine 
his  employment  goals  in  the  context  of  a  work  experience  while  still  enrolled 
as  a  student  and  at  the  same  time  affords  him  an  opportunity  to  largely 
finance  his  education  through  his  own  earnings. 
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3.  Nursing  Education.  Mount  Olive  now  offers  the  first  two  years  of 
study  leading  toward  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Nursing. 

4.  Music.  Students  who  wish  to  major  in  music  may  now  take  their 
first  two  years  at  Mount  Olive. 

5.  Church-College  Scholarships.  Under  this  program  the  College  will 
give  a  student  a  scholarship  equal  to  one  half  the  cost  of  tuition  if  his  home 
church  will  give  the  other  half.  Other  financial  assistance  is  also  available 
for  qualified  students  who  apply  early. 

II.  Other  Information 

L  Appreciation.  The  College  expresses  its  gratitude  to  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference  for  gifts  during  the  1969-70  fiscal  year  in  the  amount  of  $12,- 
822.72.  To  assist  churches  in  reaching  their  challenges  for  this  year,  a  series 
of  college  dinners  is  planned.

Church-College  Scholarships  for  Free  Will  Baptist  Students 
Attending  Mount  Olive  College 

In  order  to  make  it  possible  for  more  Free  Will  Baptist  students  to  at- 
tend Mount  Olive  College,  the  board  of  trustees  has  inaugurated  a  special 
scholarship  program  which  may  cover  the  full  amount  of  tuition  a  student 
must  pay  each  academic  year.  The  program  is  on  a  voluntary  basis  for  those 
churches  which  wish  to  participate. 

To  qualify,  a  student  must  present  at  the  time  of  his  registration,  or  the 
church  must  send  in  advance,  a  check  signed  by  the  treasurer  with  the  specifi- 
cation that  the  check  is  for  a  scholarship  for  the  student  named.  The  Col- 
lege will  then  provide  an  equal  amount,  up  to  $125  per  semester,  as  a  scholar- 
ship. Since  there  are  two  semesters  in  an  academic  year,  one  beginning  in 
September  and  another  in  February,  a  student  may  receive  up  to  $250  from 
his  church  and  another  $250  from  the  College  for  a  total  of  $500  under 
this  program. 

Gifts  sent  to  the  College  for  this  purpose  will  not  be  listed  toward 
meeting  the  "challenge"  assigned  that  church  for  the  College,  but  will  be 
recorded  as  "restricted  income  for  church-college  scholarships." 

It  is  understood  that  the  College  may  use  its  own  funds  or  any  funds 
administered  by  it  in  matching  the  scholarship  from  the  church;  and  further, 
that  if  the  student  qualifies  for  a  scholarship  already  provided  by  the  College, 
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that  scholarship  shall  be  considered  as  fulfilling  the  College's  matching  re- 
sponsibility. In  addition,  it  is  understood  that  the  College  retains  the  right 
to  determine  the  student's  academic  eligibility  for  admission  and/or  con- 
tinuation in  college  quite  apart  from  he  maching  scholarship. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  College  that  this  program  will  encourage  and  help 
make  it  possible  for  more  Free  Will  Baptist  students  to  attend  Mount  Olive 
College,  which  is  the  only  institution  of  higher  education  sponsored  by  the 
Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.

It  is  with 
deep  regret  that  we  report  the  passing  of  our  dearly  beloved  minister  and 
brother  in  Christ,  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Lancaster  of  Smithfield,  North  Carolina. 


Brother  Lancaster  was  born  in  Johnston  County  in  1881.  He  became 
the  Lord's  servant  in  1900  by  taking  Christ  as  his  Saviour.

Baptist  Church,  Route  3,  Smithfield,  he  was  ordained.  During  his  twenty 
years  in  the  ministry,  Brother  Coates  served  ten  churches  of  the  denomina- 
tion. He  was  a  blessing  to  all  whom  he  served,  and  was  loved  by  all  who 
knew  him. 

On  September  18,  1970,  the  Lord  said,  "Albert,  your  suffering  is  over, 
come  on  home  with  me."   We  believe  that  our  loss  is  Brother  Coates'  gain. 

We  recommend  that  his  conference  stand  in  silent  prayer  in  memory 
of  Brother  Lancaster  and  Brother  Coates,  with  Brother  J.  Walter  Stanley 
closing  the  memorial  prayer. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  minutes  of  this  conference  be  dedicat- 
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ed  to  the  memory  of  these  two  brothers  in  Christ  and  that  their  pictures  be 
placed  in  the  minutes  of  this  conference.

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CONSTITUTION 


PREAMBLE 

We,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  de- 
nomination of  North  Carolina,  desiring  to  be  in  fellowship  in  a  bond  of 
union,  do  ordain  this  constitution. 

NAME 

This  shall  be  the  constitution  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches  of  North  Carolina. 

PURPOSE 

The  object  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be  to  promote  Christ's 
kingdom  among  men  by  means  in  strict  conformity  to  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

ARTICLE  I.  COMPOSITION 
This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  affiliated  ordained  ministers  and 
churches  within  its  bounds,  who  are  in  good  standing,  and  of  all  general  of- 
ficers, and  members  of  standing  boards  or  committees  of  the  conference.  It 
shall  operate  under  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  No  church  corporation  whose  articles  or 
incorporation  or  constitution  and  bylaws  conflict  with  the  Statement  of  Faith 
and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  will  be  per- 
mitted membership  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  II.  REPRESENTATION 
Each  church  shall  represent  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof.  The  delegation  from  each  church  shall  carry 
to  the  conference  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment,  and  giving  the  statis- 
tics and  financial  condition  of  the  church;  together  with  a  statement  of  all 
funds  received  and  disbursed  for  denomination  and  benevolent  purposes 
during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  III.  OFFICERS 
The  officers  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary, 
an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  entering  upon  the  duties  of  said  office  at  the  close  of  the  session  in 
which  they  are  elected.  Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers, 
may  be  elected  at  the  option  of  the  conferenc  for  whatever  purposes  deemed 
essential. 

ARTICLE  IV.  STANDING  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 
It  shall  be  the  policy  of  this  conference  to  elect  as  many  boards  and 

committees  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  its  program.    These  shall 

keep  records  of  their  proceedings  and  make  a  report  at  each  annual  session 

of  the  conference. 

A  board  of  trustees,  a  board  of  Christian  education,  a  board  of  missions 

and  church  extension,  and  a  board  of  ordination  consisting  of  five  members 
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each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of  these  boards  shall 
be  five  years,  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the  tenure  of  office 
of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1 — Standing  boards  shall  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer 
their  respective  programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  their 
conference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  modera- 
tor, assistant  moderator,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  one  member  elected  by  the 
conference  at  the  time  of  the  official  election  of  officers. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 
conference  for  whatever  purpose  deemed  necessary. 

ARTICLE  V.  FINANCE 
Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  annually  according  to 
its  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
Any  properly  organized  church  that  gives  evidence  of  adherence  to  the 
doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  and  desires  to  help  promote  the  program  and  work  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  and  *:he  North  Carolina  State  Convention,  may  present 
its  petition  to  the  regular  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for  mem- 
bership is  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to 
the  delegates. 

ARTICLE  VII.  DISMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
A  church  may  be  dismissed  from  membership  in  the  conference  by  vote 
of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  VISITORS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  extend  to  visiting  brethren  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  body  save  that  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

ARTICLE  IX.  MEETINGS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on  Thursday 
and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  The  host  church  shall  be 
selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session  or  by  the  executive  com- 
mittee. The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed  by  an 
act  of  the  executive  committee  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 
to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference; to  appoint  temporary  committees,  delegates,  and  representatives;  to 
serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  committees;  and  in 
general,  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  moderator. 

Section  2— The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  the  duties 
of  the  moderator  when  that  officer  is  not  present  and  he  shall  assist  the 
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moderator  when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of 
the  moderator,  the  assistant  moderator  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
session  of  the  conference. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceedings 
in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  prepare  and 
cause  to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference; 
hold  in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same  at 
the  direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and  sign 
such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  the  secretary's  signature;  and 
serve  as  a  member  of  executive  board. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  fhe  duties  of 
the  secretary  when  that  officer  is  not  present,  and  he  shall  assist  the  secre- 
tary when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the  secre- 
tary, the  assistant  secretary  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  session  of 
the  conference. 

Section  5 — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs  to 
the  conference  and  pav  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
committee,  or  any  standing  board  invested  with  the  authority  to  authorize 
the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  funds 
received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  conference. 

Section  6 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  conference  when  the  conference  is  not  in  session,  and 
make  report  at  annual  conference.  The  executive  committee  shall  plan  the 
program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  conference. 

Section  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  all  conference  and 
real  property,  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  conference,  and  convey  or  expend 
said  property  or  assets  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 — It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  board  of  ordination  to  examine, 
ordain,  and  discipline  ministers  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the  State- 
ment of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  of  North  Caro- 
lina, alon^  with  whatever  additional  requirements  may  be  made  by  the  con- 
ference. The  board  of  ordination  shall  examine  ordained  ministers  seeking 
membership  in  this  conference  and  make  recommendations  in  keeping  with 
their  findings. 

Section  9 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  missions  and  church 
extension  to  cooperate  with  the  churches  of  the  conference  to  promote  the 
establishment  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference.  The  board 
of  missions  and  church  extension  shall  cooperate  with  the  state  board  of 
missions  to  raise  money,  arrange  itineraries,  and  keep  the  work  of  missions 
before  our  churches. 

Section  10 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  Christian  education 
to  keep  our  people  informed  as  to  our  educational  needs,  and  endeavor  to 
promote  the  cause  of  and  stimulate  interest  among  our  people  in  the  cause 
of  Christian  education.   The  board  of  Christian  education  shall  cooperate 
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with  the  educational  institutions  of  our  denomination  and  use  all  funds  for 
best  interest  of  Christian  education. 

Section  11 — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the 
conference:  credentials,  nominating,  resolutions,  temperance,  obituary,  and 
letter  digest. 

Section  12 — A  board  or  committee  will  be  recognized  as  having  a 
quorum  when  there  is  a  majority  of  the  members  present  for  a  meeting,  pro- 
viding all  the  members  of  said  board  or  committee  have  been  duly  notified 
concerning  the  said  meeting. 

Section  13 — All  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  14 — Each  minister  and  delegate  in  good  standing  shall  duly 
attend  each  day  while  the  conference  is  in  session  or  be  subject  to  censure 
by  the  conference  and  reported  to  his  local  church. 

Section  15 — If  any  member,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  shall 
show  anger  in  his  discussion  on  any  subject,  he  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  that 
session. 

Section  16 — No  member  shall  be  excused  from  any  session  of  the  con- 
ference without  leave  of  the  moderator. 

Section  17 — The  conference  shall  adjourn  by  a  majority  vote. 

Section  18 — Each  officer  and  member  of  standing  committees  and 
boards  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  conference. 

Section  19 — The  conference  shall  open  and  close  with  suitable  devo- 
tional services. 

Section  20 — This  constitution  and  its  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  a  two-thirds  favorable  vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  said 
amendment  shall  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  for 
action  on  the  following  day. 
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UNION  MEETING 

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an  ef- 
fective agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully 
promote  its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence,  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches  af- 
filiated with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  ministers 
who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all  general 
officrs  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference  and  the 
union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  rep- 
resent in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate  foi 
each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues,  and 
auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  percent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive  of 
funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  percent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues,  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  confer- 
ence, but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular 
session  or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  mode- 
rator, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  trea- 
surer, each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  vear,  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
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by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  theii 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  executive 
board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute  the 
executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have  power 
to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular  ses- 
sions. It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare  and 
supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesignated 
funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed  when  deemed  expedient  01 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendments — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

L  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of  office 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board;  provided,  however,  that  any 
two  officers  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  the  executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this  board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or 
when  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in 
session  and  interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch 
of  the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year.  "■ 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  cooperating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of 
general  Christian  education. 
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7.  The  organization,  direction,  and  the  training  program  of  Free  Will 
Baptist  league  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this  board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  program  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programming  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  chagred  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our  people 
when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference,  state,  or 
national  programs. 

1 1 .  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise 
all  training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administration 
of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  security  and 
education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and  con- 
ditions : 

A.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

B.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  com- 
pletion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with 
monthly,  or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  dis- 
charged. 

15.  These  bylaws  mav  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions,  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further  that 
such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter  for  a 
term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board;  provided,  however,  that  any  two  officers  may 
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be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  attend 
to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply  to 
the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  undei 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with  mis- 
sion funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point  without  first-  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to 
place,  plans,  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 
(November  4,  1971) 

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  opened  its  one  hundred  seventeenth  annual 
session  on  Thursday  morning,  November  4,  at  10  a.m.,  with  the  singing  of 
the  hymn,  "The  Church's  One  Foundation."

REPORTS 

REPORT  OF  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 
Mount  Olive  College  was  founded  twenty  years  ago  (1951)  by  the  Free 
Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  distinctive 
program  of  Christian  higher  education  for  our  young  people  and  our  church. 
During  these  years  more  than  2,500  students  have  enrolled,  including  ap- 
proximately 100  ministerial  students;  and  in  addition  the  college  is  rendering 
a  broad  range  of  services  to  hundred  of  others  through  night  and  extension 
courses,  youth  conferences,  institutes  for  ministers,  and  other  special  pro- 
grams. 
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Today  Mount  Olive  College  is  fully  accredited,  has  an  enrollment  of  327 
students,  total  assets  of  nearly  $2.5  million,  and  is  rapidly  developing  into 
one  of  the  most  respected  church -related  junior  colleges  in  America.  Among 
the  distinctive  features  of  the  College  are  the  following: 

1.  Education  for  Ministers.  Under  a  "Supervised  Work  Experience" 
each  ministerial  student  is  afforded  the  opportunity  to  work  under  an  ex- 
perienced pastor  or  in  a  denominational  enterprise  as  a  part  of  his  educa- 
tional preparation. 

2.  Church-College  Scholarship.  This  program  is  a  creative  approach  to- 
ward encouraging  more  Free  Will  Baptist  students  to  attend  Mount  Olive 
College.  If  a  local  church  will  provide  its  students  a  scholarship  in  the 
amount  of  $250  annually,  the  college  will  give  the  students  an  equal  amount 
for  a  total  grant  of  $500  per  student  annually  under  this  program.  Other 
financial  aid  is  also  available  if  needed. 

3.  Educational  Program.  Through  individualized  instruction  students 
are  enabled  to  proceed  in  a  course  at  their  own  rate  of  learning  without  fear 
of  failure  The  college  has  a  nonfailing  grading  system  under  which  no  "F's" 
are  given;  students  are  given  assistance  and  more  time  to  complete  the  course.

Church-College  Scholarships 

In  order  to  make  it  possible  for  more  Free  Will  Baptist  students  to  at- 
tend Mount  Olive  College,  the  college  has  inaugurated  a  special  scholarship 
program  which  may  cover  up  to  $500  of  the  tuition  a  student  must  ppy  each 
academic  year.  The  program  is  on  a  voluntary  basis  for  those  churches  which 
wish  to  participate. 

To  qualify,  a  student  must  present  at  the  time  of  his  registration,  or 
the  church  must  send  in  advance,  a  check  signed  by  the  treasurer  with  the 
specification  that  the  check  is  for  a  scholarship  for  the  student  named.  The 
college  will  then  provide  an  equal  amount,  up  to  $125  per  semester,  as  a 
scholarship.  Since  there  are  two  semesters  in  an  academic  year,  one  begin- 
ning in  August  and  another  in  January,  a  student  may  receive  up  to  $250 
from  his  church  and  another  $250  from  the  college  for  a  total  of  $500  under 
this  program. 

Gifts  sent  to  the  college  for  this  purpose  will  not  be  listed  toward  meet- 
ing the  "challenge"  assigned  that  church  for  the  college,  but  will  be  record- 
ed as  "Restricted  Income  for  Church-College  Scholarships." 

It  is  understood  that  the  college  may  use  its  own  funds  or  any  funds 
adminisfered  by  it  in  matching  the  scholarship  from  the  church;  and  fur-

ther,  that  if  the  student  qualifies  for  a  scholarship  already  provided  by  the 
college,  that  scholarship  shall  be  considered  as  fulfilling  the  college's  match- 
ing responsibility.  In  addition,  it  is  understood  that  the  college  retains  the 
right  to  determine  the  student's  academic  eligibility  for  admission  and/or 
continuation  in  college  quite  apart  from  the  matching  scholarship. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  college  that  this  program  will  encourage  and  make 
it  possible  for  more  Free  Will  Baptist  students  to  attend  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege.

Partial  report  of  the  Ordaining  Council  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of 
the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  meeting  with  the  Lee's  Chapel  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church,  Route  5,  Dunn,  North  Carolina,  November  4,  1971. 

The  council  has  held  (10)  ten  meetings  since  the  last  Conference,  in- 
terviewing and  recommending  applicants  for  license  and  examining  candi- 
dates for  ordination. 

As  a  result  of  these  meetings  the  following  brethren  were  recommended 
to  their  respective  churches  for  licensing:  C.  H.  Parrish  to  the  Fayetteville 
Church,  Atlas  Hogg  to  the  Powhatan  Church,  Gene  Britt  to  the  Riverside 
Church,  and  Earl  Johnson  to  the  Johnston  Union  Church.

The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Harold  Jones  are  very  enthusiastic  about  the  work 
in  the  Philippines.  They  are  now  in  Manila  in  language  school.  This  is  one 
of  the  hardest  tasks  for  a  missionary,  but  by  God's  grace  and  your  prayers, 
they  will  make  it  through.  They  attend  classes  five  hours  a  day,  then  they 
spend  two  to  three  hours  a  day  listening  to  tapes  and  studying  the  language 
book.    Pray  for  them  in  this  endeavor.

REPORT  OF  SUPERANNUATION  BOARD 
(July  1,  1970— June  30,  1971) 

This  has  been  a  good  year  and  the  Lord  has  blessed  the  superannuation 
program  in  many  ways.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for  His  blessings  and  to 
you  for  your  prayers  and  support  of  this  work. 

Our  work  is  needful.  At  the  present  time  there  are  five  ministers  and 
twelve  ministers'  widows  receiving  over  two  hundred  sixty-nine  dollars  on  an 
average  each  month.  We  have  life  insurance  on  sixty  of  our  ministers  with 
an  annual  premium  of  over  fifty-five  hundred  dollars;  and  the  board  pays 
two  thirds  of  this  premium.  This  life  insurance  amounts  to  more  than  one 
hundred  ten  thousand  dollars.  There  are  eighteen  ministers'  families  and 
fifty-one  individual  ministers  and  ministers'  wives  participating  in  the  group 
hospital  program.  The  monthly  premium  is  more  than  eight  hundred  eighty 
dollars,  paid  by  those  participating.  There  are  seventy-six  ministers  enrolled 
in  the  Ministerial  Retirement  System  in  the  approximate  amount  of  fifty-six 
hundred  dollars.  Thus  the  board  is  liable  for  about  twenty-eight  hundred 
dollars  each  year  to  insure  the  retirement  and  death  benefits  of  the  retire- 
ment program. 

We  have  two  primary  needs.   The  first  is  more  funds  to  increase  every 
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phase  of  our  superannuation  work.  We  need  over  sixteen  hundred  fifty 
dollars  in  gifts  (not  premium  payments)  each  month  from  our  churches  to 
reach  the  budget  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  adopted  by  the  State  Conven- 
tion. Second,  there  is  a  need  for  more  and  greater  participation  on  the  part 
of  our  ministers  in  the  Threefold  Superannuation  Program.  There  are  al- 
most two  hundred  ministers  associated  with  the  State  Convention,  but  only 
seventv-six  have  enrolled  in  all  or  a  part  of  this  program. 
You  Can  Help 

1.  You  can  and  should  pray  for  the  work  of  superannuation  and  for  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Superannuation.  You  should  pray  for  the  ministers 
of  our  denomination,  and  especially  for  your  pastor. 

2.  You  should  assist  your  pastor  in  preparing  for  retirement  through  the 
Superannuation  Program  as  recommended  by  the  State  Convention,  either  by 
paying  the  total  premiums  or  by  paying  a  percentage  of  the  premiums. 

3.  You  can  assist  your  church  and  pastor  in  making  regular  offerings  to 
this  most  worthy  cause.  Be  sure  that  this  cause  is  included  in  the  budget  of 
your  chinch  in  proportion  to  meet  our  needs.  To  insure  the  benefits  we  are 
offering  to  our  ministers,  we  need  the  support  of  every  Free  Will  Baptist. 

4.  Remember  that  the  State  Convention  designated  October  as  "Super- 
annuation Month"  and  the  third  Sunday  in  June,  Father's  Day,  as  "Super- 
annuation Day."

Appreciation:  Please  accept  our  most  sincere  appreciation  for  your  con- 
tinued valuable  support  during  the  past  year!  Financially,  we  have  had  one 
of  the  best  years  in  the  history  of  the  Children's  Home  and  you  have  helped 
make  it  that  way.  Thanks,  also,  for  your  prayers  and  moral  support.  We 
must  continue  to  have  these  in  order  for  our  ministry  of  child  care  to  be 
successful. 

Open-Door  Visitation  Policy:  We  always  appreciate  your  letters,  cards, 
gifts,  contributions,  and  any  other  way  vou  may  remember  our  children. 
However,  it  means  much  greater  understanding  and  appreciation  if  you  can 
visit  us  in  person  and  know  that  you  have  had  a  part  in  making  their  life 
more  meaningful.  You  have  a  standing  invitation  to  visit  on  campus,  to  ob- 
serve the  operation  of  the  Home,  and  to  discuss  any  questions  which  may 
be  of  concern  to  you.

Our  Children:  To  date,  the  Children's  Home  has  provided  care  for  a 
total  of  603  children  since  the  first  were  admitted  on  May  23,  1920.  Of 
this  number,  we  now  have  67  children  on  campus,  consisting  of  37  boys  and 
30  girls.  In  addition,  one  girl  is  in  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Training 
Program  in  Kinston,  North  Carolina,  and  we  are  assisting  3  girls  in  higher 
education. 

Building  Program:  Construction  has  begun  on  the  new  residence  for 
the  director  of  campus  life  and  family.  The  work  is  on  schedule  and  should 
be  completed  by  early  November. 

New  Director  of  Campus  Life:  Mr.  James  T.  Pullv  began  his  duties  as 
our  new  director  of  campus  life  on  September  15,  1971.  He  comes  to  us 
from  the  Richard  T.  Fountain  School  for  Boys,  Rocky  Mount,  North  Caro- 
lina, where  he  has  served  as  counselor  for  the  past  five  years. 

November  Is  Children's  Home  Month:  Again  this  year,  the  month  of 
November  has  been  designated  as  "Children's  Home  Month"  and  Sunday, 
November  21,  as  "Children's  Home  Dav"  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Con- 
vention. We  urge  each  church  and  other  organizations  to  give  at  least  $1 
per  member  as  a  "Special  Thanksgiving  Gift"  to  the  Home.  An  honor  roll 
of  all  organizations  who  send  this  amount  will  be  published  in  The  Free 
Will  Baptist.  Please  start  making  plans  now  for  your  church,  Sunday  school, 
or  other  church  auxiliaries  to  be  included  in  this  honor  roll. 

Thanksgiving  Day  Service:  Please  don't  forget  that  there  will  not  be  a 
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special  Thanksgiving  Day  Service  at  the  Children's  Home  this  vear.  It  is 
felt  that  our  children  deserve  to  spend  Thanksgiving  with  their  friends  and 
families.  We  urge  you  to  plan  to  help  us  make  our  Founders'  Day  in  May, 
1972,  the  big  event  of  the  year  on  our  campus. 

Report  of  Contributions  and  Suggested  Quotas:  Below  is  a  report  of  the 
contributions  received  from  this  district  during  last  year,  compared  with 
those  of  the  year  before,  and  a  listing  of  the  suggested  quotas  for  the  year 
1971-1972.  The  suggested  quotas  are  based  on  the  suggested  conference 
quotas  as  approved  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention  on  September 
16,  1971.  They  are  based  upon  our  needs  for  general  operating  funds  in 
order  to  meet  our  budget  of  $250,000,  which  is  very  much  in  line  with  last 
year's  budget.

REPORT  OF  THE  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

(Resolutions  of  Drugs  and  Alcohol) 

Whereas,  there  has  been  a  continuing  effort  to  secure  liquor-by-the-drink 
in  North  Carolina; 
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Whereas,  the  sale  and  consumption  of  alcohol  has  contributed  to  in- 
crease social  and  moral  problems; 

Whereas,  the  widespread  use  of  illegal  drugs  has  grown  at  an  alarming 

rate; 

Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  meeting  at  Lee's  Chapel  Church,  Dunn,  North  Carolina: 

1.  Express  its  appreciation  to  the  Christian  Action  League  of  North 
Carolina  and  its  executive  director,  to  those  members  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  others  who  have  worked  against  the 
sale  and  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  for  their  success  in  defeating  bills 
that  would  have  legalized  the  sale  of  liquor-by-the-drink. 

2.  Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  encourage  individuals  and  churches 
in  each  of  our  local  communities  to  combat  illegal  drug  traffic  and  further 
liberalisation  of  liquor  laws. 

3.  Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  encourage  individuals  and  churches  to 
contribute  financially  through  the  Christian  Action  League  of  North  Caro- 
lina as  it  attempts  to  combat  the  increased  flow  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

4.  That  we  commend  the  Attorney  General's  office  in  our  state  and  the 
North  Carolina  State  Bureau  of  Investigation  for  their  intensive  efforts  to 
curb  the  illegal  sale  and  use  of  drugs  in  our  state. 

5.  That  we  urge  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  to  (a)  oppose 
any  further  legislation  that  would  increase  the  incidence  of  drinking  and  its 
accompanving  problems,  and  (b)  encouraqe  problems  of  education  and  re- 
habilitation that  would  deal  with  drug  abuse. 

6.  That  we  contribute  $100  to  the  Christian  Action  League  to  be  used 
to  combat  the  increased  flow  of  alcoholic  beverages.

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CONSTITUTION 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  de- 
nomination of  North  Carolina,  desiring  to  be  in  fellowship  in  a  bond  of 
union,  do  ordain  this  constitution. 

NAME 

This  shall  be  the  constitution  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches  of  North  Carolina. 

PURPOSE 

The  object  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be  to  promote  Christ's 
kingdom  among  men  by  means  in  strict  conformity  to  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

ARTICLE  I.  COMPOSITION 
This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  affiliated  ordained  ministers  and 
churches  within  its  bounds,  who  are  in  good  standing,  and  of  all  general 
officers,  and  members  of  standing  boards  or  committees  of  the  conference. 
It  shall  operate  under  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  No  church  corporation  whose  articles 
of  incorporation  or  constitution  and  bylaws  conflict  with  the  Statement  of 
Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  shall 
be  permitted  membership  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  II.  REPRESENTATION 
Each  church  shall  represent  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof.  The  delegation  from  each  church  shall  carry 
to  the  conference  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment,  and  giving  the 
statistics  and  financial  condition  of  the  church;  together  with  a  statement 
of  all  funds  received  and  disbursed  for  denomination  and  benevolent  pur- 
poses during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  III.  OFFICERS 
The  officers  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary, 
an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  entering  upon  the  duties  of  said  office  at  the  close  of  the  session 
in  which  they  are  elected.  Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers, 
may  be  electd  at  the  option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deem- 
ed essential. 

ARTICLE  IV.  STANDING  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 
It  shall  be  the  policy  of  this  conference  to  elect  as  many  boards  and 
committees  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  its  program.    These  shall 
keep  records  of  their  proceedings  and  make  a  report  at  each  annual  session  of 
the  conference. 

A  board  of  trustees,  a  board  of  Christian  education,  a  board  of  missions 
and  church  extension,  and  a  board  of  ordination  consisting  of  five  members 
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each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of  these  boards  shall 
be  five  years,  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the  tenure  of  office 
of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1 — Standing  boards  shall  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer 
their  respective  programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  their 
conference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  modera- 
tor, assistant  moderator,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  one  member  elected  by  the 
conference  at  the  time  of  the  official  election  of  officers. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 
conference  for  whatever  purpose  deemed  necessary. 

ARTICLE  V.  FINANCE 
Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  annually  according  to 
its  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
Any  properly  organized  church  that  gives  evidence  of  adherence  to  the 
doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  and  desires  to  help  promote  the  program  and  work  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention,  may  present 
its  petition  to  the  regular  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for 
membership  is  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellow- 
ship to  the  delegates. 

ARTICLE  VII.  DISMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
A  church  may  be  dismissed  from  membership  in  the  conference  by 
vote  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  VISITORS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  extend  to  visiting;  brethren  all  the 
privileges  of  the  body  save  that  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

ARTICLE  IX.  MEETINGS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on  Thursday 
and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  The  host  church  shall 
be  selected  bv  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session  or  by  the  executive 
committee.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed  by 
an  act  of  the  executive  committee  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 
to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference;  to  appoint  tempoiary  committees,  delegates,  and  representatives; 
to  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  committees;  and  in 
general,  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  moderator. 

Section  2 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  the  duties 
of  the  moderator  when  that  officer  is  not  present  and  he  shall  assist  the 
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moderator  when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of 
the  moderator,  the  assistant  moderator  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
session  of  the  conference. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceed- 
ings in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  prepare  and 
cause  to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference; 
hold  in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same 
at  the  direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and 
sign  such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  the  secretary's  signature; 
and  serve  as  a  member  of  executive  board. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  secretary  when  that  officer  is  not  present,  and  he  shall  assist  the  secre- 
tary when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the 
secretary,  the  assistant  secretary  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  session 
of  the  conference. 

Section  5 — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs 
to  the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
committee,  or  any  standing  board  invested  with  the  authority  to  authorize 
the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  funds 
received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  conference. 

Section  6 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  conference  when  the  conference  is  not  in  session,  and 
make  report  at  annual  conference.  The  executive  committee  shall  plan  the 
program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  conference. 

Section  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  all  conference  and 
real  property,  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  conference,  and  convey  or  expend 
said  property  or  assets  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  ordination  to  examine, 
ordain,  nnd  discipline  ministers  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the  State- 
ment of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina, along  with  whatever  additional  requirements  may  be  made  by  the  con- 
ference. The  board  of  ordination  shall  examine  ordained  ministers  seeking 
membership  in  this  conference  and  make  recommendations  in  keeping  with 
their  findings. 

Section  9 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  missions  and  church 
extension  to  cooperate  with  the  churches  of  the  conference  to  promote  the 
establishment  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference.  The  board 
of  missions  and  church  extension  shall  cooperate  with  the  state  board  of 
missions  to  raise  money,  arrange  itineraries,  and  keep  the  work  of  missions 
before  our  churches. 

Section  10 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  Christian  education 
to  keep  our  people  informed  as  to  our  educational  needs,  and  endeavor  to 
promote  the  cause  of  and  stimulate  interest  among  our  people  in  the  cause 
of  Christian  education.    The  board  of  Christian  education  shall  cooperate 
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with  the  educational  institutions  of  our  denomination  and  use  all  funds 

for  best  interest  of  Christian  education. 

Section  11 — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of 
the  conference:  credentials,  nominating,  resolutions,  temperance,  obituary, 
and  letter  digest. 

Section  12 — A  board  or  committee  will  be  recognized  as  having  a 
quorum  when  there  is  a  majority  of  the  members  present  for  a  meeting, 
providing  all  the  members  of  said  board  or  committee  have  been  duly 
notified  concerning  the  said  meeting. 

Section  13 — All  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  14 — Each  minister  and  delegate  in  good  standing  shall  duly 
attend  each  day  while  the  conference  is  in  session  or  be  subject  to  censure 
by  the  conference  and  reported  to  his  local  church. 

Section  1  5 — If  any  member,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  shall 
show  anger  in  his  discussion  on  any  subject,  he  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  that 
session 

Section  16 — No  member  shall  be  excused  from  any  session  of  the 
Conference  without  leave  of  the  moderator. 

Section  17 — The  conference  shall  adjourn  by  a  majority  vote. 

Section  18 — Each  officer  and  member  of  standing  committees  and 
boards  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  conference. 

Section  19 — The  conference  shall  open  and  close  with  suitable  devo- 
tional services. 

Section  20 — This  constitution  and  its  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  a  two-thirds  favorable  vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  said 
amendment  shall  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  for 
action  on  the  following  day. 


UNION  MEETING 

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an 
effective  agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully 
promote  its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  min- 
isters who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all 
general  officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference 
and  the  union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall 
represent  in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate 
for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues, 
and  auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  percent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive 
of  funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  percent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues,  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  confer- 
ence, but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular 
session  01  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a 
moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and 
a  treasurer,  each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the 
last  session  of  the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
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by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  execu- 
tive board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute 
the  executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular 
sessions.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare 
and  supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesig- 
nated funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  bv  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  o{  the  promotional  work  of  the  board;  provided,  however,  that  any 
two  officers  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided 
further,  that  the  executive  secretary,  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this 
board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or 
when  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  re- 
ports of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in 
session  and  interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch 
of  the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  cooperating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of 
general  Christian  education. 
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be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and 
attend  fo  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merit  compensation  must  first  apply  to 
the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with  mis- 
sion funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to 
place,  plans,  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

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PROCEEDINGS 

1972  CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  MINUTES 
THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 
(November  2,  1972) 

The  Cape  Fear  Confeience  opened  its  one  hundred  and  eighteenth  an- 
nual session  on  Thursday  morning,  November  2,  at  10  a.m.,  with  the  sing- 
ing of  the  hymn,  "Stand  Up,  Stand  Up  for  Jesus." 

The  opening  prayer  and  Scripture  were  offered  by  the  Rev.  Edmund 
Gonzalez,  pastor  of  the  Hopewell  church. 

The  Rev.  J.  Walter  Stanley,  host  pastor,  graciously  welcomed  everyone 
to  the  Faith  church.  The  response  to  the  welcome  was  given  by  the  Rev. 
C.  M.  Coats,  expressing  appreciation  to  the  Faith  church  for  hosting  the 
conference. 

The  secretary  of  the  conference,  Ray  G.  Smith,  declared  the  meeting 
opened  for  business. 

The  Rev.  John  David  Hill,  chairman  of  the  Credentials  Committee,  ex- 
plained the  registration  piocedures  adopted  by  the  one  hundred  and  four- 
teenth session  of  the  Conference  as  offered  by  the  Resolutions  Committee 
which  stated  as  follows:

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  FREE  WILL 
BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOME 
(For  the  Year  Ending  June  30,  1972) 

Appreciation:  Please  accept  our  most  sincere  appreciation  for  your  con- 
tinued valuable  support  during  the  past  year!  Financially,  we  had  one  of 
the  best  years  in  the  history  of  the  Children's  Home  and  you  have  helped 
make  it  that  way.  Thanks,  also,  for  your  prayers  and  moral  support.  We 
must  continue  to  have  these  in  order  for  our  ministry  of  child  care  to  be 
successful. 

Open-Door  Visitation  Policy:  We  always  appreciate  your  letters,  cards, 
gifts,  contributions,  and  any  other  way  you  may  remember  our  children. 
However,  it  means  much  greater  understanding  and  appreciation  if  you  can 
visit  us  in  person  and  know  that  you  have  had  a  part  in  making  their  lives 
more  meaningful.  You  have  a  standing  invitation  to  visit  on  campus,  to 
observe  the  operation  of  the  Home,  and  to  discuss  any  questions  which  may 
be  of  concern  to  you.  Please  be  assured  that  you  will  be  given  a  hearty  wel- 
come. 

Our  Children:  The  Free  Will  Baptist  Children's  Home,  since  1920 
when  the  first  children  were  admitted,  has  continued  to  provide  a  home  for 
those  committed  to  its  care.  A  total  of  66  children  are  now  making  their 
home  with  us,  65  on  campus  and  one  in  higher  education. 

Director  of  Campus  Life:  The  Rev.  J.  Stewart  Humphrey  became  direc- 
tor of  campus  life  in  February  of  this  year.  His  duties  are  varied,  but  gen- 
erally deal  with  the  lives  of  the  children.  Medical,  dental,  emotional,  and 
social  phases  of  the  child-care  program  at  the  Home  are  under  his  direction. 
The  superintendent  deals  primarily  with  administrative  duties,  while  the 
director  of  campus  life  is  concerned  with  the  actual  care  and  supervision  of 
staff  and  children. 

Religious  Program:  The  religious  program  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Children's  Home  is  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  children  in  the  best 
possible  way.  Realizing  that  many  have  very  difficult  problems,  there  is  a 
great  need  to  restore  to  each  child  the  feeling  that  he  is  loved.  The  Rev. 
Terry  Woodard  serves  as  the  pastor  of  Memorial  Chapel  and  also  as  the 
director  of  the  religious  life  on  campus. 

November  Is  Children's  Home  Month:  Again  this  year,  the  month  of 
November  has  been  designated  as  "Children's  Home  Month"  and  Sunday, 
November  19,  as  "Children's  Home  Day"  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Con- 
vention. We  urge  each  church  and  other  organizations  to  give  at  least  $1 
per  member  as  a  special  Thanksgiving  gift  to  the  Home.  An  honor  roll  of 
all  organizations  who  send  this  amount  will  be  published  in  The  Free  Will 
Baptist  and  all  gifts  will  be  reported  in  our  Newsletter. 

Report  of  Contributions  and  Suggested  Quotas:  Attached  hereto  is  a  re- 
port of  the  contributions  received  from  this  district  during  last  year,  com- 
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pared  with  those  of  the  year  before,  and  a  listing  of  the  suggested  quotas  for 
the  year  1972-1973.  The  suggested  quotas  are  based  on  the  suggested  con- 
ference quotas  as  approved  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention  on  Sep- 
tember 13,  1972,  They  are  based  upon  our  needs  for  general  operating 
funds  in  order  to  meet  our  budget  of  $223,500,  which  is  very  much  in  line 
with  the  last  year's  budget.

Partial  report  of  the  Ordaining  Council  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference 
of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  meeting  with  the  Faith  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church,  Route  3,  Four  Oaks,  North  Carolina,  November  2,  1972. 

The  council  has  held  seven  (7)  meetings  since  the  last  Conference, 
interviewing  and  recommending  applicants  for  licenses  and  examining  candi- 
dates for  ordination. 

As  a  result  of  these  meetings  the  following  brethren  were  recommended 
to  their  respective  churches  for  licensing:  Paul  Grubbs  of  the  Tee's  Chapel 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church;  and  James  Grubbs,  also  of  the  Tee's  Chapel  Free 
Will  Baptist  Church. 

Brother  Charles  Parrish,  having  passed  his  ordination  examination,  was 
ordained  at  the  First  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  of  Fayetteville,  North  Caro- 
lina. 

Brother  Gene  Britt,  having  passed  his  ordination  examination  and  called 
by  the  First  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  of  Smithfield,  North  Carolina,  was 
ordained  at  First  church  of  Smithfield  on  September  10,  1972.

By  motion  that  we  receive  Brother  Jesse  Caton  into  the  Cape  Fear  Con- 
ference, pending  his  letter  from  the  Eastern  Conference.

REPORT  OF  SUPERANNUATION  BOARD 
(July  1,  1971— June  30,  1972) 
This  has  been  another  good  year  in  our  work,  and  for  this  we  are  very 
grateful.   We  thank  you  for  your  prayers  and  support. 

There  are  two  primary  needs  this  year  in  our  work.  First:  More  funds 
are  needed  to  increase  every  phase  of  our  Superannuation  program.  We 
need  over  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  in  gifts  (not  premium  payments)  each 
month  from  our  churches  to  reach  the  budget  of  thirty  thousand  dollars 
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adopted  by  the  State  Convention.  Second:  There  is  a  need  for  more  and 
greater  participation  on  the  part  of  our  ministers  in  the  Superannuation  pro- 
gram. There  are  almost  two  hundred  ministers  associated  with  the  State 
Convention,  but  only  ninety-six  have  enrolled  in  all  or  a  part  of  this  program. 

You  Can  Help 

1.  You  can  and  should  pray  for  the  work  of  Superannuation  and  for 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Superannuation.  You  should  pray  for  the 
ministers  of  our  denomination,  and  especially  for  your  pastor.

REPORT  OF  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 
The  Board  of  Trustees,  personnel,  and  students  of  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege are  grateful  to  the  people  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  for  your  inter- 
est, support,  and  prayers  in  helping  us  to  provide  opportunities  in  Christian 
education  for  our  church  and  our  youth. 

Our  Mission 

We  believe  that  God  has  called  our  College  into  being  in  order  that, 
among  other  things,  we  may  help  Free  Will  Baptists  fulfill  our  mission  as 
a  part  of  the  Body  of  Christ.  That  mission,  we  believe,  is  to  share  the  good 
news  of  Jesus  Christ  and  to  witness  and  serve  in  His  name  throughout  the 
world.  At  Mount  Olive  College  we  are  assisting  students  to  "study  to  show 
themselves  approved  unto  God"  for  Christian  service  in  a  wide  range  of 
vocations  including  the  Christian  ministry,  missions,  teaching,  business, 
music,  engineering,  journalism  and  communications,  medicine,  nursing, 
social  services,  law,  and  other  areas. 

Enrollment 

A  total  of  307  students  enrolled  for  on-campus  courses  for  the  fall 
semester,  including  25  who  are  preparing  for  the  Christian  ministry,  mis- 
sions and  church-related  vocations.  We  would  like  to  serve  more  Free  Will 
Baptist  students  and  our  churches  can  help  by  participating  in  the  Church- 
College  Scholarship  Program  and  by  otherwise  encouraging  your  high  school 
graduates  to  attend  our  own  church  college.  We  believe  that  there  is  no 
other  college  that  can  better  serve  Free  Will  Baptist  students  than  can 
Mount  Olive.  Moreover,  we  have  a  comprehensive  financial  aid  program 
consisting  of  scholarships,  loans,  and  work  under  which  we  can  guarantee 
an  opportunity  to  every  qualified  Free  Will  Baptist  student  based  upon 
merit  and  need. 

Special  Denominational  Services 

1.  Pulpit  supply  services  and  speakers  for  special  occasions  can  be  provided 
by  members  of  the  faculty  and  students. 

2.  A  team  of  students  can  be  secured  for  youth  services,  including  special 
music,  Christian  testimonies,  and  gospel  messages. 

3.  Extension  courses  for  laymen  and  ministers  can  be  provided,  including 
studies  in  selected  books  of  the  Bible  (for  example,  Acts,  John  or  the 
Epistles  of  Paul),  improved  methods  of  Sunday  school  teaching,  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  Church,  pastoral  care,  preaching,  and  other  subjects  of  in- 
terest. 

4.  Night  courses  at  the  College  in  Bible,  English,  and  other  areas  are  open 
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to  any  interested  persons.  President  W.  Burkette  Raper  will  teach  "The 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church:  Its  History,  Doctrine,  and  Government"  during 
the  spring  semester.  Tentative  plans  are  for  the  course  to  meet  each 
Monday  7 — 9:50  p.m.  beginning  January  15,  1973.  It  will  be  open  to  the 
public  and  students  may  enroll  for  or  without  college  credit. 
Requests  for  the  above  services  or  inquiries  for  additional  information

services,  (telephone  658-2502). 

Chapel 

Final  architectural  drawings  are  now  being  prepared  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  distinctive  chapel  on  the  new  campus  during  1973.  A  special  gift 
of  $60,000  has  been  made  but  an  additional  $100,000  is  needed.  The  Col- 
lege is  seeking  100  churches,  families,  individuals,  or  other  donors  who  will 
contribute  $1,000  to  the  chapel  fund  over  a  period  of  one  to  five  years. 
Gifts  in  other  amounts,  larger  or  smaller,  are  also  encouraged.  It  is  m> 
portant,  however,  that  chapel  gifts  be  over  and  above  regular  support  to  the 
College.  We  deserve  this  chapel  only  if  we  are  willing  to  sacrifice  to  help 
make  it  possible, 

Four-Year  College  Study 
The  Board  of  Trustees  has  authorized  a  study  to  be  made  to  determine 
the  feasibility  of  Mount  Olive  College  becoming  a  four-year  college.  This 
study  will  be  made  during  1972-73  and  the  prayers  of  all  friends  of  the  Col- 
lege are  sought  that  the  right  decision  will  be  made. 

Conclusion 

Mount  Olive  College  stands  today  on  the  threshold  of  major  break- 
throughs in  educational  development,  spiritual  life,  campus  building  pro- 
grams, and  financial  support.  We  believe  that  the  future  will  be  limited  only 
by  the  faith  and  dedication  that  we  bring  to  it.

Church-College  Scholarships  for  Free  Will  Baptist  Students 
Attending  Mount  Olive  College 

In  order  to  make  it  possible  for  more  Free  Will  Baptist  students  to  at- 
tend Mount  Olive  College,  the  College  has  inaugurated  a  special  scholarship 
program  which  may  cover  up  to  $500  of  the  tuition  a  student  must  pay  each 
academic  year.  The  program  is  on  a  voluntary  basis  for  those  churches 
which  wish  to  participate. 

To  qualify,  a  student  must  present  at  the  time  of  his  registration,  or 
the  church  must  send  in  advance,  a  check  signed  by  the  treasurer  with  the 
specification  that  the  check  is  for  a  scholarship  for  the  student  named.  The 
College  will  then  provide  an  equal  amount,  up  to  $125  per  semester,  as  a 
scholarship.  Since  there  are  two  semesters  in  an  academic  year,  one  begin- 
ning in  August  and  another  in  January,  a  student  may  receive  up  to  $250 
from  his  church  and  another  $250  from  the  College,  for  a  total  of  $500 
under  this  program. 

Gifts  sent  to  the  College  for  this  purpose  will  not  be  listed  toward 


meeting  the  challenge  assigned  that  church  for  the  College,  but  will  be 
recorded  as  "Restricted  Income  for  Church-College  Scholarships." 

It  is  understood  that  the  College  may  use  its  own  funds  or  any  funds 
administered  by  it  in  matching  the  scholarship  from  the  church;  and  further, 
that  if  the  student  qualifies  for  a  scholarship  already  provided  by  the  Col- 
lege, that  scholarship  shall  be  considered  as  fulfilling  the  College's  matching 
responsibility.  In  addition,  it  is  understood  that  the  College  retains  the 
right  to  determine  the  student's  academic  eligibility  for  admission  and/or 
continuation  in  college  quite  apart  from  the  matching  scholarship. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  College  that  this  program  will  encourage  and 
make  it  possible  for  more  Free  Will  Baptist  students  to  attend  Mount  Olive 
College.

She  is  living  now  at  the  Children's  Home  where  she  is 
helping  with  the  tutorial  program  of  the  home.  This  we  believe  will  be  an 
asset  to  her  in  training  and  also  an  asset  to  the  home  in  a  service  to  our 
children.

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CONSTITUTION 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  de- 
nomination of  North  Carolina,  desiring  to  be  in  fellowship  in  a  bond  of 
union,  do  ordain  this  constitution. 

NAME 

This  shall  be  the  constitution  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches  of  North  Carolina. 

PURPOSE 

The  object  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be  to  promote  Christ's 
kingdom  among  men  by  means  in  strict  conformity  to  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

ARTICLE  I.  COMPOSITION 
This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  affiliated  ordained  ministers  and 
churches  within  its  bounds,  who  are  in  good  standing,  and  of  all  general 
officers,  and  members  of  standing  boards  or  committees  of  the  conference. 
It  shall  operate  under  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  No  church  corporation  whose  articles 
of  incorporation  or  constitution  and  bylaws  conflict  with  the  Statement  of 
Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  shall 
be  permitted  membership  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  II.  REPRESENTATION 
Each  church  shall  represent  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof.  The  delegation  from  each  church  shall  carry 
to  the  conference  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment,  and  giving  the 
statistics  and  financial  condition  of  the  church;  together  with  a  statement 
of  all  funds  received  and  disbursed  for  denomination  and  benevolent  pur- 
poses during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  III.  OFFICERS 
The  officers  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary, 
an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  entering  upon  the  duties  of  said  office  at  the  close  of  the  session 
in  which  they  are  elected.  Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers, 
may  be  elected  at  the  option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deem- 
ed essential. 

ARTICLE  IV.  STANDING  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 
It  shall  be  the  policy  of  this  conference  to  elect  as  many  boards  and 
committees  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  its  program.    These  shall 
keep  records  of  their  proceedings  and  make  a  report  at  each  annual  session  of 
the  conference. 

A  board  of  trustees,  a  board  of  Christian  education,  a  board  of  missions 
and  church  extension,  and  a  board  of  ordination  consisting  of  five  members 
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each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of  these  boards  shall 
be  five  years,  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the  tenure  of  office 
of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1 — Standing  boards  shall  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer 
their  respective  programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  their 
conference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  moder- 
ator, assistant  moderator,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  one  member  elected  by  the 
conference  at  the  time  of  the  official  election  of  officers. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 
conference  for  whatever  purpose  deemed  necessary. 

ARTICLE  V.  FINANCE 
Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  annually  according  to 
its  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
Any  properly  organized  church  that  gives  evidence  of  adherence  to  the 
doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  and  desires  to  help  promote  the  program  and  work  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention,  may  present 
its  petition  to  the  regular  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for 
membership  is  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship 
to  the  delegates. 

ARTICLE  VII.  DISMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
A  church  may  be  dismissed  from  membership  in  the  conference  by  vote 
of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  VISITORS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  extend  to  visiting  brethren  all  the 
privileges  of  the  body  save  that  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

ARTICLE  IX.  MEETINGS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on  Thursday 
and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  The  host  church  shall 
be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session  or  by  the  executive 
committee.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed  by 
an  act  of  the  executive  committee  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 
to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference;  to  appoint  temporary  committees,  delegates,  and  representatives! 
to  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  committees;  and  in 
general,  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  moderator. 

Section  2 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  the  duties 
of  the  moderator  when  that  officer  is  not  present  and  he  shall  assist  the 
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moderator  when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of 
the  moderator,  the  assistant  moderator  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
session  of  the  conference. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceed- 
ings in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  prepare  and 
cause  to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference; 
hold  in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same 
at  the  direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and 
sign  such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  the  secretary's  signature; 
and  serve  as  a  member  of  executive  board. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  secretary  when  that  officer  is  not  present,  and  he  shall  assist  the  secre- 
tary when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the 
secretary,  the  assistant  secretary  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  session 
of  the  conference. 

Section  5— The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs 
to  the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
committee,  or  any  standing  board  invested  with  the  authority  to  authorize 
the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  funds 
received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  conference. 

Section  6 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  conference  when  the  conference  is  not  in  session,  and 
make  report  at  annual  conference.  The  executive  committee  shall  plan  the 
program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  conference. 

Section  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  all  conference  and 
real  property,  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  conference,  and  convey  or  expend 
said  property  or  assets  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  ordination  to  examine, 
ordain,  and  discipline  ministers  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the  State- 
ment of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina, along  with  whatever  additional  requirements  may  be  made  by  the  con- 
ference. The  board  of  ordination  shall  examine  ordained  ministers  seeking 
membership  in  this  conference  and  make  recommendations  in  keeping  with 
their  findings. 

Section  9 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  missions  and  church 
extension  to  cooperate  with  the  churches  of  the  conference  to  promote  the 
establishment  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference.  The  board 
of  missions  and  church  extension  shall  cooperate  with  the  state  board  of 
missions  to  raise  money,  arrange  itineraries,  and  keep  the  work  of  missions 
before  our  churches. 

Section  10 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  Christian  education 
to  keep  our  people  informed  as  to  our  educational  needs,  and  endeavor  to 
promote  the  cause  of  and  stimulate  interest  among  our  people  in  the  cause 
of  Christian  education.    The  board  of  Christian  education  shall  cooperate

with  the  educational  institutions  of  our  denomination  and  use  all  funds 
for  best  interest  of  Christian  education. 

Section  11 — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of 
the  conference:  credentials,  nominating,  resolutions,  temperance,  obituary, 
and  letter  digest. 

Section  12 — A  board  or  committee  will  be  recognized  as  having  a 
quorum  when  there  is  a  majority  of  the  members  present  for  a  meeting,- 
providing  all  the  members  of  said  board  or  committee  have  been  duly 
notified  concerning  the  said  meeting. 

Section  13 — All  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  14 — Each  minister  and  delegate  in  good  standing  shall  duly 
attend  each  day  while  the  conference  is  in  session  or  be  subject  to  censure 
by  the  conference  and  reported  to  his  local  church. 

Section  15 — If  any  member,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  shall 
show  anger  in  his  discussion  on  any  subject,  he  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  that 
session. 

Section  16 — No  member  shall  be  excused  from  any  session  of  the 
conference  without  leave  of  the  moderator. 

Section  17 — The  conference  shall  adjourn  by  a  majority  vote. 

Section  18 — Each  officer  and  member  of  standing  committees  and 
boards  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  conference. 

Section  19 — The  conference  shall  open  and  close  with  suitable  devo- 
tional services. 

Section  20 — This  constitution  and  its  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  a  two-thirds  favorable  vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  that,  said, 
amendment  shall  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  for 
action  on  the  following  day. 
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UNION  MEETING 

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  I 

Name— This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an 
effective  agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully 
promote  its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  min- 
isters who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all 
general  officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference 
and  the  union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall 
represent  in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate 
for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues, 
and  auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  percent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive 
of  funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  percent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues,  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  confer- 
ence, but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular 
session  or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  moder- 
ator, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treas- 
urer, each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session 
of  the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
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by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  execu- 
tive board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute 
the  executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular 
sessions.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare 
and  supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesig- 
nated funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board;  provided,  however,  that  any 
two  officers  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided 
further,  that  the  executive  secretary,  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this 
board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or 
when  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  re- 
ports of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in 
session  and  interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch 
of  the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  cooperating 
with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of 
general  Christian  education.  , 
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7.  The  organization,  direction,  and  the  training  program  of  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  League  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this 
board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  program  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programming  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our  people 
when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference,  state,  or 
national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise 
all  training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administra- 
tion of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  security 
and  education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and 
conditions: 

a.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

b.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  com- 
pletion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with 
monthly,  or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  dis- 
charged. 

15.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions,  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further  that 
such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named 
shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter  for 
a  term  each  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
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motional  work  of  the  board;  provided,  however,  that  any  two  officers  may 
be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and 
attend  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merits  compensation  must  first  apply  to 
the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with  mis- 
sion funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to 
place,  plans,  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

1973  CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  MINUTES 

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

(November  1,  1973) 

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  opened  its  one  hundred  and  nineteenth 
session  on  Thursday  morning,  November  1,  at  10  a.m.,  with  the  singing  of 
the  hymn,  "I  Will  Sing  the  Wondrous  Story."

Following  announcements  concerning  several  Mount  Olive  College  din- 
ners, a  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  leave  all  unfinished  business  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

REPORT  OF  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

Opportunity  and  Mission 

We  believe  that  the  time  is  at  hand  for  the  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  to  develop  a  truly  distinctive  program  of  Christian  education  for 
our  youth  and  our  church,  and  this  opportunity  is  available  through  Mount 
Olive  College.  It  is  now  within  our  reach  to  fulfill  the  dream  of  our  church 
forefathers  who  left  us  a  "goodly  heritage"  of  sound  doctrine  and  a  vision 
of  a  strong  evangelical  church. 

On  our  campus  and  in  many  of  our  churches  there  is  a  spark  of  spiritual 
vitality  which  can  be  fanned  into  a  living  flame  of  learning,  evangelism,  and 
Christian  service.  God  has  blessed  our  College  with  a  large  number  of  dedi- 
cated Christian  young  people  who  are  growing  in  their  spiritual  experience 
and  who  desire  to  share  their  Christian  faith  with  others.  Your  prayers  and 
support  of  Mount  Olive  College  are  indeed  an  investment  in  the  advance-

Chapel 

Construction  on  the  chapel  is  moving  forward  and  we  anticipate  having 
this  building  in  use  before  the  end  of  the  current  school  year.  We  have  long 
needed  a  designated  place  where  our  students  and  personnel  could  go  for 
private  prayer  and  public  worship,  and  the  chapel,  located  at  the  heart  of 
our  campus,  will  provide  this  place.

For- 
tunately, we  have  adequate  financial  aid  resources  in  grants,  scholarships, 
loans,  and  student  employment  to  provide  full  funding  to  the  level  of  need 
for  every  qualified  and  worthy  applicant.  Let  us  encourage  every  Free  Will 
Baptist  high  school  graduate  to  visit  Mount  Olive  College  before  he  (or  she) 
makes  a  final  decision  on  his  college  plans. 

On  Saturday,  November  10,  beginning  at  10  a.m.,  we  will  have  our 
first  High  School  Day,  and  we  invite  all  high  school  students,  their  parents, 
and  church  youth  workers  to  attend.    This  day  will  be  a  good  occasion  to 
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introduce  your  young  people  to  the  many  advantages  of  attending  their  own 
church  college. 

Our  next  semester  begins  January  7,  and  new  and  transferring  students 
may  enter  at  this  time. 

Under  our  continuous  admissions  policy,  students  may  enroll  at  Mount 
Olive  College  at  any  time;  it  is  not  necessary  to  wait  until  the  beginning 
of  the  fall  semester  in  late  August  nor  the  spring  semester  in  early  January. 
This  open  admissions  policy  is  possible  because  of  our  program  of  individual- 
ized instruction  which  permits  a  student  to  move  according  to  his  own 
learning  pace. 

Eagles  Nest 

Plans  are  being  made  for  a  full  summer  in  1974  of  youth  camps  and 
spiritual  life  retreats  for  laymen  and  ministers.  This  valuable  50-acre  site 
with  a  beautiful  five-acre  lake  located  seven  miles  from  Mount  Olive  is 
ideal  for  church  groups,  scouts,  and  others  who  wish  an  opportunity  to  re- 
new their  spiritual  life  and  to  enjoy  the  beauty  of  God's  creation. 

Advancement  Program 

An  extensive  and  intensive  advancement  program  is  being  developed 
that  will  both  improve  and  broaden  the  educational  services  of  the  College 
to  its  students  and  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church.  Participating  in  the  pre- 
paration of  this  program  are  members  of  the  College  administration,  faculty, 
trustees,  alumni,  representatives  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  and  com- 
munity leaders.  Part  of  the  program  will  include  construction  of  a  College 
Union  (food  services,  bookstore,  and  other  student  services)  and  a  Physical 
Education  Center  which  will  enable  the  College  to  complete  its  transfer  to 
the  new  campus.

The  1973-74  operating  budget  of  the  College  is  $1,082,451  of  which 
53%  is  scheduled  to  come  from  student  sources;  20%  from  endowment, 
grants,  and  miscellaneous  income;  and,  27%  ($282,700)  from  private  and 
church  gifts. 

The  goal  for  Free  Will  Baptists  is  $113,000  exclusive  of  chapel  and 
special  gifts,  and  challenges  in  this  amount  have  been  given  to  our  churches.

(August  31,  1973) 

The  Church  Finance  Association,  Inc.  is  owned  and  operated  by  Free 
Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  The  association  has  been  serving  the  needs 
of  our  people  since  1940. 

We  give  thanks  to  God  for  the  blessings  bestowed  on  our  work.  We 
would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  has  supported  the  work  of  our  association 
with  his  prayers,  funds,  and  time.  We  thank  those  who  have  used  the  ser- 
vices of  our  association. 

Loans  made  as  of  August  21,  1973,  for  this  year  were  $118,761.28 — a 
record  year.  Another  first  this  year  was  passing  the  one  million  dollar  mark 
in  loans  since  April  20,  1940.  Total  loans  made  now  stands  at  $1,072,759. 
99.  Our  deposits  have  increased  about  15  percent,  but  not  enough  to  meet 
the  demands.

They  have  seen  the  glorious  light  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  received  Him  as  their  Saviour.  Now  they  are  our  brothers  and  sisters  in 
Christ.  Many  of  you  will  never  see  them  on  this  earth,  but  I  trust  that  God 
will  someday  let  each  of  us  meet  each  of  them  in  heaven. 

Things  seem  to  be  progressing  on  the  fields  under  the  leadership  of 
God.  He  is  certainly  faithful  in  His  promises  to  us  to  bring  the  harvest  if 
we  will  only  provide  the  witness  for  Him. 

The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Link  are  now  in  Quemado,  Texas.  They  are  in  lan- 
guage school  and  finding  that  a  daily  study  of  Spanish  is  quite  a  job.

REPORT  OF  THE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOME 
Appreciation 

We  sincerely  appreciate  the  support  you  have  given  us  during  this 
past  year.  Financially,  and  in  other  ways,  we  have  had  one  of  the  best  years 
in  the  history  of  the  Home.  You  are  responsible  for  us  being  able  to  make 
such  a  great  claim.  We  thank  you,  not  only  for  your  financial  support,  but 
for  your  constant  prayers.  Please  continue  to  remember  us  and  help  us 
throughout  the  coming  year. 

Open-Door  Visitation  Policy 

We  always  appreciate  your  letters,  cards,  gifts,  contributions  and  any 
other  way  you  may  remember  our  children.  However,  it  means  a  greater 
understanding  and  appreciation  if  you  can  visit  us  in  person  and  know  that 
you  have  had  a  part  in  making  their  life  more  meaningful.  You  have  a 
standing  invitation  to  visit  on  campus,  to  observe  the  operation  of  the  Home, 
and  to  discuss  any  questions  that  may  be  of  concern  to  you.  Please  be  as- 
sured that  you  will  be  given  a  hearty  welcome. 

Children 

At  the  present  time,  there  is  a  total  of  73  children  on  our  rolls.  One  of 
the  73  is  in  college  this  year.  During  the  past  year,  there  have  been  17  chil- 
dren admitted  and  9  were  discharged,  resulting  in  an  increased  membership 
qf  8.  Of  the  9  dischargees,  5  had  reached  their  eighteenth  birthday,  3  were 
reunited  with  their  families,  and  1  was  discharged  for  cause. 

Employees 

The  success  of  this  Home  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  de- 
pendent upon  the  faithfulness  and  dedication  of  the  workers  who  are  here. 
Working  here  is  more  than  a  job,  it  is  a  new  way  of  life,  which  requires 
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every  minute  of  the  day.  We  are  very  thankful  for  our  willing,  dedicated 
workers,  for  many  of  them  have  given  their  whole  lives  to  this  missionary 
effort. 

At  this  time  last  year,  the  Home  had  28  full-time  employees.  Job  bil- 
lets were  reduced  earlier  this  year  to  25  employees.  At  the  present  time, 
we  have  only  23  employees,  so,  we  are  in  need  of  two  qualified  houseparents 
now. 

The  Rev.  Gene  B.  Britt  became  the  director  of  campus  life  on  Septem- 
ber 1,  1973. 

Religious  Program 

The  religious  program  of  the  Home  is  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of 
our  children  in  the  best  possible  way.  Realizing  that  many  have  very  diffi- 
cult problems,  there  is  a  great  need  to  restore  to  each  child  the  feeling  that 
he  is  loved.  This  is  accomplished  by  presenting  Christ  to  them  as  the 
answer  to  their  problems  and  by  our  daily  Christian  witness. 

On  September  1,  1973,  the  Rev.  D.  W.  Hansley  became  the  pastor  of 
Memorial  Chapel  and  also  the  director  of  the  religious  life  on  campus. 
Memorial  Chapel  has  grown  physically  and  spiritually  during  the  past  year, 
and  we  are  looking  forward  to  an  even  greater  year  this  next  year  under  Mr. 
Hansley's  pastorate.  We  are  having  Sunday  school  and  church  services  each 
Sunday  morning  and  Sunday  evening  services. 

Memorial  Chapel  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Western  Confer- 
ence. Church  membership  has  increased  by  ten  members  during  the  past 
year  and  we  have  six  awaiting  baptism. 

Farm  Program 

The  farm  was  operated  for  the  third  year  under  the  management  of 
Mr.  J.  B.  Patterson.  He  was  assisted  in  the  farm  work  by  our  older  boys. 
Together  they  have  worked  hard  and  the  Lord  has  blessed  us  with  good 
crops,  for  which  we  are  thankful.  The  entire  farm  (120  acres)  has  been  in 
cultivation  this  year.  Again  the  tobacco  was  leased  off  the  farm,  providing 
additional  acres  for  raising  grain,  which  will  be  used  to  feed  our  livestock. 

The  livestock  operation  is  of  considerable  value.  We  have  33  black 
Angus  cows,  36  calves,  and  a  Simmental  bull.  The  herd  has  supplied  nearly 
all  our  beef  needs  this  past  year  and  will  provide  it  in  total  the  next  year. 
Our  pork  needs  are  supplied  by  the  hogs  we  raise.  At  the  present  time,  we 
have  146  head  of  hogs.  Other  livestock  on  the  farm  consists  of  40  turkeys 
and  5  ponies.  The  farm  has  netted  a  significant  profit  for  the  1972-73 
crop  year,  about  $5,000. 

Most  of  the  older  children  help  perform  the  duties  on  the  farm.  They 
are  also  encouraged  to  work  off  campus  in  their  free  time.  This  gives  them 
experience  at  employment,  contact  with  the  community,  and  provides  addi- 
tional income  to  bring  home. 

Education 

The  children  are  doing  very  well  in  school.   Last  school  year  we  only 
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had  one  child  who  failed.    All  of  us  are  looking  for  a  better  educational 

year  ahead,  for  we  have  Mrs.  Elizabeth  (Ma)  Hansley  as  our  education 
counselor.  The  title  of  education  counselor  is  a  new  one  and  replaces  the 
title  of  school  liaison  coordinator.  The  title  was  changed  to  become  more 
self-descriptive  of  the  duties  performed,  which  should  avoid  some  confusion 
or  misunderstanding. 

Financial  Situation 

Contributions  from  churches  are  about  10  percent  higher  than  at  this 
time  last  year,  although  higher  costs  of  living  are  absorbing  them.  The  Home 
will  realize  some  monies  from  the  sale  of  the  timber;  however,  this  money 
will  not  be  available  for  routine  use  nor  for  operating  expenses.  Most  of  the 
money  received  from  the  timber  will  be  used  for  land  redevelopment  and 
placed  in  an  endowment  fund.  The  interest  earned  from  the  endowment 
will  be  placed  into  the  general  funds. 

Future  Challenges— Five  Avenues  of  Support 

1.  General  Funds:  A  request  was  made  of  each  church  to  include  "$6 
per  member  per  year"  in  their  budget  for  the  current  year.  Many  of  the 
churches  have  responded  to  this  request,  but  if  yours  has  not,  please  go  back 
to  your  church  and  ask  to  have  your  budget  modified  accordingly. 

2.  Sponsorship  Program:  This  program  consists  of  providing  $660  a 
year  or  $55  a  month  for  the  direct  support  of  a  child. 

3.  Special  Love  Offerings:  We  ask  for  special  offerings  on  three  occa- 
sions during  the  year,  which  are:  Founders'  Day  (May),  State  Convention 
(September),  and  Thanksgiving  (November).  We  have  had  a  tremendous 
response  to  Founders'  Day  and  the  State  Convention.  The  convention  of- 
fering totaled  over  $9,800.  The  State  Convention  has  approved  a  recom- 
mendation that  each  church  observe  Children's  Home  Day  on  the  second 
Sunday  in  November,  which  is  November  11.  On  that  day,  we  ask  each 
church  to  take  up  a  love  offering  for  us  and  bring  it  to  the  Thanksgiving 
services  to  be  held  at  the  Home  on  November  17.  Turkey  envelopes  are 
available  for  churches,  if  they  request  them. 

4.  Memorial  Gifts:  We  have  memorial  gift  envelopes  available  for  any- 
one who  wishes  to  use  them  in  memory  of  a  friend  or  loved  one  who  is  de- 
ceased.  We  send  cards  of  acknowledgement  to  the  deceased's  family. 

5.  Endowments,  Wills,  or  Bequests:  Persons  may  name  the  Children's 
Home  as  a  beneficiary  on  their  wills  or  on  their  insurance  policy  or  just 
make  an  outright  gift  as  an  endowment. 

Additional  Items  of  Information 

1.  Laundry  Fire:  The  laundry  caught  fire  and  suffered  severe  damage 
during  the  latter  part  of  August.  The  operation  of  the  Home  was  not  hin- 
dered to  any  large  degree.  All  laundry  is  currently  being  done  in  each  cot- 
tage, which  is  an  overload,  but  it  can  be  absorbed  on  a  temporary  basis.  The 
greatest  loss  in  the  fire  was  winter  clothing  which  had  not  yet  been  issued 
to  the  children.    The  building  and  contents  were  covered  by  insurance, 
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which  should  sustain  the  major  portion  of  the  loss.  A  decision  will  be  made 
in  the  near  future  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  laundry.  Even  though  it  was 
a  great  material  loss,  we  are  very  thankful  that  no  one  was  injured  in  the 
fire. 

2.  Information  Media:  "The  Free  Will  Baptist"  has  been  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  the  primary  source  used  to  provide  information  to  the  denomina- 
tion. If  you  don't  receive  it,  please  subscribe  without  delay.  Also,  the 
Home  publishes  a  quarterly  newsletter  during  the  first  week  of  each  calen- 
dar year. 

3.  Coming  Events  at  the  Home:  On  November  17  we  will  conduct 
Thanksgiving  services  at  the  Children's  Home.  This  will  be  an  all-day 
festivity,  beginning  at  10  a.m.  We  ask  each  of  you  to  come  and  visit  us 
on  this  special  day. 

Closing  Remarks 

Thank  each  of  you  so  very  much  for  your  faithful  support  in  providing  "a 
Christian  Home  for  boys  and  girls."  Please  come  visit  with  us,  write  a  let- 
ter or  telephone  at  any  time.  Our  doors  are  completely  open  to  you  and 
you  are  always  welcome.    Remember  us  in  your  daily  prayers.

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CONSTITUTION 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  de- 
nomination of  North  Carolina,  desiring  to  be  in  fellowship  in  a  bond  of 
union,  do  ordain  this  constitution. 

NAME 

This  shall  be  the  constitution  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches  of  North  Carolina. 

PURPOSE 

The  object  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be  to  promote  Christ's 
kingdom  among  men  by  means  in  strict  conformity  to  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

ARTICLE  I.  COMPOSITION 
This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  affiliated  ordained  ministers  and 
churches  within  its  bounds,  who  are  in  good  standing,  and  of  all  general 
officers,  and  members  of  standing  boards  or  committees  of  the  conference. 
It  shall  operate  under  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  No  church  corporation  whose  articles 
of  incorporation  or  constitution  and  bylaws  conflict  with  the  Statement  of 
Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  shall 
be  permitted  membership  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  II.  REPRESENTATION 
Each  church  shall  represent  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof.  The  delegation  from  each  church  shall  carry 
to  the  conference  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment,  and  giving  the 
statistics  and  financial  condition  of  the  church;  together  with  a  statement 
of  all  funds  received  and  disbursed  for  denomination  and  benevolent  pur- 
poses during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  III.  OFFICERS 
The  officers  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary, 
an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  entering  upon  the  duties  of  said  office  at  the  close  of  the  session 
in  which  they  are  elected.  Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers, 
may  be  elected  at  the  option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deem- 
ed essential. 

ARTICLE  IV.    STANDING  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 
It  shall  be  the  policy  of  this  conference  to  elect  as  many  boards  and 
committees  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  its  program.    These  shall 
keep  records  of  their  proceedings  and  make  a  report  at  each  annual  session 
of  the  conference. 

A  board  of  trustees,  a  board  of  Christian  education,  a  board  of  missions 
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and  church  extension,  and  a  board  of  ordination  consisting  of  five  members 
each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of  these  boards  shaD 
be  five  years,  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the  tenure  of  office 
of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1 — Standing  boards  shall  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer 
their  respective  programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  their 
conference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  moder- 
ator, assistant  moderator,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  one  member  elected  by  the 
conference  at  the  time  of  the  official  election  of  officers. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 
conference  for  whatever  purpose  deemed  necessary. 

ARTICLE  V.  FINANCE 
Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  annually  according  to 
its  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
Any  properly  organized  church  that  gives  evidence  of  adherence  to  the 
doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  and  desires  to  help  promote  the  program  and  work  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention,  may  present 
its  petition  to  the  regular  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for 
membership  is  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship 
to  the  delegates. 

ARTICLE  VII.  DISMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
A  church  may  be  dismissed  from  membership  in  the  conference  by  vote 
of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  VISITORS 

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  extend  to  visiting  brethren  all  the 
privileges  of  the  body  save  that  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

ARTICLE  IX.  MEETINGS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on  Thursday 
and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  The  host  church  shall 
be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual  session  or  by  the  executive 
committee.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed  by 
an  act  of  the  executive  committee  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 
to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference;  to  appoint  temporary  committees,  delegates,  and  representatives; 
to  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  committees;  and  in 
general,  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  moderator. 

Section  2 —  The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  the  duties 
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of  the  moderator  when  that  officer  is  not  present  and  he  shall  assist  the 

moderator  when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of 
the  moderator,  the  assistant  moderator  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
session  of  the  conference. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  pro- 
ceedings in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  prepare  and 
cause  to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference; 
hold  in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same 
at  the  direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and 
sign  such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  the  secretary's  signature; 
and  serve  as  a  member  of  executive  board. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  secretary  when  that  officer  is  not  present,  and  he  shall  assist  the  secre- 
tary when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the 
secretary,  the  assistant  secretary  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  session 
of  the  conference. 

Section  5 — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs 
to  the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
committee,  or  any  standing  board  invested  with  the  authority  to  authorize 
the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  funds 
received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  conference. 

Section  6 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  conference  when  the  conference  is  not  in  session,  and 
make  report  at  annual  conference.  The  executive  committee  shall  plan  the 
program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  conference. 

Section  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  all  conference  and 
real  property,  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  conference,  and  convey  or  expend 
said  property  or  assets  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  ordination  to  examine, 
ordain,  and  discipline  ministers  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the  State- 
ment of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina, along  with  whatever  additional  requirements  may  be  made  by  the  con- 
ference. The  board  of  ordination  shall  examine  ordained  ministers  seeking 
membership  in  this  conference  and  make  recommendations  in  keeping  with 
their  findings. 

Section  9 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  missions  and  church 
extension  to  cooperate  with  the  churches  of  the  conference  to  promote  the 
establishment  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference.  The  board 
of  missions  and  church  extension  shall  cooperate  with  the  state  board  of 
missions  to  raise  money,  arrange  itineraries,  and  keep  the  work  of  missions 
before  our  churches. 

Section  10 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  Christian  education 
to  keep  our  people  informed  as  to  our  educational  needs,  and  endeavor  to 
promote  the  cause  of  and  stimulate  interest  among  our  people  in  the  cause 
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of  Christian  education.  The  board  of  Christian  education  shall  cooperate 
with  the  educational  institutions  of  our  denomination  and  use  all  funds  for 
best  interest  of  Christian  education. 

Section  11 — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of 
the  conference:  credentials,  nominating,  resolutions,  temperance,  obituary, 
and  letter  digest. 

Section  12 — A  board  or  committee  will  be  recognized  as  having  a 
quorum  when  there  is  a  majority  of  the  members  present  for  a  meeting, 
providing  all  the  members  of  said  board  or  committee  have  been  duly 
notified  concerning  the  said  meeting. 

Section  13 — All  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  14 — Each  minister  and  delegate  in  good  standing  shall  duly 
attend  each  day  while  the  conference  is  in  session  or  be  subject  to  censure 
by  the  conference  and  reported  to  his  local  church. 

Section  15 — If  any  member,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  shall 
show  anger  in  his  discussion  on  any  subject,  he  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  that 
session. 

Section  16 — No  member  shall  be  excused  from  any  session  of  the 
conference  without  leave  of  the  moderator. 

Section  17 — The  conference  shall  adjourn  by  a  majority  vote. 

Section  18 — Each  officer  and  member  of  standing  committees  and 
boards  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  conference. 

Section  19 — The  conference  shall  open  and  close  with  suitable  devo- 
tional services. 

Section  20 — This  constitution  and  its  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  a  two-thirds  favorable  vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  said 
amendment  shall  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  for 
action  on  the  following  day. 
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UNION  MEETING 

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an 
effective  agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully 
promote  its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  min- 
isters who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all 
general  officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference 
and  the  union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall 
represent  in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate 
for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues, 
and  auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  percent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive 
of  funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  percent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues,  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  confer- 
ence, but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular 
session  or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  moder- 
ator, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treas- 
urer, each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session 
of  the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
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by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 
work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  execu- 
tive board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute 
the  executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regu- 
lar sessions.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committe  to  prepare 
and  supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesig- 
nated funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board;  provided,  however,  that  any 
two  officers  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided 
further,  that  the  executive  secretary,  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this 
board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or 
when  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  re- 
ports of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in 
session  and  interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch 
of  the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  cooperating 
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with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of 
general  Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction,  and  the  training  program  of  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  League  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this 
board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities,, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  program  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programming  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our  people 
when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference,  state,  or 
national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise 
all  training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administra- 
tion of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  security 
and  education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and 

conditions: 

a.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

b.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  com- 
pletion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with 
monthly,  or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  dis- 
charged. 

15.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions,  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further  that 
such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 
-    h  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.    The  first  named 
shall' be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years  and  thereafter  for 
a  term  each  of  five  years. 
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2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board;  provided,  however,  that  any  two  officers  may 
be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
executive  secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and 
attend  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference,  but  must  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 
Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
order  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual 
reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and  dis- 
bursed. 

5.  All  persons  doing  work  that  merits  compensation  must  first  apply  to 
the  board  on  approved  forms,  and  receive  authorization  to  do  work  under 
regulations  of  the  board  before  they  can  be  compensated  for  same  with  mis- 
sion funds. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of, any  investment. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  any  approved  mission 
point  without  first  consulting  the  board  and  receiving  its  approval  as  to 
place,  plans,  and  purposes. 

9.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conferences  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

10.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.

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PROCEEDINGS 

1974  CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  MINUTES 
THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 
(October  31,  1974) 

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  opened  its  one  hundred  and  twentieth  ses- 
sion on  Thursady  morning,  October  31,  at  10  a.m.,  with  the  singing  of  the 
hymn,  "Come  Thou  Almighty  King." 

The  opening  prayer  and  Scripture  was  offered  by  Alton  D.  Howard. 

The  welcome  was  given  by  the  Rev.  Edward  C.  Taylor,  pastor  of  the 
host  church,  Bethel. 

Response  to  the  welcome  was  given  by  the  Rev.  Billy  R.  Nowell,  pastor 
of  Pleasant  Grove  Church. 

The  session  was  called  to  order  by  the  conference  secretary,  Mr.  Ray 
G.  Smith. 

The  Rev.  John  David  Hill,  chairman  of  the  Credentials  Committee, 
explained  the  registration  procedures  adopted  by  the  one  hundred  and  four- 
teenth session  of  the  conference  as  offered  by  the  Resolutions  Committee 
which  stated  as  follows: 

"Be  it  resolved,  that  in  all  future  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear  Confer- 
ence, the  Credentials  Committee  be  instructed  to  issue  a  badge  of  identifica- 
tion to  all  duly  registered  ministers,  delegates,  and  visitors. 

"Be  it  further  resolved,  that  no  person  will  be  allowed  to  vote  who  does 
not  properly  display  said  badge.  It  is  understood  that  visitors  shall  be  grant- 
ed all  rights  and  privileges  except  that  of  voting. 

"Be  it  further  resolved,  that  upon  the  adoption  of  this  resolution,  it 
shall  become  the  duty  of  the  Credentials  Committee  to  explain  the  registra- 
tion at  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.'' 

The  secretary  called  the  enrollment  of  officers  and  standing  boards  as 
follows:

Open-Door  Visitation  Policy 

We  always  appreciate  your  letters,  cards,  gifts,  contributions,  and  any 
other  way  you  remember  our  children.

Children 

As  of  June  30,  there  were  71  children  on  our  rolls.  Three  of  the  71  are 
in  college  this  school  year.  During  the  past  year,  there  have  been  thirteen 
children  admitted  and  twelve  were  discharged,  resulting  in  an  increased 
membership  of  one. 

Employees 

The  success  of  this  Home  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  dependent 
upon  the  faithfulness  and  dedication  of  the  workers  who  are  here.  Work- 
ing here  is  more  than  a  job,  it  is  a  new  way  of  life,  which  requires  every 
minute  of  the  day.  We  are  very  thankful  for  our  willing,  dedicated  workers, 
for  many  of  them  have  given  their  whole  lives  to  this  missionary  effort. 

Religious  Program 

The  religious  program  of  the  Home  is  planned  to  meet  the  spiritual 
needs  of  our  children  in  the  best  possible  way.  Realizing  that  many  have 
very  difficult  problems,  there  is  a  great  need  to  restore  to  each  child  the 
feeling  that  he  is  loved.  This  is  accomplished  by  presenting  Christ  to  them 
as  the  answer  to  their  problems  and  by  our  daily  Christian  witness.  We  are 
having  Sunday  school  and  church  services  each  Sunday. 

Memorial  Chapel  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Western  Confer- 
ence. Church  membership  has  increased  by  fifteen  members  during  the 
past  year. 
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Farm  Program 

The  farm  was  operated  for  the  fourth  year  under  the  management  of 
Mr.  }.  B.  Patterson.  He  was  assisted  in  the  farm  work  by  our  older  boys. 
Together  thev  have  worked  hard  and  the  Lord  has  blessed  us  with  good 
crops,  for  which  we  are  thankful.  The  entire  farm  (120  acres)  has  been  in 
cultivation  this  year.  Again,  the  tobacco  was  leased  off  the  farm,  providing 
additional  acres  for  raising  grain,  which  will  be  used  to  feed  our  livestock. 

Future  Challenges — Five  Avenues  of  Support 

1.  General  Funds:  A  letter  was  sent  to  each  church  asking  each  to  in- 
clude "$6.50  per  member  per  year"  into  their  1974-75  church  budget.  Also, 
an  article  was  printed  in  THE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  requesting  the  same. 
If  each  church  will  respond  to  this  request,  then  there  will  be  adequate 
monies  to  meet  the  operational  costs  of  the  Home.  Every  possible  effort 
has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  made  to  reduce  the  operational  costs  of 
the  Home. 

2.  Sponsorship  Program:  This  program  consists  of  providing  $660  a  year 
or  $55  a  month  for  the  direct  support  of  a  child. 

3.  Special  Love  Offerings:  The  months  of  May  and  November  are  re- 
served by  the  State  Convention  as  Children's  Home  months  and  each  church 
should  respond  by  taking  up  special  love  offerings.  Also,  a  special  love  of- 
fering is  taken  for  the  Home  at  the  State  Convention  each  year.  At  the  last 
session  our  offering  exceeded  $17,000.  This  year,  we  are  planning  to  hold 
the  annual  Thanksgiving  Services  at  the  Home.  This  will  be  an  all-day  occa- 
sion and  will  be  held  on  the  Saturday  before  Thanksgiving  Day,  November 
23,  1974.  This  will  be  an  occasion  for  our  Free  Will  Baptists  to  present 
their  gifts  to  the  Home,  not  just  money,  but  any  item  which  they  would  like 
to  contribute.  We  are  hoping  that  many  ladies  have  canned  food  items  this 
summer  and  will  bring  them  to  us  on  Thanksgiving  Day. 

4.  Memorial  Gifts:  We  have  memorial  gift  envelopes  available  for  any- 
one who  wishes  to  use  them  in  memory  of  a  friend  or  loved  one  who  is  de- 
ceased.   We  send  cards  of  acknowledgement  to  the  deceased's  family. 

5.  Wills  or  Bequests:  Persons  may  name  the  Children's  Home  as  a  bene- 
ficiary on  their  wills  or  on  their  insurance  policy.  Interested  persons  should 
contact  the  superintendent  for  detailed  information  and  assistance.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MINUTES 


The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  has  held  four 
meetings  this  year. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  at  Christian  Chapel  Mission,  December 
11,  1973.  The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  consider  them  for  church 
status  at  their  request.  The  service  was  under  the  direction  of  the  confer- 
ence moderator  the  Rev.  Edmundo  Gonzalez.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the 
Rev.  Billy  Nowell;  and  the  Rev.  Sexton  Vann,  pastor  of  the  mission,  extend- 
ed a  welcome  to  all  and  expressed  his  appreciation  to  everyone  attending. 
The  Rev.  Gonzalez  gave  the  charge  and  Mr.  H.  T.  Hinson  prayed  the  prayer 
of  consecration.  The  Christian  Chapel  Church  was  received  into  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  with  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  extended  to  all  mem- 
bers of  the  church. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  January  29,  1974,  at  the  Hopewell 
Church.  A  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  send  letters  to  all  pastors  and 
church  clerks,  informing  them  of  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  session  of 
the  conference  to  raise  $ 20,000  to  renovate  the  Albemarle  No.  2  Cottage  at 
our  Children's  Home,  and  encourage  our  churches  to  have  special  fund  rais- 
ing projects  for  this  worthy  cause. 

The  minutes  of  the  1973  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  were 
reviewed  for  printing.  A  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  have  500  copies 
of  the  minutes  printed. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  again  on  April  23,  1974,  at  the  Hope- 
well Church.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 
A  motion  was  made  by  H.  T.  Hinson  and  seconded  by  Ray  G.  Smith  to  ap- 
prove the  use  of  monies  received  by  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  to  renovate 
the  Albemarle  No.  2  Cottage  to  build  a  new  cottage  at  our  Children's  Home 
because  approval  could  not  be  obtained  to  remodel  the  Albemarle  No.  2 
Cottage. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  conference  pay  for  the  deed 
of  the  property  of  Christian  Chapel  Church,  but  in  the  future  the  churches 
should  be  responsible  for  costs  of  such  deeds. 

The  committee  appointed  Mr.  Leo  Bass  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
the  Rev.  Eddie  Edwards  on  the  Mission  Board.  The  Rev.  Edwards  resigned 
due  to  his  leaving  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  October  14,  1974,  at  the  Hopewell 
Church. 
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The  program  for  the  one  hundred  and  twentieth  session  of  the  con- 
ference was  planned.  The  Revs.  John  David  Hill,  J.  Walter  Stanley,  and 
Gene  B.  Britt  were  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Credentials  Committee. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  offer  the  following  recommendation 
at  this  session  of  the  conference:  "That  our  churches  send  $15  per  100  mem- 
bers, or  a  fraction  thereof,  to  each  session  of  the  conference  for  the  support 
of  the  conference  work.

It  is  with  great  en- 
thusiasm that  I  make  this  report  to  you.  God  is  a  great  God  and  is  doing 
great  things  for  us. 

We  are  very  excited  with  the  response  that  you  as  churches  and  indi- 
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viduals  made  during  the  month  of  September,  especially  at  the  Mission 
Rallv  of  the  State  Convention.  Your  gifts  amounted  to  a  record  high  of 
$11,500,  with  a  gift  of  food  items  that  was  estimated  at  about  $2,000.  The 
attendance  was  also  a  record  at  the  service.  It  was  estimated  bv  one  person 
that  there  were  about  1,200  people  present  for  a  most  rewarding  spiritual 
blessing  from  God. 

Let  us  share  some  cf  the  things  happening  on  the  field. 

Mexico:  Under  the  leadership  of  Brothers  J.  E.  Timmons  and  Vance 
Link,  the  work  continues  to  be  fruitful.  We  now  have  six  churches  organized 
and  members  of  the  convention.  These  churches  and  pastors  are  setting 
examples  for  the  other  workers  and  soon  we  will  have  other  missions  ready 
for  church  organization. 

Our  Bible  Institute  continues  to  be  one  of  the  more  promising  areas 
of  our  work.  The  pasters  and  students  are  studying  fervently  in  the  Word 
of  God.  It  is  through  this  institution  that  we  will  get  new  workers  for  the 
future.    Please  pray  for  the  success  of  this  work. 

Philippines:  Harold  and  Sandra  are  now  living  in  the  Greater  Manilla 
Area.  Harold  is  in  the  process  of  planning  for  the  beginning  of  a  Bible 
Institute  for  the  work  of  the  Philippines.  This  institution  will  be  operated 
similar  to  the  one  in  Mexico.  The  new  address  of  Harold  and  Sandra  is: 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Harold  Jones,  P.  O.  Box  346,  Greenhills,  Rizal  3113,  Philip- 
pines.   Why  not  share  a  note  of  appreciation  with  them. 

A  new  worker  has  been  employed  for  the  work  in  Puerto  Princesa.  He 
is  supported  by  the  Cabin  Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  Beulaville,  North  Caro- 
lina, of  the  Eastern  Conference.  We  will  give  you  more  information  con- 
cerning this  as  soon  as  we  receive  this  from  Harold. 

Your  continued  support  of  the  foreign  missions  program  is  a  must.  The 
inflation  that  we  feel  here  is  even  worse  in  Mexico  and  the  Philippines. 
Shortly  Harold  will  give  a  series  of  articles  concerning  this.  He  states  that 
cost  of  food  products  continue  to  go  up.  "Milk  is  $.70  per  quart  and  ice 
cream  $1.50  per  half  gallon.  Beef  is  so  high  we  don't  eat  it."  In  Mexico 
gasoline  is  $.80  per  gallon.  In  the  light  of  these  costs,  the  mission  board 
must  give  support  to  cover  these  living  cost.  In  order  for  the  board  to  do 
this,  we  must  look  to  oar  churches.  All  support  of  foreign  mission  comes 
from  you.    Please  continue  to  increase  your  support  as  much  as  possible.

REPORT  OF  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 
What  Mount  Olive  College  Is  Doing  for  Free  Will  Baptists 

Mount  Olive  College  does  not  exist  for  itself  but  rather  to  serve.  Our 
primary  mission  is  to  serve  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  and  to  assist  our 
churches  in  advancing  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ.    To  fulfill  this  mission: 

1.  Mount  Olive  College  provides  educational  opportunity  for  Free  Will 
Baptists.  Through  a  broad  program  of  scholarships,  loans,  and  part-time 
employment,  every  qualified  student  can  be  assisted  up  to  the  level  of  his 
need. 

2.  Mount  Olive  College  places  first  emphasis  upon  being  a  Christian 
College.    It  is  not  enough  to  simply  get  students  into  a  college — what  is 
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more  important  is  what  happens  to  them  after  they  get  there.  Mount  Olive 
College  believes  that  the  most  important  thing  in  the  life  of  any  person  is 
his  relationship  with  God.

4.  Mount  Olive  College  provides  an  education  of  high  quality  and  repu- 
tation. Christian  education  must  be  good  education  for  God  does  not  call 
people  to  do  inferior  work  for  Him.  Mount  Olive  is  a  fully  accredited  college 
whose  work  is  recognized  and  accepted  throughout  the  nation  and  the 
world. 

5.  Mount  Olive  College  provides  educational  preparation  for  ministers 
and  church  leaders.  Approximately  ten  percent  of  our  students  are  prepar- 
ing for  the  ministry,  missions,  or  other  church-related  vocations.  We  ask  for 
your  prayers  that  more  of  our  young  people  will  accept  God's  call  to  a  specific 
Christian  ministry. 

6.  Mount  Olive  College  provides  distinctive  services  to  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists,  including  pulpit  supply,  facilities  for  denominational  meetings,  counsel- 
ing services  through  the  office  of  the  Chaplain,  Ragles  Nest  conference 
Center  for  spiritual  life  retreats  and  Christian  recreation.  Students  and  per- 
sonnel are  available  to  visit  churches  with  programs  of  music  and  testimony, 
teach  Sunday  school  classes,  conduct  worship  services,  and  provide  other 
appropriate  services. 

7.  Mount  Olive  College  helps  provide  identity  and  recognition  for  Free 
Will  Baptists.  Mount  Olive  is  the  voice  of  our  church  among  the  2,300 
colleges  and  universities  of  the  nation  and  in  many  ways  is  helping  to  pre- 
serve our  denominational  heritage.  The  Free  Will  Baptist  Historical  Col- 
lection is  perhaps  the  greatest  single  source  of  information  on  tree  Will 
Baptists  to  be  found  in  the  world.  In  our  history,  Free  Will  Baptists  have 
had  many  bad  and  embarrassing  experiences,  but  Mount  Olive  College  is 
one  of  the  good  things  that  has  happened  to  us.  Perhaps  one  layman  spoke 
for  all  of  us  when  he  said:  ''Mount  Olive  College  makes  me  proud  to  be  a 
Free  Will  Baptist." 

What  Free  Will  Baptists  Can  Do  for  Mount  Olive  College 

The  most  distinctive  feature  of  Mount  Olive  College  is  its  relationship 
with  the  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  and  to  strengthen  and  de- 
velop the  college  is  one  of  the  most  important  investments  our  church  can 
make.  Here  are  six  ways  in  which  the  college  specifically  needs  your  sup- 
port and  cooperation. 

1.  Enrollment:  Encourage  your  children  and  the  young  people  of  your 
church  to  attend  Mount  Olive  College.  This  year  our  enrollment  is  308; 
our  goal  for  1975  is  3^0  and  by  1976  our  goal  is  400  students.  We  must 
have  this  number  to  seriously  consider  becoming  a  senior  college.  We  en- 
courage you  to:  (a)  Send  the  college  the  names  and  addresses  of  your  high 
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school  students,  (b)  Bring  your  students  to  the  College  for  High  School 
Day  on  Saturday,  November  9.  (c)  Participate  in  the  Church-College 
Scholarship  Program.  It  is  worth  $500  annually  to  the  student:  $250  from 
the  church  and  $250  from  the  college,  (d)  Plan  a  visitation  day  to  the  col- 
lege for  your  entire  chuich. 

2.  Financial  Support:  The  operating  budget  of  Mount  Olive  College 
for  1974-75  is  $1,290,000,  and  of  this  amount  Free  Will  Baptists  are  asked 
to  contribute  $125,000  (approximately  ten  percent).  In  addition,  $25,000 
is  needed  to  complete  the  chapel  project. 

Through  its  Twenty- Fifth  Anniversary  Program  the  college  is  also  seek- 
ing funds  for  debt  retirement  and  future  development,  including  construc- 
tion of  a  Physical  Education  and  Health  Center  and  a  College  Union.  An 
anniversary  goal  of  $2.5  million  by  the  end  of  1976  has  been  approved  by 
the  State  Convention. 

3.  Attend  the  College  Dinner  for  Your  County:  These  annual  dinners 
are  designed  to  give  Free  Will  Baptists  an  opportunity  to  make  gifts  to  the 
college  and  to  learn  first  hand  about  the  educational  and  denominational 
services  it  provides  for  Free  Will  Baptists. 

4.  Appoint  Your  Representative  to  the  Church-College  Advancement 
Council:  A  description  of  the  council  and  a  form  for  reporting  the  name  of 
the  member  from  your  church  are  included  in  this  report.  Here  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  voice  of  each  church  to  be  heard. 

5.  Have  a  Mount  Olive  College  Day  in  Your  Church:  The  college 
would  like  to  send  a  representative  to  each  church  to  share  personally  with 
your  people  the  story  of  Mount  Olive  College.  Students  and  personnel  are 
available  and  their  visit  can  include  teaching  the  high  school  age  Sunday 
school  class,  giving  a  ten-minute  report  during  the  morning  or  evening  wor- 
ship service,  speaking  at  a  midweek  service,  giving  a  program  for  a  youth 
meeting,  or  speaking  at  a  worship  service.  With  sufficient  advanced  notice, 
musical  groups  are  also  available. 

6.  "Brethren,  Fray  for  Us!"  We  want  Mount  Olive  College  to  be  God's 
work — not  man's.

Church-College  Advancement  Council 
The  general  purpose  of  the  Church-College  Advancement  Council  will 
be  to  facilitate  communication  and  services  between  the  church  and  the  col- 
lege. It  will  serve  in  an  advisory  and  promotional  capacity.  Members  of 
the  council  will  advise  the  college  on  the  educational  needs  and  expectations 
of  the  church,  and  in  return  they  will  interpret  to  the  church  the  services 
and  needs  of  the  college. 

Each  Free  Will  Baptist  church  in  North  Carolina,  and  each  church  out 
of  the  state  which  supports  Mount  Olive  College,  is  invited  to  designate  a 
lay  member  to  the  council.   It  is  recommended  that  the  term  of  office  be  for 
three  years  with  the  privilege  of  additional  terms  at  the  will  of  the  church. 
Specific  duties  of  members  of  the  council  will  include: 
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1.  To  interpret  the  needs,  interests,  and  expectations  of  their  church  to 
Mount  Olive  College,  and  to  interpret  the  needs,  services  and  expectations 
of  the  college  to  their  church. 

2.  To  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  council  at  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege, any  called  meetings,  and  county  or  district  meetings. 

3.  To  give  regular,  preferably  quarterly,  reports  to  their  church  and 
church  organizations  on  the  progress,  needs,  and  services  of  the  college. 
Members  are  also  to  inform  their  church  and  other  organizations  that  per- 
sonnel and  students  of  the  college  are  willing  to  make  appearances  to  church- 
es, church  groups,  and  community  organizations. 

4.  To  help  the  college  identify  persons  who  have  the  capability  of  mak- 
ing special  gifts  or  bequests  for  the  support  of  Christian  education. 

5.  To  assist  in  the  admissions  program  of  the  college  by  presenting  in- 
formation on  the  college  to  high  school  students  in  their  church  and  com- 
munity and  by  encouraging  these  students  to  visit  the  campus. 

6.  To  serve  in  other  ways  that  are  appropriate  to  the  mutual  interest  of 
their  church  and  the  college. 

In  addition  to  information  provided  at  the  annual  and  other  meetings 
of  the  council,  members  will  be  put  on  a  special  mailing  list  to  receive  quar- 
terly reports  on  the  college.

REPORT  OF  HOME  MISSION  AND  CHURCH  EXTENSION 
DEPARTMENT 

First,  we  wish  to  thank  God  and  His  supporters  for  the  great  step  for- 
ward that  has  been  made  in  His  Home  Missions  work.  There  have  been 
four  more  home  mission  points  added  to  our  list  for  support  within  the  past 
year.  They  are  West  Hillsborough  Mission,  Eastwood  Mission  of  Fayette- 
ville,  the  Charlotte  Mission,  and  the  Faith  Mission  at  Leland.  This  gives  us 
a  total  of  six  home  missions  including  the  Henderson  Mission  and  the  Hope 
Mills  Mission  that  were  established  the  year  before. 

The  record  shows  that  our  contributions  have  been  $23,993.54  during 
the  past  fiscal  year  and  we  are  indeed  grateful;  however,  there  are  many  min- 
isters and  churches  who  appear  to  have  done  nothing  to  support  this  work. 
The  record  will  show  that  we  have  not  failed  to  keep  our  progress  and  needs 
before  the  people. 

There  are  many  details  that  will  have  to  be  worked  out  as  we  establish  a 
set  of  rules  to  govern  us,  but  for  the  time  being  we  are  mostly  dealing  with 
problems  as  they  arise.  As  for  financial  support  to  the  home  mission  points, 
we  are  leaning  toward  the  support  of  the  missionaries  and  leaving  the  pur- 
chasing of  property  to  *:he  missions  except  in  cases  where  we  are  needed  to 
assist  in  obtaining  loans. 

We  know  without  a  doubt  that  Home  Missions  is  a  part  of  our  Lord's 
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Great  Commission,  and  that  it  is  the  God-given  responsibility  of  every  Free 
Will  Baptist  to  support  the  cause  for  missions  at  home  as  well  as  abroad. 

We  appeal  to  all  Free  Will  Baptist  for  your  continued  prayers  and  finan- 
cial support.  We  are  indeed  thankful  for  the  progress  that  has  been  shown 
through  those  of  you  who  have  faith  in  God  and  this  program. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  funds,  we  have  no  paid  administrators  and  most 
of  our  missionaries  are  paid  for  their  expenses  only. 

We  feel  that  Home  Missions  deserves  a  rightful  and  equal  place  among 
our  other  Free  Will  Baptist  Enterprises  so;  therefore,  we  appeal  to  this  body 
for  the  adoption  of  this  report  which  included  the  1974-75  budget  of  $75,- 
000.

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CONSTITUTION 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  de- 
nomination of  North  Carolina,  desiring  to  be  in  fellowship  in  a  bond  of 
union,  do  ordain  this  constitution. 

NAME 

This  shall  be  the  constitution  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches  of  North  Carolina. 

PURPOSE 

The  object  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be  to  promote  Christ's 
kingdom  among  men  by  means  in  strict  conformity  to  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

ARTICLE  I.  COMPOSITION 
This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  affiliated  ordained  ministers  and 
churches  within  its  bounds,  who  are  in  good  standing,  and  of  all  general 
officers,  and  members  of  standing  boards  or  committees  of  the  conference. 
It  shall  operate  under  the  Statement  of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original 
Free  Will  Paptists  of  North  Carolina.  No  church  corporation  whose  articles 
of  incorporation  or  constitution  and  bylaws  conflict  with  the  Statement  of 
Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Paptists  of  North  Carolina  shall 
be  permitted  membership  in  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  II.  REPRESENTATION 
Each  church  shall  represent  with  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred 
members  or  fraction  thereof.  The  delegation  from  each  church  shall  carry 
to  the  conference  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment,  and  giving  the 
statistics  and  financial  condition  of  the  church;  together  with  a  statement 
of  all  funds  received  and  disbursed  for  denomination  and  benevolent  pur- 
poses during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  III.  OFFICERS 
The  officers  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary, 
an  assistant  secretary,  a3id  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  entering  upon  the  duties  of  said  office  at  the  close  of  the  session 
in  which  they  are  elected.  Temporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers, 
may  be  elected  at  the  option  of  the  conference  for  whatever  purposes  deem- 
ed essential. 

ARTICLE  IV.  STANDING  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 
It  shall  be  the  policy  of  this  conference  to  elect  as  many  boards  and 
committees  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  its  program.    These  shall 
keep  records  of  their  proceedings  and  make  a  report  at  each  annual  session  of 
the  conference. 

A  board  of  trustees,  a  board  of  Christian  education,  a  board  of  missions 
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and  church  extension,  and  a  board  of  ordination  consisting  of  five  members 
each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for  members  of  these  boards  shall 
be  five  years,  but  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  terminate  the  tenure  of  office 
of  one  member  annually. 

Section  1 — Standing  boards  shall  write  their  own  bylaws  and  administer 
their  respective  program.*:  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  their 
conference. 

Section  2 — The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  moder- 
ator, assistant  moderator,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  one  member  elected  by  the 
conference  at  the  time  cf  the  official  election  of  officers. 

Section  3 — Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 

conference  for  whatever  purpose  deemed  necessary. 

ARTICLE  V.  FINANCE 
Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  annually  according  to 
its  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
Any  properly  organized  church  that  gives  evidence  of  adherence  to  the 
doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  and  desires  to  help  promote  the  program  and  work  of  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention,  may  present 
its  petition  to  the  regular  session  of  the  conference.  If  the  petition  for 
membership  is  approved,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship 
to  the  delegates. 

ARTICLE  VII.  DISMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
A  church  may  be  dismissed  from  membership  in  the  conference  by  vote 
of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  VISITORS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  extend  to  visiting  brethren  all  the 
privileges  of  the  body  save  that  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

ARTICLE  IX.  MEETINGS 
The  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on  Thursday 
and  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  The  host  church  shall 
be  selected  by  vote  of  rbe  conference  in  annual  session  or  by  the  executive 
committee.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  thus  selected  may  be  changed  by 
an  act  of  the  executive  committee  should  such  a  change  become  necessary. 

BYLAWS 

Section  1 — The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according 

to  accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  sessions  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference;  to  appoint  temporary  committees,  delegates,  and  representatives; 
to  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and  committees;  and  in 
general,  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  moderator. 
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Section  2 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  the  duties 
of  the  moderator  when  that  officer  is  not  present  and  he  shall  assist  the 
moderator  when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of 
the  moderator,  the  assistant  moderator  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
session  of  the  conference. 

Section  3 — The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  preserve  an  accurate  record  of  said  proceed- 
ings in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  secretary  shall  prepare  and 
cause  to  be  published  the  minutes  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the  conference; 
hold  in  trust  all  documents,  not  otherwise  preserved,  and  surrender  same 
at  the  direction  of  the  conference;  conduct  the  official  correspondence  and 
sign  such  documents  and  instruments  as  require  the  secretary's  signature; 
and  serve  as  a  member  of  executive  board. 

Section  4 — The  duties  of  the  assistant  secretary  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  secretary  when  that  officer  is  not  present,  and  he  shall  assist  the  secre- 
tary when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the 
secretary,  the  assistant  secretary  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  session 
of  the  conference. 

Section  5 — The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs 
to  the  conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference,  the  executive 
committee,  or  any  standing  board  invested  with  the  authority  to  authorize 
the  disbursement  of  funds.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  funds 
received  and  paid  out  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  conference. 

Section  6 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  conference  when  the  conference  is  not  in  session,  and 
make  report  at  annual  conference.  The  executive  committee  shall  plan  the 
program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  conference. 

Section  7 — The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  all  conference  and 
real  property,  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  conference,  and  convey  or  expend 
said  property  or  assets  ar  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  ordination  to  examine, 
ordain,  and  discipline  ministers  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the  State- 
ment of  Faith  and  Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina, along  with  whatever  additional  requirements  may  be  made  by  the  con- 
ference. The  board  of  ordination  shall  examine  ordained  ministers  seeking 
membership  in  this  conference  and  make  recommendations  in  keeping  with 
their  findings. 

Section  9 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  missions  and  church 
extension  to  cooperate  with  the  churches  of  the  conference  to  promote  the 
establishment  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference.  The  board 
of  missions  and  church  extension  shall  cooperate  with  the  state  board  of 
missions  to  raise  money,  arrange  itineraries,  and  keep  the  work  of  missions 
before  our  churches. 

Section  10 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  Christian  education 
to  keep  our  people  informed  as  to  our  educational  needs,  and  endeavor  to 
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promote  the  cause  of  and  stimulate  interest  among  our  people  in  the  cause 
of  Christian  education.  The  board  of  Christian  education  shall  cooperate 
with  the  educational  institutions  of  our  denomination  and  use  all  funds 
for  best  interest  of  Christian  education. 

Section  11 — The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of 
the  conference:  credentials,  nominating,  resolutions,  temperance,  obituary, 
and  letter  digest. 

Section  12 — A  board  or  committee  will  be  recognized  as  having  a 
quorum  when  there  is  a  majority  of  the  members  present  for  a  meeting, 
providing  all  the  members  of  said  board  or  committee  have  been  duly  noti- 
fied concerning  the  said  meeting. 

Section  13 — All  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  properly  presented  to  the  conference  in  written  form  only. 

Section  14 — Each  minister  and  delegate  in  good  standing  shall  duly 
attend  each  day  while  the  conference  is  in  session  or  be  subject  to  censure 
by  the  conference  and  reported  to  his  local  church. 

Section  15 — If  any  member,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  shall 
show  anger  in  his  discussion  on  any  subject,  he  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  that 
session. 

Section  16 — No  member  shall  be  excused  from  any  session  of  the 
conference  without  leave  of  the  moderator. 

Section  17 — The  conference  shall  adjourn  by  a  majority  vote. 

Section  18 — Each  officer  and  member  of  standing  committees  and 
boards  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  confer- 
ence. 

Section  19 — The  conference  shall  open  and  close  with  suitable  devo- 
tional services. 

Section  20 — This  constitution  and  its  bylaws  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  a  two-thirds  favorable  vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  said 
amendment  shall  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  for 
action  on  the  following  day. 
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UNION  MEETING 

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  OF  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 
CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I 

Name — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Union  Meeting  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  union  meeting  is  the  creation  of  an 
effective  agency  through  which  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  may  successfully 
promote  its  work.  It  shall  thus  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  authority  and 
use  of  the  conference — except  in  the  election  of  its  general  officers — as  a 
consistent  medium  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  conference  program 
of  evangelism,  education,  benevolence  and  church  extension. 

ARTICLE  III 

Composition — This  union  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Cane  Fear  Conference,  the  ordained  and  licensed  min- 
isters who  are  members  of  churches  that  belong  to  the  conference,  and  all 
general  officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  of  both  the  conference 
and  the  union  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Representation — The  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall 
represent  in  the  quarterly  sessions  of  the  union  meeting  with  one  delegate 
for  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Sunday  schools,  leagues, 
and  auxiliaries  shall  each  represent  with  one  delegate. 

ARTICLE  V 

Finance — Each  church  shall  send  with  its  delegation  to  the  quarterly 
sessions  of  this  union  meeting  one  percent  of  its  annual  budget  exclusive 
of  funds  for  building  and  equipment,  or  a  total  of  four  percent  of  the  church 
budget  for  the  full  year  of  four  union  meeting  sessions.  Sunday  schools, 
leagues,  and  auxiliaries  shall  represent  with  whatever  amounts  they  may 
choose.  All  funds  shall  be  allocated  by  the  executive  board  of  the  confer- 
ence, but  said  allocations  shall  be  approved  by  the  union  meeting  in  regular 
session  or  by  the  conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Officers — The  general  officers  of  this  union  meeting  shall  be  a  moder- 
ator, an  assistant  moderator,  a  secretary,  an  assistant  secretary,  and  a  treas- 
urer, each  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  at  the  last  session 
of  the  union  meeting  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Boards  and  Committees — All  standing  committees  and  boards  created 
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by  the  conference  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  promoting  their 

work  through  the  union  meeting. 

The  general  officers  of  the  union  meeting  shall  be  added  to  the  execu- 
tive board  of  the  conference  and  this  composite  committee  shall  constitute 
the  executive  committee  of  the  union  meeting.  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  act  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  union  meeting  between  its  regular 
sessions.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  prepare 
and  supervise  the  programs  of  the  union  meeting  and  to  allocate  all  undesig- 
nated funds. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Meetings — The  union  meeting  shall  hold  its  regular  sessions  Saturday 
before  each  fifth  Sunday  in  the  churches  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  The 
host  church  shall  be  selected  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the  alphabetic 
succession  of  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  each  church.  This  method  of 
selecting  the  place  of  meeting  may  be  changed  when  deemed  expedient  or 
necessary,  by  an  act  of  the  union  meeting  in  session  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Amendment — This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session 
of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  presented  in  writing  by  the  union 
meeting. 

BYLAWS  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, assistant  recording  secretary,  and  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  board;  provided,  however,  that  any 
two  officers  may  be  combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided 
further,  that  the  executive  secretary,  may,  or  may  not  be,  a  member  of  this 
board. 

3.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  all  funds  of  the  board  and  disburse  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or 
when  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board.  Annual  re- 
ports of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  conference  in 
session  and  interim  reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

4.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary  for  the  proper  dispatch 
of  the  work  assigned  to  it  by  conference  direction,  but  must  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year. 

5.  The  board  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  adequate  records  of 
meetings  of  this  board,  detail  records,  reports,  etc.,  of  all  activities  of  the 
board  and  its  officers,  and  preserve  same  as  permanent  records. 

6.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  cooperating 
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with  our  state  and  national  educational  institutions  in  the  promotion  of 
general  Christian  education. 

7.  The  organization,  direction,  and  the  training  program  of  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  League  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  this 
board. 

8.  The  general  supervision  of  the  Sunday  school  promotional  activities, 
organization  of  new  Sunday  schools,  training  program  for  workers,  and  any 
and  all  other  Sunday  school  promotional  programming  shall  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  board. 

9.  This  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making,  or 
cause  to  be  made  emphasis  on  the  Christian  family  life. 

10.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  conducting  area  institutes,  and 
conferences,  on  a  conference  scale,  annually  to  instruct  and  help  our  people 
when  necessary  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  our  conference,  state,  or 
national  programs. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board  to  direct  and  supervise 
all  training  programs  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  responsibilities 
assigned  to  it,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  bylaws,  nor  the  constitution  of  the  conference. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  and  administra- 
tion of  a  Student's  Loan  Fund  with  which  to  aid  worthy  students  in  securing 
an  education. 

14.  The  board  shall  lend  money  only  upon  the  following  terms  and 
conditions: 

a.  Students  must  be  adjudged  worthy  as  to  character  and  ability,  and 
must  attend  an  institution  of  learning  approved  by  this  board. 

b.  A  promissory  note  must  be  made  by  the  student,  with  one  or  more 
good  endorsements,  or  other  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  board.  The 
rate  of  interest  shall  be  1%  while  the  student  is  in  training.  After  com- 
pletion of  training,  a  new  note  shall  be  made  bearing  6%  interest  with 
monthly,  or  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  until  obligations  are  fully  dis- 
charged. 

15.  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  conference,  provided  that  such  amendments,  or  revisions,  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  three  hours  before  a  vote  is 
taken,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  read  twice,  and  provided  further  that 
such  amendments  or  revisions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote. 
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Bylaws  Governing  the  Board  of  Missions 

1.  The  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  The  first  named  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three 
years,  the  fourth  for  four  years,  the  fifth  for  five  years,  and  thereafter,  each 
for  a  term  of  five  years. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  chairman,  assistant  chairman,  recording  secre- 
tary, and  an  executive  secretary,  who  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  pro- 
motional work  of  the  board;  provided,  however,  that  any  two  officers  may  be 
combined  at  the  option  of  the  board,  and  provided,  further,  that  the  execu- 
tive secretary  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

3.  The  board  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  attend 
to  all  matters  pertaining  to  missions  within  the  territory  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference,  and  mission  points  that  have  been  approved  for  membership  in 
the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 

4.  The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  all  funds  designated  for 

Cape  Fear  missions  and  pay  out  same  on  order  of  the  board,  or  when  said 
crder  is  duly  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board.  An- 
nual reports  shall  be  rendered  to  the  conference  of  all  funds  received  and 
disbursed  by  the  treasurer. 

5.  Churches  and/or  individuals  are  encouraged  to  expedite  the  work  of 
missions  in  the  fulfillment  of  the  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord  in  appro- 
priate communities  throughout  the  conference.  No  reimbursement,  how- 
ever, shall  be  made  for  expenses  incurred  without  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

6.  Mission  points,  or  stations,  may  be  opened  and  maintained  by  the 
board  for  such  a  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  best,  employ  evangelists, 
missionaries,  and  such  field  workers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  promotion  of  the  mission  work. 

7.  The  board  shall  not  make  any  investment  in  property,  nor  promote 
any  investment  in  property,  without  first  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
safety  of  the  investment,  property  titles,  and  other  matters  relative  to  the 
security  of  any  investment. 

8.  The  board  shall  render  annual  reports  to  the  conference  and  interim 
reports  to  the  executive  board  when  requested. 

9.  The  board  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  mission  program, 
provided  that  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws.
